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Perenick bid 
for house seat 
still wavering

While the Celtics were in the Bos¬ 
ton Garden May 25 worrying about 
another power failure, the Winches¬ 
ter Republican Town Committee 
was in an art-filled room thinking 
about a power surge. 

That Wednesday committee 
Chairman John Cannon rapidly 
guided the assembled 22 members 
through an agenda comprised of a 
treasurer’s report, a review of 31 
new associate members, bylaw revi¬ 
sions, potential appointments to the 
Board of Registrar, Town Day activ¬ 
ities and finally, the location and 
date for the committee’s annual 
cocktail party and fundraiser. 

While neither the candidacy nor 
the persona of Peg Perenick came 
up at the meeting, she 1 is filing for 
the soon-to-be-vacated seat in the 
State Legislature. 

In a telephone interview, she 
responded to a question about 
whether filing her papers meant she 
would follow through on her candi¬ 
dacy by saying, “I’m filing and 
that’s all it means.” 

During the treasurer’s report 
committee members learn that 
there was slightly less than $1,700 
available in the committee’s war 
chest. 

The list of 31 new associate mem¬ 
bers contains addresses, precincts 
and telephone numbers. However, 
when a committee member asked if 
the list had been checked to ensure 
that each new member was, in fact, 
a registered Republican, Cannon 
said it had not. 

The committee is seeking a regis¬ 
tered Republican to fill a soon-to-be 
vacated registrar’s position. This 
appointee would be responsible for 
overseeing elections along with his 
or her Democratic counterpart. The 
committee will nominate three 
potential candidates to the board of 
selectmen. The person selected will 
be from among those three. 

At Town Day, several candidates 
will be present to discuss Republi¬ 
can Party strategy as well as their 
own candidacy. June Cannon, a 
member of the committee, said that 
Joe Malone and Bill Gotha will be 
available between noon and 3 p.m. 
Malone is running for the U. S. 
Senate and Bill Gotha for the State 
Senate from Haverhill. 

The annual cocktail party and fun¬ 
draiser consumed most of the even¬ 
ing’s discussion. The main issue was 
where to have the proposed Sept. 23 
event.

Town rejects 
second look 
at water issue

Residents in the north end of town 
won’t have water problems solved 
yet, said Town Meeting. 

A motion to reconsider Article 5 
failed to garner the required two- 
thirds vote. Article 5 establishes the 
water and sewer division of the 
department of public works and sets 
rates for services to defray depart¬ 
mental costs. 

The motion for reconsideration 
sought $418,000 to be earmarked for 
water projects in the north end. 
However, Town Meeting refused to 
address concerns voiced time and 
time again by Precinct 8 
representatives. 

North end water problems put a 
hitch in Woburn Loop plans as well. 
Complaints of low pressure and poor 
water quality have been voiced 
numerous times throughout Town 
Meeting. 

Member Michael Connolly told 
Town Meeting at the May 19 meeting 
that Precinct 8 representatives will 
refuse to approve any future deve¬ 
lopment in that area until the prob¬ 
lems are addressed. 

Selectman Frank Sopper, a propo¬ 


nent of the motion, told Town Meet¬ 
ing to evaluate its priorities. “We 
stand to lose millions of dollars on 
development,” he said. 

In a report conducted by the engi¬ 
neering firm of Weston and Sampson 
in 1983, it was suggested that the 
town clean and line all old, cast iron 
pipes in town. 

Sopper said cleaning and lining 
pipes in the north end would remove 
resistance to the sale of the Woburn 
Loop, provide increased volume for 
fire protection and improve water 
quality. 

However, the board of selectmen 
is in the process of developing a plan 
for a capital project to address all 
water problems in town, said mem¬ 
ber Thomas Schmitt. The board does 
not support Sopper’s plan, and plans 
to present its capital plan at Fall 
Town Meeting. 

“I think we’re trying to maintain 
an entire water system for the town, 
not just for one section,” said 
Schmitt. 

Deficient fire flows exist in other 
parts of town, he added. The board’s 
plan “is cost effective and effi¬ 
cient,” said Schmitt.

Town Meeting breezed fairly 
quickly though the capital planning 
budget last Thursday night. 

Capital Planning Chairman Peter 
VanAken told Town Meeting that 
“the level of funding recommended 
(by the Finance Committee) is seri¬ 
ously inadequate.” The total budget 
recommended by the finance com¬ 
mittee was $874,908. 

VanAicen said the figure reflects a 
reduction of more than $200,000 from 
the capital planning committee’s 
original budget request. He pointed 
out that it “very seriously underesti¬ 
mates our need.” 

lie asserted that it is “seriously 
misleading” to state that Winches¬ 
ter’s budget is in balance. In addi¬ 
tion, the capital plant is being spent 
faster than it is being replaced. 

Through its report to Town Meet¬ 
ing, the finance committee voiced 
similar concerns. The report states 
that the committee “had reserva¬ 
tions concerning some of the propos¬ 
als, but on balance believe very 
strongly that more money should be 
spent than is being spent to maintain 
our buildings, open space, parks, 
playgrounds, water supplies, town 
vehicles and infrastructure. To let 
these systems deteriorate to the 
point they require massive amounts 
of money to repair is foolhardy and 
hardly prudent management.” 

Although the report states that the 
committee believes the capital plan¬ 
ning budget has been underfunded 
for a number of years, additional 
funds are unavailable. 

A total of $265,800 was appro¬ 
priated for repair and maintenance 


TM fills boards 5 requests

Personnel board and board of 
assessors’ requests met with quick 
success last Thursday night. 

Town Meeting unanimously 
approved all three recommenda¬ 
tions by the personnel board. 

The purpose of the first request is 
to ratify the recommendation of the 
personnel board with respect to the 
reclassification of positions, said 
personnel board chairperson Lana 
Righter. Classification is deter¬ 
mined by the scope of duties and 
responsibilities. 


The second request sought approv¬ 
al of the compensation schedule. The 
motion was made in order to set 
levels for collective bargaining and 
non-collective bargaining schedules. 

The final request by the personnel 
board included a $1,035,000 appropri¬ 
ate for wage adjustments. Of this 
amount, $35,000 will be funded by 
water and sewer rates. The motion 
provides the required funding to for 
wage and salary increases for school 
and municipal employees. 

In other Town Meeting news, 
$335,000 was appropriated for the 
board of assessor’s revaluation of 


real and personal property in fiscal 
year 1989. 

According to board member 
David Errico, Chapter 797 of the 
Acts of 1979 requires that a revalua¬ 
tion be conducted every three years. 
The board will use the contractual 
services of a professional revalua¬ 
tion company, said Errico. 

Town Meeting voted approval. 

Town Meeting also approved 
increased fees for services provided 
by the Town Clerk’s office. 

Town Meeting continues Monday 
night at 7:30 p.m. in the high school 
auditorium.

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Book documents town structures 

Historical society publishes major new architectural history

Winchester’s architectural history 
has been documented to commemo¬ 
rate the town’s architectural 
heritage. 

According to Ragnhild Bairns- 
father, project coordinator, 
“Winchester, Massachusetts: The 
Architectural Heritage of a Victor¬ 
ian Town” was recently published 
by the Winchester Historical Society 
after nearly four years of work. 

The book, which traces in detail 
the architectural history of 570 build¬ 


ings, is more readable than previ¬ 
ously printed documents, said 
Bairnsfather. 

Executive Editor Jane Robbins 
pointed out that the book depicts the 
social, emotional and religious back¬ 
ground of Winchester’s buildings as 
well as lifestyles of the founders of 
the town. 

“The publication of this book is 
really a major event for the town of 
Winchester,” said Robbins. She 
added that close to 150 of the town’s 
“most interesting houses” are 
included. “It’s a beautiful book,” 
she said. 


Bairnsfather said funds received 
as a result of the National Historic 
Preservation Act of 1966 were used 
to identify local historical sites. The 
sited were first documented in 1976 
when the Winchester Historical 
Commission received a grant from 
the Massachusetts Historical Com¬ 
mission for a detailed house and 
building survey. 

When the survey was concluded in 
1979, Bairnsfather said more than 
2,000 houses and buildings con¬ 
structed prior to 1917 were 
documented. 

Rotymvi said narrowing the field 


of 2,000 down to approximately 150 
involved some “tough choices.” As a 
result, the group decided to set a 
cut-off date of 1917, only including 
homes constructed prior to that date 
in the book. 

“For reasons of space and cost, we 
really had to limit it,” said Robbins. 
“The town has such a wealth of 
historical homes. Winchester is 
almost like a Victorian museum.” 

With seed money from the Society 
and assistance from text-writer 
Kevin Stevens, Bairnsfather said 
she combed the town’s archives as

of town buildings. 

The street resurfacing budget 
received a $50,000 boost, bringing 
the streets, sidewalks and parking 
budget to a total of $150,000. 

The request was made to “under¬ 
score a very serious deficiency,” 
said VanAken. He pointed out that 
no funds were appropriated for 
maintaining the 84-miles of secon¬ 
dary streets in Winchester. 

Finance Committee Chairperson 
Lorna Tseckares said the committee 
supported the appropriation. “We 
were persuaded by Mr. Van Aken 
that this is a very prudent action for 
the town,” she said. 

The vehicles and equipment 
account request of $307,700 was 
approved by Town Meeting. This 
request includes funds for police, 
fire, department of public works and 
town vehicles as well as police and 
fire radios. 

The computer account for the 
town was allotted $62,301 for fiscal 
year 1989. The figure reflects the 
removal of $18,100 for a computer 
for the board of assessors. The 
request for a computer for revalua¬ 
tion was removed when that request 
was included in the assessor’s 
budget. 

New projects budget includes 
$25,000 for a public address system 
in the high school as well as playfield 
wells. 

According to VanAken, $10,000 is 
to be used for the public address 
system which is “apparently some¬ 
what flaky.” The system is part of 
the emergency and alarm notifica¬ 
tion system. 

The remaining $15,000 is allocated 
to sink wells on Manchester Field for 
irrigation hook-ups. 

Schools get 
$250k Horace 
Mann grant

At the last school committee meet¬ 
ing May 24, Superintendent Charles 
Mistakos announced that $240,985 
will be appropriated to the Horace 
Mann Teachers’ Program. 

The total sum was raised at the 
end of the last legislative session, 
but the increase could not be incor¬ 
porated into the current total due to 
the fiscal problems that the state 
currently faces, Mistakos said. 

The program is designed to 
enhance and develop teaching 
resources. 

On the other hand, Assistant 
Superintendent Robert Fitzgerald 
conceded that the success rate of the 
Affirmative Action program, 
responsible for monitoring the hir¬ 
ing of minorities, continues to be 
“very poor.”

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Don’t exaggerate role of the SAT test 


Nearly a quarter of a million high 
school students across the nation 
will take the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (SAT) on Saturday. June 4, 
many convinced that their scores 
will decide their fate in college 
admissions. And many of there 
parents share this belief. 

Is the SAT the most important 
factor in getting into college? Will a 
'‘fnagic” score assure admission or 
success in college? How does the 
admissions process really work? 

According to the College Board, 
which sponsors the SAT, students 
and parents should not assume that 
SAT scores alone are going to make 
or break a student’s chances of get¬ 
ting into college. The Board says 
grades predict success in college 
better than the SAT, but the combi¬ 
nation of grades and SAT scores 
helps colleges improve that 
prediction. 

What’s the ’magic number?’ 

Admissions officers agree that as 
far as SAT scores are concerned, 
there is no “magic number” that 
will guarantee admission or success 
at a particular college. 

“The SAT is not the most impor¬ 
tant factor in admissions decisions, 
even at the most selective institu¬ 
tions,” said Susan Murphy, dean of 
admissions and financial aid at Cor¬ 
nell University in New York. “The 
courses students take in high school 
and their performance in those 
courses are most critical.” 

Timm Rinehart, director of 
admissions at the University of Mas¬ 


sachusetts in Amherst, added that 
“students should realize that the 
SAT is only one of several measures 
colleges and universities use in 
admissions. SAT scores are support¬ 
ing evidence of the high school 
record, which most of us believe to 
be the best indicator of college suc¬ 
cess,’’’Rinehart said the SAT is use¬ 
ful in admissions because it is a 
reliable, uniform standard for stu¬ 
dents across the nation. 

“Many colleges and universities 
need such a standard because 
grades from the nations’ 25,000 high 
schools don’t mean the same thing 
from school to school, and all applic¬ 
ants haven’t taken the same 
courses,” he explains. “By using the 
SAT to complement, the high school 
record and other factors, colleges 
can increase the validity of their 
admissions decisions.” 

Richard Cashwell, director of 
undergraduate admissions at the 
University of North Carolina, 
Chapel Hill, noted that “parents and 
students sometimes think that a 
‘magic number’ on the SAT will 
guarantee admission or success in 
college, despite the fact that very 
few colleges use test scores in a 
doctrinaire or cut-off fashion.” 

Admission process misunderstood 

Jean Fetter, Stanford University’s 
dean of undergraduate admissions, 
said overemphasizing the SAT may 
lead to erroneous assumptions about 
admissions. 

“Students who get higher scores 
may automatically assume they will 


be admitted, and those with lower 
scores may not even Tpply,” she 
said. 

Assuming that a particular SAT 
score will guarantee admission is a 
symptom of “threshold mentality,” 
according to Cornell’s Susan Mur¬ 
phy. Contrary to popular belief, she 
said, there is no formula of grades, 
test scores, or participation in extra¬ 
curricular activities tnat guarantees 
automatic acceptance by a college. 

“All these things are important, 
but a college’s decision to admit is 
not the result of some computerized 
methodology,” she said. “It’s a 
thoughtful committee consideration 
that must take into account a variety 
of criteria.’’’Timm Rinehart of U- 
Mass emphasized that admissions 
officers also consider ethnic and 
cultural diversity, as well as special 
talents valued by a college such as 
sports, music, or artistic ability. “ A 
wonderful dancer may not have to 
have quite as high grades as some¬ 
one else,” he said 

North Carolina’s Cashwell added 
that admissions officers look at stu¬ 
dents in the context of what oppor¬ 
tunities were available to them both 
at school and at home. 

“The goal is to give rural young¬ 
sters from small high schools or 
minority students from big city 
schools as good a chance of getting 
into college as those who go to pri¬ 
vate schools,” he said. 


Parents part of problem 

Parents often increase students’ 
anxiety about admissions, said 
Cashwell and Rinehart, when they 
overemphasize high SAT scores in 
the mistaken belief that high scores 
guarantee admission to a handful of 
highly prestigious and selective 
colleges. 

“Unfortunately, admission to the 
‘right’ college has become a status 
symbol in this country,” Rinehart 
said. “Parents could lessen some of 
the pressure on students by realizing 
that there has to be a match between 
a student and an institution, and that 
not all students need to attend the 25 
most selective or popular colleges.”

Each year students from more 
than 20,000 secondary schools file 
nearly 3.6 million applications annu¬ 
ally to the nation’s 1,779 four-year 
colleges and universities. 

According to survey data from the 
American Council on Education and 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles, 92 percent of students end 
up at their first or second choice 
college. 

The college Board is a nonprofit 
membership organization of approx¬ 
imately 2,600 colleges, universities, 
secondary schools, school systems, 
and education associations, provid¬ 
ing a variety of tests and services for 
guidance, college admissions, place¬ 
ment, and financial aid purposes.

FROM THE EDITOR'S DESK 


Who is hiding 
behind that blast? 


The Star has an editorial policy, which predates me by quite a 
few years, of not printing unsigned letters to the editor 

This week we are running one by a group of parents, identified 
collectively. I spoke with the mother who drafted it. She signed 
the letter, but wanted it to run over a group signature. She said 
she had read the parents of all 12 children the text and they all 
agreed with the sentiments expressed therein. So I had no trouble 
running it without a specific signatory 

We had also another letter with the obviously bogus signature, 
iam Concerned I put it aside with regret because it was a fine 
letter, and while it was clearly from a citizen, this person was 
unidentified 

However. I will share portions of it with you here. 

The hidden sniper took a shot at R.S. Kerr’s article of May 26. 
chiding her we will tell you that much > for praising Town 
Moderator John Sullivan when he told Town Meeting members to 
disregard an anonymous report on the school budget circulated 
before one of the sessions. Treat the report the way you treat mail 
addressed to “Occupant." Sullivan said. 

The writer noted that the warrant for Town Meeting is mailed 
to “Postal Patron Local." which could be considered the equiva¬ 
lent of “Occupant." 

Sullivan’s off-the-cuff quip was clever, but not really designed 
to stand up under harsh lighting. He was simply trying to 
reinforce the idea that legitimate politics should be conducted 
hand-to-hand in the open air. not with slings and arrows from the 
ramparts A closer look at the analogy shows that it falls apart 
w’hen one separates the addressor from the addressee. 

It is one thing for a specific person or entity such as a town 
board to send something to a general group, identified as group 
members rather than individuals. It is quite another for an 
anonymous person to address a group with a highly charged 
opinion or to slam an individual from behind a smoke screen. 

If Iam Concerned were really concerned he or she would have 
signed that letter. If I hadn't been interested in turning it into the 
subject of an editorial, it would have gone straight into the round 
file, never to see the light of day. That serves no one. 

The Wall Street Journal carried an article recently on the very 
subject. The reporter said that the nom de plume or pen name is 
largely an outmoded device, one that was used in the last century 
by women like Georges Sand to write fiction. At the time written 
flights of female fancy were not considered seemly. 

Today, women are well and uninhibitedly represented in the 
ranks of creative writers. One example among many: Ann 
Beattie was the editor of the Best American Short Stories of 1987 
collection. Publication there is the apotheosis of fictionhood and 
practically guarantees a post in the literature department of at 
least a minor university. 

The other reason the Journal reporter gave for use of such 
undercover tactics is also historical. During the Red baiting 
years of the ’50s, a number of very fine writers, both prose and 
screenplay, were black-listed for their leftist associations. 

They were unable to get work under their own names, but the 
industry was starved for real talent: much of it had been blown 
out of the water by Sen. Joe McCarthy and his paranoid friends. 
So the movie moguls hired back the same scriveners at discount 
rates to write the screenplays under pseudonyms. 

This exploitative arrangement went on for years. 

The reporter concluded that pseudonyms are outdated and no 
longer serve much of a useful purpose. He went further, though, 
saying that the use of pen names can hurt the credibility of the 
publication. The question arises in the minds of the readership: 
what does this person have to hide? 

In spite of that, I can think of several circumstances under 
which a pen name would be preferable. One is the case in which a 
highly newsworthy story is otherwise unobtainable. An example: 
a piece by a high school student about why he or she uses drugs. 

The Star would want to verify the source, but w-ould be ready to 
offer protection to the writer in exchange for the work. 

The other is the special case of R.S. Kerr. Community 
journalism differs from big-city journalism in that the news is 
composed of personalities commonly seen around town. “Public 
figures" can be seen pushing carts around the Purity Supreme on 
a regular basis. It is easy for the town to clam up and not let the 
local paper know what is really going on. 

For this reason, we took on Kerr as a columnist who has a 
“periscope” into town thinking. Stripped of her cover, she would 
no longer have a clear view' into the intimacies of Winchester. 

At the same time, she has caused a certain amount of pain, 
some of it deserved and some not, to individuals and groups she 
has singled out for less-than-kind treatment I am frankly not 
totally comfortable with the arrangement, but the Star is abiding 
by its original agreement with Kerr: a column a week for a 
guarantee of anonymity. 

We have handled the situation by prominently printing the 
letters objecting to Kerr’s opinions and setting the record straight 
on matters of fact. We have also suggested that she keep her 
powder dry for those who really deserve a shot.

The town meeting was right in 
killing the Woburn Loop projects. 
We aren’t even getting the agree¬ 
ments fulfilled that have been made 
in the past by contractors with the 
town. 

Three houses were built last year 
on Forest Circle, the houses have 
been sold, but the contractor has not 
fulfilled his agreement with the town 
to repave the road.

Re-regulation could bring the cycle around

The recent Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration investigation of Texas 
Air and its subsidiaries may be a final 
step that completes the cycle and 
gives us airline regulation once again. 

We’ve gone from the barnstorm¬ 
ing days preceding the Civil 
Aeronautics Board in 1938 to tightly 
controlled airways from 1938 to 1978. 
and thence to deregulation. 

From 1978 until now, we’ve had 
what might be called economic barn¬ 
storming and somewhat controlled 
flying. Along the way, we’ve done 
away with the CAB and a few airlines 
as well as compiling a less-than- 
steliar safety record. 

Whatever else might be said about 
the CAB and its 40-year history, it did 
preside over an era of relative safety 
and protected entry into the airlines 
business. During its tenure, it re¬ 
jected 79 applications from com¬ 
panies w-anting to fly our friendly 
skies. 

Our airlines became high-cost. 
And in no small measure prices were 
related to wages, which would have 
pleased John L. Lewis. The way to 
bring down those prices — the anti¬ 
regulation forces opined — was to 
deregulate. Instead of having control 
by a bunch of Beltway bureaucrats, 
in 1978 w’e opted for control by com¬ 
petition. And competition w'e got. 

We got numbers of new airlines, 
price competition, and more than 150 
airline bankruptcies. The older 
airlines could not compete. Next, we 
got merger mania. And along the 
way, we also got a fair number of 
disgruntled air travelers. You could 
get a cheap ticket to visit grandma; 


but you might have to sacrifice some 
of your luggage or give up being on 
time for Sunday dinner. 

During this time of deregulation, 
we had at least one other intervening 
event: the air controllers’ union strike 
of 1981. Increased traffic generated 
by fierce competition reached record 
highs just as our president stood firm 
against the air traffic controllers’ 
union. 

President Reagan’s ideology dic¬ 
tated that he could not abide a group 
of government employees striking for 
higher wages and better working con¬ 
ditions. He knew’ that part of the 
reason that prices w'ere high under 
regulation was related to the private- 
sector unions getting adequate-plus 
contracts. He w’asn’t going to allow' 
his controllers to send a signal he 
might be soft on unions — in either the 
private or public sectors. 

And so more than 11,000 of them 
were fired. Those with reportedly 
similar skills, and trained by the 
Armed Forces, were added to the 
civilian controller force. However, 
they were not sufficient in training or 
numbers. Thus, one dimension (union 
busting) of Reagan’s free-market 
ideology may have assisted in its 
overall demise. 

If Reagan’s ideology had been 
more ordered, or as they say in of¬ 
ficialese, “prioritized,” he would 
have given in on the air controllers’ 
strike. This would have helped to en¬ 
sure that there w'ere sufficient con¬ 
trollers to take care of the increased 
traffic of the free-market forces. But, 
he shot himself in the foot. 

What w’e got w'as the worst of both 
worlds: we had rampant price wars, 
which added to the old airlines’ plight, 
and we lacked sufficient controllers 


to take care of the traffic. These tw'o 
factors, in turn, led us to the current 
investigation by the President’s ow'n 
line agency, the Department of 
Transportation and its subsidaiary, 
the Federal Aviation Administration. 
And it now appears as if a new 
regulatory agency will arise full¬ 
blown from the accumulated 
dissatisfaction of several disparate 
groups. 

Along with the public’s concern 
over safety, delayed flights and lost 
luggage, we now have a chorus of 
Congressmen chanting about “in¬ 
creased” regulation. Say what you 
will about the convolutions of 
democracy in general and our ow r n 
brand in particular, when there is a 
confluence of complaints comprised 
of those voiced by federal legislators 
and bureaucrats, and thousands of 
voters, we will get change. However, 
this time we should not repeat history 
and make the change a free-standing 
independent regulatory commission 
like the CAB. 

We’ve learned that independent 
regulatory commissions often wind 
up being captured by the industry 
they are supposed to regulate. This in¬ 
dicates we should put this new agen¬ 
cy (or a new configuration of existing 
ones) under the aegis of the 
presidency. 

We know' that nature and business 
abhor vacuums — particularly 
political ones. Thus, it would be far 
better to re-regulate our airlines 
under the President’s control than it 
would to repeat our past mistakes. If 
the only way we can have safe skies 
and less than sky-high tickets is to 
have an oligopoly, then it is better to 
do it, accept the inevitable, and hold 
someone politically responsible. 


Airlines are as much a public utili 
ty as natural gas and electricity. They 
are much too important to be left 
either to the vagaries of the market 
place or vulnerable to capture by the 
airlines themselves. We already have 
a nascent oligopoly. We should nur 
ture it, and make what airlines we 
have left adhere to the interests of the 
public — and Congress.

Education needs state support to flourish

“ However, the ability to continue to 
-provide our children with the best 
.possible education in future years is 
open to question. Simply put, the 
cost of educational services is rising 
►faster than the increase in town 
revenues permitted under Proposi- 
• tion 


As in other areas, to date the 
education debate has centered on 
our ability to live within the con¬ 
straints imposed by Proposition 2'/ 2 . 
However, one important player has 
been left out of that debate: the 
state, which acts both as a provider 
of funds and as a source of rising 
costs in the education system. 

On the revenue side of the equa¬ 
tion, in the past two years alone, the 
state has distributed more than $180 
million in direct assistance to local 
school systems. In Winchester, we 
have seen the impact of this direct 
aid in the establishment of an early 
childhood program and in the crea¬ 
tion of the School Improvement 
Councils. 


Additional state aid is available 
for remedial reading programs and 
science and technology grants. In 
each area, Winchester can seek to 
supplement its town budget and pro¬ 
vide services that might otherwise 
be precluded by Proposition 2Vfe. 

It is the job of the next state 
representative to tap these new 
sources of state aid. Specifically, in 
the education area the state rep¬ 
resentative must: 

Develop expertise in the area of 
state aid, most particularly with 
those grant programs that could 
directly benefit Winchester’s public 
schools; 

Work with town officials to iden¬ 
tify areas where the town could 


benefit most from increased state 
aid; and 

Lobby vigorously at the state level 
to ensure that Winchester gets its 
fair share of available state funds. 

A similar challenge is presented 
on the expenditure side of the educa¬ 
tion budget. Here, the state’s impact 
is felt most directly in the exploding 
cost of educating our special needs 
students. 

There is no question but that these 
children deserve the best care and 
education we can offer. However, 
when Chapter 766 was enacted, the 
original intent of that law was to vest 
primary responsiblity for the fund¬ 
ing of special needs education in the 
state government. 

In recent years, however, the state 


has transferred a significant portion 
of the costs of implementing Chapter 
766 to the individual cities and 
towns. The impact of these rising 
costs on Winchester was brought 
home in 1988: in February, we were 
required to hold a special Town 
Meeting to allocate $104,000 from 
“free cash’’ to meet the unantici¬ 
pated costs associated with special 
needs children. 

For 1989, the state has announced 
that the rate charged to Winchester 
for special needs tuition will 
increase by 13 percent, further 
depleting resources that would 
otherwise be available for direct 
pupil services. 

It is only through legislation 
enacted at the state level that these 


exploding costs can be brought 
under control. Specifically, it will be 
the job of the next state representa¬ 
tive to ensure that the state assumes 
a greater share of the cost of special 
needs education, thereby restoring 
the balance that was initially 
intended when the legislature 
adopted Chapter 766. 

Winchester must continue to 
invest in its public schools. Howev¬ 
er, to receive the maximum return 
on our tax dollar, we must also 
demand a similar commitment to 
excellence in education from our 
state government.

A kind of grace: turning to the church for a way

■ Dan Wakefield is an ordinary 
man. If you sit with him for an hour, 
as I did recently, you mark in him no 
special magnetism; but if you read 
his latest book or hear him discuss 
its subject, you sense in him a palp¬ 
able force. 

He spent 25 years, he says, run¬ 
ning from the awareness of God in 
his life. In his new book, Returning, 
he describes that flight, and the long 
• slow' loop that brought him home 

■ again; describes his midwestern 
!• roots, his coming of age in the 1950s 

and the secularism of that time 
when, as he put it to in6 “a general 
; sense grew up that the way people 
- Worshipped God — by going to reli¬ 
gious services — had become old- 


fashioned.” 

A true child of that secular age. 
Dan Wakefield became its new man. 
The years passed and brought him 
success as a writer: Starting Over 
made into a film with Burt Reynolds 
is his, as well as a TV show called 
James at 15. Yet his existence felt to 
him increasingly meaningless. 
There were drugs. There were sui¬ 
cide attempts. And there was booze. 
He told me about this last. “I used it 
like medicine, like a fuel, almost, to 
keep going and to blot out pain.’’ 

The crisis occurred one day on I he 
West Coast when he was still 
involved in Hollywood. He woke 
screaming one morning and couldn’t 
stop. A racing heartbeat brought 


him to the hospital. Somewhere in 
the depths of his despair the words to 
the 23rd Psalm entered his mind. 

Gradually, from that point, he 
turned his life around. Quit drinking. 
Quit drugs. Left the coast. And one 
day, frail and shaken, found himself 
in a church. In the sermon that day, 
the minister quoted from a novel by 
Evelyn Waugh in which Helen, the 
mother of Constantine, blesses the 
Three Magi “and all latecomers," 
as well as the learned. “ ‘Let them 
not be forgotten,’ he read ‘when the 
simple come into their kingdom.’ ” 

Dan Wakefield had not been 
among the simple to whom the King¬ 
dom is coming. Slowly, he began 
seeking this simplicity. He 


described (he change to me this 
way: 

“It’s very gradual,” he said. He 
stresses the fact that in both Greek 
and Hebrew, “conversion” means 
“turning.” “That’s what it felt like,” 
he writes in Returning: as if I’d been 
walking in one direction and then in 
response to some inner pull, I turned 
— not even all the way around, but 
only at what seemed a slightly diffe¬ 
rent angle." 

He turned toward the life of that 
church community; toward worship 
services and prayer groups and 
Bible study. The Bible has been 
especially important to him. He 
cited Psalm 139 to me: “ ‘Whither 
shall I go from Thy spirit, or whither 
shall I hide from Thy presence’ ” — 


you see? To me that says God is with 
you, even in your darkness.” He 
spoke too of a passage in the New 
Testament: “Mark V. When Jesus 
drives the demons out of that tor¬ 
mented man. That has real meaning 
for me, especially when later, it says 
they came upon him again ‘and he 
was clothed, and in his right 
mind.’ ” His voice caught. “This 
happened to me,” he said, referring 
to his liberation from drink. “I call it 
a kind of grace.” Grace, which the 
dictionary defines as the spirit of 
God operating in humans to regen¬ 
erate or strengthen them. 

And now he has written this book. 

I le tours the country talking about it. 
His audiences are disarmed, as I 
was disarmed, both by his candor 


and the sincerity of his quest. 

I too have felt the hands of God on 
my shoulders, and yet do not speak 
of it much. I have started down 
certain paths, imagining them to be 
the proper paths for me. And then I 
have felt the hands: “No,” they 
seem to say, moving me to other 
paths, sometimes strange or fright¬ 
ening ones. “I want you over here 
now.” 

Those hands, if they are hands, 
are what Dan Wakefield is steering 
by now. How many of you sense too 
their guidance in your lives? I’d like 
to know. Write me, if you’re moved 
to, care of this publication. We will 
speak of God together, and speak¬ 
ing, bring God closer.

Glass can also be 
recycled for profit

Winchester has had recycling for 
many years, but the Department of 
Public Works plans to make it the 
primary way in which trash is dispos¬ 
ed of by the town. In doing so, it hopes 
to save the town costs associated with 
disposal at the North Andover facili¬ 
ty through a townwide citizen par¬ 
ticipation effort. 

Only a few items are now recycl¬ 
ed, in part because markets for others 
need to be developed, and they do 
exist. 

Glass has long been a recyclable 
material. It can easily be melted and 
recast into new glass articles for sale 
to the public. A job-producing in¬ 
dustry to do that has already been 
created. 

Three shades of glass can be so us¬ 
ed — clear, green and amber 
(brown). Glasses of other colors, pink 
and blue for example, as well as 
porcelain cannot be recycled. 

To prepare glass for deposit at the 
facility it should first be separated by 
color, with each color given a 
separate container, such as a brown 
paper grocery bag. As long as the col¬ 
ors are green, brown or clear, any 
glass can be used, even if in shards. 


Drinking glasses and glass plates and 
vases are acceptable. 

Glass bottles and jars should be 
given a brief rinsing to remove such 
materials as mustard or ketchup, as 
well as sticky substances such as 
honey, which stick in the container. 
To save water they can be washed 
with your dishes together as a group. 
Caps and corks should not be left on 
bottles and jars. 

Last year the town saved more 
than $3,000 in recycling glass, and 
that sum could be tripled this year if 
every person recycling paper added 
glass as well. 

Returnable deposit containers 
should not be recycled. They can be 
returned for refund or used to serve 
a community purpose. A deposit area 
for returnables is available 
periodically in the Sons of Italy park¬ 
ing lot at the entrance to the Recyl- 
ing and Disposable Facility. It is 
operated by Winchester’s A Better 
Chance (A.B.C.) which enables high 
school students from poverty areas to 
attend Winchester High, benefitting 
Winchester’s students as well as their 
guests. 

A.B.C. announces collection times 
in the newspapers and with circulars 
well in advance.

Dietitian gives 
diabetic counselling 
at Jenks Center 

Patty O’Connell, a registered diet¬ 
itian at the Winchester Hospital, 
counseled a group of seniors who 
have varying degrees of diabetes 
mellitus. Some are insulin depen¬ 
dent, and some are non-insulin 
dependent. 

There are three specific parts to 
the management of diabetes: 1) 
food; 2) exercise; and 3) medica¬ 
tion, if needed. 

Food raises blood-glucose and 
blood-fat levels. Exercise and medi¬ 
cations (insulin or oral hypo¬ 
glycemic agents) lower blood- 
glucose and blood-fat levels. A ba¬ 
lance of these three factors is 
essential to keep the disease under 
control. 

From 50 to 60 percent of calories 
consumed daily should come from 
the carbohydrate foods. Fat should 
not exceed 30 percent of the caloric 
intake and proteins need not be 
more than 20 percent. It is a vital

importance to lose weight, which in 
turn lowers blood sugar. Eat less 
food and increase exercise, but 
maintain a balanced diet. 

The use of salt must be given 
careful attention because it leads to 1 
hypertension and heart problems, 
especially in diabetics. Foods are 
listed as starch/bread, meat, veget- * 
ables, fruit, milk, and fat. All fats 
are high in calories and should be 
carefully measured. Everyone 
should modify fat intake by eating 
unsaturated fats instead of satur¬ 
ated fats. Sodium content varies ’ 
widely which makes it necessary to 
check labels for sodium' 
information. 

To make food taste better, substi¬ 
tute the following for salt; fresh * 
basil, celery seeds, cinnamon, chili 
powder, chives, curry, dill, garlic,, 
garlic powder, oregano, herbs, le- - 
mon, lime, onion powder, paprika, 
pepper, spices, cooking wine, and 
Worcestershire sauce. 

It is important to eat the right 
serving sizes of food. Measure all 
food for a week or so and then it will 
be easier to estimate the amount to 
consume.

Saltmarsh cited

Thomas said the Institute is “com¬ 
mitted to the promotion of constitu¬ 
tional government, free enterprise 
and fiscal responsibility.” 

Saltmarsh said he welcomed the 
Institute’s highest ranking “because 
their rollcalls focus on issues vital to 
creating and maintaining a produc- 
tive economic climate in 
Massachusetts. 

“There is a delicate balance 
between a healthy private sector 
and a government which can afford 
the necessary are for those in 
balance. Because when that balance 
is maintained, everyone benefits,” 
he said. 

Saltmarsh was cited for his votes 
against the legislative pay raise; 
Proposition 2-1/2 override lower- 
vote-requirement; the rushed enact¬ 
ment of health care legislation; and 
increased auto inspection fees. 

He was also singled out for his. 


votes in favor of freezing “03” con¬ 
sultant contracts; providing Satur¬ 
day hours for Registry offices; 
increasing tax deductions for the 
elderly; and for voting to place the 
legislative pay raise on the ballot.

On March 22. Robert B. Nicker¬ 
son. president and chief executive 
officer of the Winchester Savings 
Bank, informed the bank’s board of 
investment that he wished to take 
early retirement and form a mort¬ 
gage banking company to be known 
ns Nickerson Financial Corporation. 
The board took his request under 
advisement and. at the bank’s annu¬ 
al meeting on April 27. re-elected 
Nickerson president and chief 
executive officer of the bank to serve 
in that capacity until his successor is 


named. He will continue as a corpo¬ 
rate and a member of the board of 
trustees of the Winchester Savings 
Bank following his retirement. 

During the course of Nickerson’s 
11-year tenure with the bank, it more 
than doubled in size, growing from 
$88,833,100 to $197,499,797 in assets 
and expanding its services, yet keep¬ 
ing its community focus. He was 
instrumental in moving the bank’s 
main office to the building at 661 
Main St., from which the bank 
serves Winchester and the surround¬ 
ing towns. 

Nickerson established the 
Winchester Group, Inc., a real 
estate development subsidiary of 
Winchester Savings Bank which con¬ 
centrates on residential and com¬ 
mercial properties. In addition, he 


initiated the formation of a group of 
banks that created Bank Group Ser¬ 
vices, Inc., a check clearing/ 
processing company. 

The Winchester community has 
benefited from Nickerson’s involve¬ 
ment. He is a charter member of the 
Chamber of Commerce, served as 
president for three years, and has 
been on its board of directors since 
its formation in 1979. He has also 
served on the chamber’s Economic 
Development Committee, which 
planned and implemented the revi¬ 
talization of downtown Winchester. 
In 1982, he received the chamber’s 
Annual Achievement Award. He is a 
member of the Rotary Club of 
Winchester and a corporate of the 
Winchester Hospital. 

Nickerson’s banking career spans 


across 30 years. Prior to joining 
Winchester Savings Bank, he was 
president and chief executive office 
at the Newton Cooperative Bank, 
and president and chief administra¬ 
tive officer at Merchants Coopera¬ 
tive Bank (now MerchantsBank of 
Boston). 

He was active in the cooperative 
bank industry in many capacities. 
He was vice president and president 
of its association, the Massachusetts 
Cooperative Bank League (now the 
Massachusetts League of Communi¬ 
ty Banks). He has also served on the 
board of directors of the Mutual 
Savings Central Fund, Inc. and was 
a director of the Federal Home Loan 
Bank of Boston. Additionally, Nick¬ 
erson has served on committees for 
the Massachusetts Bankers Associa¬ 



tion and for the National Council ol 
Savings Institutions.

“Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local representatives’ 
votes on 11 roll calls from the week of 
May 23-27. All roll calls are on the 
fiscal 1989 budget. The bill number is 
H 5600. 

Approval — House 122-31, gave in¬ 
itial approval to a close to $12 billion 
fiscal 1989 budget. Supporters said the 
budget is a fiscally and socially re¬ 
sponsible one and noted the House 
made necessary cuts in the package. 
Opponents said the budget is still 
loaded with waste and patronage and 
claimed it is way out of balance and 
will require tax hikes. 

A Yea vote is for the budget. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted yes. 

Increase/Decrease — House 
127-29, rejected an amendment re¬ 
quiring that any proposed amend¬ 
ment to the budget which increases 
an item must also include an equal 
•decrease in another item. Amend¬ 
ment supporters said this will insure 
the budget does not increase. Oppo¬ 
nents said the amendment is too 
restrictive. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment.

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Substitute Version — House 124-32, 
! rejected a Republican sponsored new 
version of a state budget totalling 
some $11.6 billion. Supporters said the 
package is $413 million less than the 
' Governor’s and is a truly balanced 
budget which funds important pro¬ 
grams, cuts out waste and does not in- 
! crease taxes. Some opponents said 
; members have not had sufficient time 
! to read this new version. Others said 
; the proposal cuts funding for many 
! important programs.

; of the budget. A Nay vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Legislative Salaries — House 

■ 127-21, rejected an amendment reduc- 
! ing funding for senators’ salaries by 

$468,000 and 114-32, rejected a $1.1 
! million reduction in representatives’ 

; salaries. Amendment supporters said 
this will eliminate the outrageous hike 
, approved by legislators last year. Op¬ 
ponents offered no arguments.

The second is on 
House salaries. 

Saltmarsh voted no on the first roll 
call and yes on the second. 

Bulger’s Office — House 88-57, re¬ 
jected an amendment striking 
$150,000 funding for the Senate Art 
Committee. Amendment supporters 
said this will cut funding for the ex¬ 
travagant renovations to the Senate 
President’s office while the state is 
experiencing a severe shortfall of 
revenues. Opponents offered no 
arguments.

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Commissions — House 122-31, re¬ 
acted an amendment eliminating 
funding for 18 special commissions in¬ 
cluding $50,000 for a study of indoor 
air pollution and $30,000 for a study of 
tourism promotion. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this will save $1.3 million 
and noted many of the commissions 
have money left over from last year 
and will not suffer from the funding 
cut. Opponents said the budget al¬ 
ready substantially cuts funding for 
many commissions and claimed fur¬ 
ther cuts will jeopardize important 
studies.

Cigarettes (II5336) — Senate 20-17, 
referred to the Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee a bill banning the sale of 
cigarettes in certain health care 
facilities. Bill supporters said selling 
cigarettes in hospitals sends the 
wrong message when the dangers of 
cigarettes are documented. Oppon¬ 
ents said people visiting sick friends 
and relatives are in difficult cir¬ 
cumstances and should not be denied 
the right to buy cigarettes. Supporters 
of the bill spoke against sending it to 
Ways and Means and preferred to act 
on the bill immediately.

itiative petition banning prison 
furloughs for first degree murderers. 

Supporters said these killers who 
are convicted of heinous crimes 
should not be furloughed and argued 
the public must be protected. Op¬ 
ponents said the furlough program is 
a necessary part of a modern correc¬ 
tional system and argued certain im¬ 
provements could be made to the 
program in order to tighten it. 

A Yea vote is for the initiative peti¬ 
tion. A Nay vote is against it. 

Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted yes. 

Senator Richard Kraus voted no. 

AIDS and Marriage (S 432) — 
Senate 17-15, tabled a bill requiring 
that couples be offered, but not re¬ 
quired, to take an AIDS test prior to 
marriage. The bill does require that 
those who test positive be warned of 
the dangers associated with AIDS. 

Bill supporters said this is just a 
voluntary step to help stop the spread 
of AIDS. Opponents, noting the tests 
are often inaccurate, said this is the 
first step towards mandatory AIDS 
testing. 

A Yea vote is for tabling the bill. 
A Nay vote is for the bill. 

Kraus voted yes. 

License (S 1024) — Senate 19-18, 
rejected a bill providing that drivers 


whose licenses are revoked for 120 
days for refusing to take a breatha¬ 
lyzer test have their licenses rein¬ 
stated if they are found innocent or if 
the case is dismissed prior to 120 
days. 

Supporters said it is unfair that a 
person found innocent still cannot get 
his or her license back for 120 days. 
Opponents offered no arguments. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Kraus voted no. 

Line Item Veto (II 1854) — House 
97-51, rejected resolutions urging Con¬ 
gress to support line item veto power 
for the President. Supporters said this 
would allow the President to veto in¬ 
dividual items in the federal budget 
and would get rid of many “pork bar¬ 
rel” and other unnecessary items. Op¬ 
ponents said this would give too much 
power to the President at the expense 
of Congress. 

A Yea vote is for the resolutions. 
A Nay vote is against the resolutions. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Balanced Budget (II 1855) - House 
82-61, rejected resolutions calling 
upon Congress to convene a constitu¬ 
tional convention to propose a con¬ 
stitutional amendment requiring a 
balanced federal budget. 

Supporters said this amendment 


would make the federal government 
fiscally responsible and would final¬ 
ly help reduce the federal deficit. Op¬ 
ponents said the amendment is too 
restrictive and noted the President 
and Congress have the option to 
balance the budget. They noted a con¬ 
vention would also open up the con¬ 
stitution to many other proposed 
amendments. 

A Yea vote is for the resolutions. 
A Nay vote is against them. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

MnssPIKG (II 1295) — House 
72-70, approved a measure changing 
the system under which the Massa¬ 
chusetts Public Interest Research 
Group (Mass PIRG) and other lobby 
ing groups are funded by college 
students at state colleges. Currently, 
state students are charged on their 
tuition bills for funds which go to 
MassPIRG and can waive the fee on¬ 
ly if they indicate a desire to do so on 
the bill. The measure would change 
the system so that students would not 
be automatically charged the fee but 
would have the option of adding it to 
their bills. 

Supporters said the current sys¬ 
tem is unfairly stacked in favor of 
MassPIRG and puts the burden on the 
student to waive the fee. Opponents 
said the current system has worked 


well for many years and noted 
students still have options. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Volume 14 - Report No. 17 
Massachusetts House and Senate 
April 22, 1983 

The House and Senate. The House 
and Senate met only in informal ses¬ 
sion last week so that legislators could 
have time off during the April school 
vacation week. This week, “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call" records local represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on 7 and local senators’ 
votes on 4 previously unrecorded roll 
call from the 1988 session. 

Final Health Care (II 5210) — 
House 81-72, Senate 19-15 gave final 
approval to and Governor Dukakis 
signed the universal health care bill. 
The measure includes a plan for fi¬ 
nancing and cost control of financially 
strapped hospitals and requires busi¬ 
nesses with at least six employees to 
offer health care plans to employees 
by 1992 or pay into a state fund to pro¬ 
vide the coverage. 

Supporters said the bill will make 
Massachusetts the first state in the 
nation to provide universal health 


care and noted this will help 600,000 
uninsured people. Opponents said the 
bill is poorly drafted and will finan¬ 
cially cripple hundreds of businesses 
throughout the state. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Representative Sherman 
Saltmarsh voted no. 

Senator Richard Kraus voted yes. 

Living Will (S 405) — Senate 17-9, 
rejected a bill allowing competent 
persons to sign “living wills” direc¬ 
ting the withdrawal or withholding of 
medical procedures or treatment 
even if continuance of the procedure 
or treatment could prevent or post¬ 
pone the person’s death. The measure 
also allows a person to designate an 
authorized individual to enforce the 
provisions of the declaration. 

Supporters said this is simply an 
issue of patients’ rights and allows a 
person to decide to die with dignity 
rather than be kept alive by artificial 
means. Opponents said the bill is anti¬ 
life and noted new medical proce¬ 
dures arc always being developed. 
They argued the bill is the first step 
towards legalizing mercy killings. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Kraus voted no.

The nightmare of death threats, 
broken possessions and battering 
is nearly over for "Karen," a can¬ 
did. articulate staff member of the 
Waltham Battered Women Sup¬ 
port Committee. 

Currently Karen advises women 
on the Support Committee's hot¬ 
line at 899-8676. leads a support 
group, and provides a role model 
for other battered women. She 
listens to women who are wading 
though the murky, unfamiliar 
waters of welfare. Section 8 Hous¬ 
ing. and counseling as they recov¬ 
er from abusive relationships. 

The Waltham Battered Women 
Support Committee, where Karen 
works, operates a hotline for bat¬ 
tered women, support groups, an 
outreach office on Moody Street, 
and a nine-bed shelter for women 
and children who have no other 
safe place to go. 

Karen lived what might be 
called a "normal" life until a few 
years ago. She has throe sons from 
her first marriage, a non-battering 
relationship, that ended in divorce 
after 12 years. 

When she was introduced to her 
second husband by her neighbors, 
she thought he was perfect. But 
that impression changed soon 
after marriage. 

He began yelling, then throwing 
things and verbally abusing Karen 
and her sons. 

"It got to the point," she said, 
"where he was threatening us all 
the time. I was confused because I 
loved him, but he'd say things 
like,"if you ever leave I’ll kill 
myself or I'll kill you or your 
family.’" 

" I spent as much time as I could 


keeping things calm, so he didn’t 
get mad," she said. "I was con¬ 
stantly keeping the kids quiet, 
making sure that everything ran 
smoothly. But after a couple of 
months, nothing I would do could 
stop him from being really 
violent." 

Finally one night, Larry, who 
was drunk, held a knife to Karen’s 
son's neck and threatened to cut 
his throat. When Larry passed out, 
she grabbed her sons and escaped 
for the night to a friend’s house. 
She spent a few days away from 
home. 

"I had no clothes for myself and 
the kids," Karen said. "I went to 
the police for help and there was 
nothing they could do." 

"I went to get a restraining order 
to get him out of my house," she 
said, “because it was my house. He 
refused to leave and he threatened 
to kill me and the kids if I came 
back.” 

"I went to the police station in 
the middle of the night because I 
didn't want anyone seeing me; I 
didn’t want him knowing I was 
there. 

“The police chief, who knew my 
husband, said 'Karen, he hasn’t 
done anything yet, so there’s 
nothing we can do." 

Once Karen got the restraining 
order, Larry stayed with friends a 
mile away from her home. He 
often came to the house, spied on 
her, and sent notes threatening to 
kill her. 

Karen and her kids temporarily 
moved to her mother’s home in 
Massachusetts. Meanwhile, Larry 
went to a mental hospital, under¬ 
going three weeks of counseling 
before he was released.

Shelters offer women 
chance for new life 




"At this point," Karen admitted, 
“I didn't care if this man died in the 
hospital-1 wanted nothing to do 
with him. I felt safe that he wasn't 
following me around. 

"Then his hospital counselor 
called. She knew I was upset. She 
wanted to explain what had hap¬ 
pened to him, so that I could 
understand why he acted that way 
and feel better about myself. I 


went in, talked to her, and then she 
asked me to come back to meet 
with him and her. I went to three or 
four meetings. She told me he was 
completely cured, and I believed 
her because she was a 
professional." 

Within a few months Karen and 
Larry were reunited. Karen 
thought Larry had changed. He 
had stopped drinking, and he 


swore he would do anything he 
could to make up for the harm he 
had done. 

Afer a happy few months, the 
couple sold Karen’s house and 
moved to Florida to make a fresh 
start. Within six weeks, however, 
Larry began drinking again and 
menacing the family with wild sto¬ 
ries and accusations. 

"On the last day we were there,"

The Department of Justice 
reports that 95 percent of partner- 
assaults are committed by men. 

Only in the last 20 years has 
society acted to protect women 
from wife-beating and other forms 
of battering which can make a 
woman a hostage in her own 
home. 

Most states now have laws such 
as the Massachusetts’ Abuse Pre¬ 
vention Act, which gives abuse 
victims the right to ask the court 
for several emergency protective 
orders, including: 

- temporary restraining orders 

- temporary vacate orders 

• temporary custody orders 

- temporary support orders 

• monetary compensation 
orders 

Anyone in Massachusetts who 
has been physicaly hurt or 
threatened can seek help from any 
police station or hospital. Both 
institutions can help the victim 
reach a safe house or shelter while 
they decide what steps to take 
next.

In 1985, the Massachusetts Gov¬ 
ernor’s Commission on Domestic 
Violence reported that a woman is 
killed every 22 days by a husband 
or boyfriend. 

In addition, in 1987, over 
54,000 women statewide called 
hotlines for battered women. 

The 29 battered women’s 
groups who are part of the Mass. 
Coalition of Battered Women Ser¬ 
vice Groups collectively helped 
shelter 2,370 women and 3,126 
children in 1987. However, 3,270 
had to be refused temporary hous¬ 
ing due to lack of space. 

The hotline phone number of 
the Massachusetts Coalition for 
Battered Women is 661-7203. 

The Waltham Battered Women 
Support Committee, a member of 
the Mass. Coalition, offers a hot¬ 
line, support groups, legal sup¬ 
port, lecture services, and a child¬ 
ren’s services program. The center 
has an outreach office on Moody 
Street as well as a shelter in a 
confidential location. 

Last year, the organization, with 
a staff of eight and a volunteer 


have 

group of about 200, handled over 
1000 crisis calls. 

The four-bedroom, house which 
became a shelter in 1982, tempor¬ 
arily housed 60 women and 100 
children in 1987. 

"We are full over 80 percent of 
the time," said Chris Fenno, direc¬ 
tor of the Waltham program. 
"Most shelters are that full, but 
we’ve had to turn away 70 percent 
of the callers seeking shelter." 

The center works with seven 
"safe houses,” well-hidden places 
where women and children can 
stay for a few days. 

Women who stay at the shelter, 
however, usually stay between six 
to eight weeks 

"We prefer to have women who 
are leaving (their abusive part¬ 
ners)," Fenner said. "Since it’s 
traumatic to make that decision to 
leave, we prefer to have them 
come into the shelter because we 
can do more intensive work." 

At the shelter, women receive 
self-help, counseling and peer sup¬ 
port as well as advice on legal 
procedures, housing, and financial 
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Karen recalled, he took my 7-year- 
old, who was crying outside, and 
slammed his head into the bumper 
of a truck." 

Then Larry wildly accused her 
frightened ten-year-old of dealing 
drugs and threatened to kill him. 

Karen and a neighbor managed 
to calm Larry down after an hour- 
long tirade. While Karen was mak¬ 
ing dinner, she decided to flee with 
her kids once Larry was asleep. 

"Everything was calm at home 
for about an hour and then my 
husband got up and just started 
smashing the TV, and smashing 
everything he could find in the 
house," Karen said. "He said he 
wanted to die and he was going to 
kill us. He ran into the bedroom 
and started smashing everything. I 
just grabbed the kids and ran." 

That was the last time Karen saw 
Larry. She called the police from a 
neighbor's house and got the 
address of a shelter, where she and 
her sons stayed for two weeks. 

"I lost my home -the mobile 
home that I paid cash for," she 
said. “He destroyed that. I lost my 
furniture, the kids lost all their 
toys, all my clothing. Everything I 
had was gone in five minutes. And 
that was hard because, besides the 
relationship-they say material 
things don’t matter but they do 


r i g h 

problems. 

School-age children are 
required to go to nearby schools. 
A children's director works with 
the local schools and helps the 
children adjust to the new tempor¬ 
ary home. 

"The children coming into the 
shelter are often scared," she said. 
"Often they're very angry with 
their mothers because they 
brought them to this new place. 
The shelter’s a big house they’re 
scared of, so we really work with 
them around their issues." 

“Most women bring children," 
Fenno explained. "Often the 
experience for battered women is 
that, because the violence may 
extend to their children, they final¬ 
ly have the energy to leave. Up 
until that time-until there are 
children or until the children are 
old enough to understand what’s 
going on- the woman often takes 
it. So a lot of the women we see in 
the shelter leave because of the 
children.” 

Although there is room for one 
woman without children, a lone 


after awhile-it was really rough for 
the kids and myself. 

She and the children moved 
back to her mother’s in Massa¬ 
chusetts until Larry began calling 
and threatening her mother. Then 
she got the phone number for the 
Waltham shelter. 

"Going to the shelter was the 
best thing I could ever do," she 
stated, "but at the time I couldn’t 
think, they knew we were safer 
than where we were, but I had the 
most problems with my 10-year- 
old son, emotionally" 

Karen stayed in the Waltham 
shelter for eight weeks, while she 
applied for welfare and looked for 
housing. 

"It’s been a year since I left the 
shelter," Karen said, "and my life 
is totally turned around. I feel 
really fortunate. 

"A lot of women aren't that 
lucky," she noted. “A lot will be 
going back (to their husbands) 
because emotionally it is so 
confusing 

"For the first two or three 
months it’s very easy, if you’re in 
contact with your batterer at all, 
for him to talk you into believing 
that he’s cured, that he won’t do it 
again, and to go back. Deep inside 
that’s what you want. You want to 
be happily married, you had

woman can usually find other 
kinds of emergency housing; she 
can stay with friends, whereas a 
woman with children may not be 
able to impose on friends and is 
not as mobile, Fenno said. 

Many of the women, both staff 
and volunteers, are battered 
women who have gone through 
the Waltham program. "We try to 
hire women who’ve come back 
through our program because we 
realize that battered women are 
the best people to talk to other 
battered women," said Fenno. "If a 
woman wants to speak with a 
battered woman, we have a buddy 
list of battered women who are 
willing to speak to her."

dreams with this man. The first 
two or three months are really 
crucial if you’re emotionally 
involved with this man, you block 
out all of the bad stuff that 
happened.” 

"Very few battered women leave 
once and stay away," she 
observed, "but once (the batterers) 
go after the kids -that's the turning 
point for women-that's when 
they’ll not go back." 

Karen urges battered women 
not to believe the "myths” which 
prevent them from leaving abusive 
relationships. 

The first is the battered woman 
"deserves it:” "No matter what a 
woman does, no man has a right to 
hit her,” Karen said. Some women 
don’t know they have that right. 

The second is that battering 
only occurs among the poor. Bat¬ 
terers and battered women come 
from professions and all walks of 
life. 

"I didn’t think I was a battered 
woman even though my life was 
threatened," Karen said."You 
don’t have to be beaten up to be a 
battered woman." 

The third is that alcohol or 
drug-abuse caused woman¬ 
battering. “Women think drinking 
or drugs causes battering ("If only 
he didn’t drink, he wouldn’t hurt 
me"), but that’s just an excuse. I 
would say the man has two prob¬ 
lems: he drinks and he is a 
batterer." 

The fourth myth is the batterer 
will change. For women who stay, 
Karen said, the physical abuse 
often gets worse. 

Another myth that Karen rejects 
is "you should fight back." 

“Fighting back was the worst 
thing I could have done," she said. 
"I knew if I physically hit (my 
husband), I would have to kill him 
or I would have to run fast enough 
to where he would never find me. 
Most women cannot fight back 
because of the chain of events that 
follow afterwards: the next day he 
will be ten times worse. 

"Those men are just emotional¬ 
ly and physically out of control. 
The most a woman can do when 
she sees that happening is to get 
out of the situation into a safe 
places.

Not much help 
available for men 



Despite massive public interest in 
fighting child-abuse, woman bat¬ 
tering and other forms of family 
violence, few resources exist to 
help men learn to change aggres¬ 
sive behavior patterns. 

“In fact," said David Adams, 
director of Emerge, “the number 
of programs for men has actually 
diminished in the last couple of 
years. There had been about four 
or five programs in the state," he 
noted, “but I think there are only 
two at this point." 

Emerge, founded in 1977, was 
one of the first programs in the 
United States created to work with 
men who batter their partners. The 
program's counseling approach 
has been the basis of many new 
programs for batterers nationally 
and internationally. 

On an annual budget of 
$70,000, Emerge provides 
counseling for 50 to 60 men 
week. It also offers peer 
ing, a Speaker’s Bureau, and parti¬ 
cipates in a high school preventa¬ 
tive educational program on 
"Dating Violence Intervention." 

Emerge operates in both Cam¬ 
bridge and Quincy. 

Adams estimates that 50% of 
the men who come in for counsel¬ 
ing drop out very quickly 
"That’s because they're looking 
for a quick fix to the problem” he 
said. “They want to immediately 
feel better, they want their wives to 
immediately trust them. After they 
go to one session, they want their 
wives to come back. And when 
their wives don’t come back, then 
they drop out. 

"Or, if their wives come back, 
then they drop out, because they 
don’t have any motivation any¬ 
more. The problem is over as far 
as they’re concerned." 

Adams said that men who stay 
in the program for a year "do very 
well." 

"We hear good things from 
them and their wives, that they’ve 
been able to maintain changes and 
such. The majority of those men 
are able to stop their violence and 
eliminate their other kinds of con¬ 
trolling behaviors."

To get an idea of the way the 
new film. White Mischief, looks at 
the world, imagine what Lifestyles 
of the Rich and Famous would be 
if a muckraker like Geraldo Rivera 
were the host. 

The movie is dedicated solely to 
exposing what insufferable jerks 
the rich and famous are. Set in 
Kenya in 1940, White Mischief is 
the story of a group of exceedingly 
wealthy white Britishers who have 
moved to Africa to escape the 
coming world war. And to indulge 
themselves in all that their bank 
accounts will allow. 

These people are the dark side 
of everything Robin Leach talks 
about. They are selfish. Arrogant. 
Racist. Perverse. Their idea of fun 
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White Mischief full 


is wife-swapping. Their idea of 
work is hiring more servants. 
White Mischief spares nothing in 
its effort to show what scum the 
rich and famous truly are. And 
how ultimately miserable they are, 
when one of the characters wakes 
up to a beautiful African sunrise 
and sighs, "Oh God, not another 
f— beautiful day!" 

You get the idea. White Mischief 
is not a pretty film. Its sense of 
humor is darker than the theater 
you’re watching it in. However, 
there is something wonderfully 
sinister about the film’s unique 
point of view that makes White 
Mischief a twisted bit of fun. Ima¬ 
gine it as the evil twin of Out of 
Africa. 

The story centers around the 
true story of Sir Jock Delves 
Broughton (Joss Ackland), an old 
British aristocrat who marries a 
very sensual young woman named 
Diana (Greta Scacchi) and moves 
with her to Kenya. They settle 
comfortably into Happy Valley, 
located near Nairobi, along with 
several refugees from Britian's 
upper crust. Here, they are free to 
indulge their whims and not pay 
attention to that nasty little war 
that's tearing up their homeland. 
Life is nothing but non stop house 
parties, polo matches, horse races 
and formal balls. 


Within days of her arrival in 
Kenya, Diana finds herself being 
pursued by the most dashing of 
the Happy Valley crowd, the Earl 
of Erroll (Charles Dance). Not one 
known for her fidelity, Diana 
quickly slides into the sack with 
the handsome weasel. The whole 
valley is talking about the affair. In 
admiring terms. Even Sir Jock 
seems to know what is going on, 
but he prefers to keep his upper lip 
permanently stiff (in the best Brit 
tradition) and ignore his wife's 
infidelity. 

In the world of White Mischief, 
people eat up gossip faster than 
theygobble caviar.And it isn't long 
before their main course is the 
affair, especially among Erroll’s 
other mistresses, such as the 
insane Alice de Janze (Sarah 
Miles); the former Mayor of Nair¬ 
obi, Gwladys Delamere (Susan 
Fleetwood); and the mysterious 
June Carberry (Catherine Neilson). 
Eventually, the gossip gets to be 
too much. Sir Jock takes action. 
He confronts Erroll and Diana. 
And then he agrees to let them run 
off together. 

His is typical of these despicable 
characters. Here we have some of 
the world’s richest people, folks 
who could buy anything they want. 
But when it comes to actually 
doing something other than sip 
cocktails, they turn into helpless 


of nasty 

wimps. They are incapable of nor¬ 
mal human thought or emotion, 
and that’s why White Mischief is so 
charmingly subversive. It’s fun to 
watch those who supposedly have 
it all carry on like little children. 

Even when they try to take 
action, though, it seems pitiful. 
After Erroll and Diana tell Sir Jock 
of their intention to run off, he 
throws them a celebratory dinner. 
Later on that night, Erroll is shot 
and killed on a deserted Kenyan 
road. There's not much of a mys¬ 
tery to this, though you never 
actually see who the murderer is. 
Sir Jock is arrested for murder and 
brought to trial, but as he well 
knows, there is no way a wealthy 
white Brit is going to be found 
guilty in a British-controlled land 
such as Kenya. 

In the end, the Happy Valley 
crowd begins to fall apart, just like 
the British Empire was doing at 
the same time. Nothing seems to 
be new or shocking for them, so 
they gradually begin looking for 
other thrills. Diana seems to get 
the worst of it all. It’s at this point 
that the movie also starts collaps¬ 
ing, striving too hard to make 
grandiose statements about the 
lives these people have wasted. 

Still, there is something irresist- 
able about White Mischief. You 
watch this movie for the same 


humor 

reasorrycJu slow down to look at 
traffic accidents: Sick curiosity. 
It’s enjoyable to watch the rich and 
famoustnake fools of themselves, 
yet be totally unaware that that is 
what they’re doing. 

White Mischief is not an easy 
movie to take. The nastiness of its 
humor goes beyond what we've 
come to expect in movies, and 
makes even a Monty Python epi- 
sode^look like Mr. Rogers. At the 
same time, the comedy here is 
very subtle. Nobody makes jokes. 
They are, in the immortal words of 
Alan Funt, caught in the act of 
being themselves. They are bliss¬ 
fully unaware of how foolish they 
look, and that’s what is funny. 

White Mischief is too sarcastic 
and unusual to be a big box-office 
hit. It becomes too muddled at the 
end to make it a big critical hit. 
Still, in the same twisted way that 
it was fun to keep track of the Von 
Bulow trial or the travails of Leona 
Helmsley, there is something devi¬ 
ously enjoyable about White 
Mischief.

The 41 
sketchbooks, dating from 1900 to 
1965 enable us to see, more than 
anything, how compelling drawing 
was for Picasso. 

It is interesting, indeed, to watch 
the stages of development in the 
well-known "periods” of the 
artist’s career, with their accom¬ 
panying stylistic changes, and the 
beginnings of thoughts and 
images that informed such impor¬ 
tant paintings as the Family of 
Saltimbanques, Les Demoiselles 
d'Avignon, the Crucifixion, and 
The Rape of the Sabines. And it is 
historically significant that the 
sequence of the drawings allow a 
more complete examination of the 
lifetime of work by this most 
extraordinarily gifted modern 
master. But it is Picasso’s overt 
necessity to draw that underlies 


the life and passion, the inventive¬ 
ness in imagination, we become 
involved with, and ultimately 
enlightened by, through the pages 
of his sketchbooks. 

The exhibition title is taken 
from the words painted by Picasso 
on a 1906 sketchbook cover, "Je 
suis le cahier appartenant a Mon¬ 
sieur Picasso, peintre” (I am the 
sketchbook belonging to Mr. 
Picasso, painter). Arranged in 
chronological order, the sketch¬ 
books range from small pads that 
might be held in the palm of a 
hand, to the 30.5 X 42 cm pages 
of sketchbook no., 77 in which the 
sculpted volumes of a mother and 
child could be drawn with open, 
expansive gestures and fine cross- 
hatching. 

Gesture is a key element of the 
drawings from the beginning. The 
inherent gestural movement of 
Picasso’s hand, as well as the 
astute observations of his subject, 
sought out the telling movement, 
the point of view, and the moment 
at which description resonated 
and narrative implications peaked. 

In the earliest of the exhibited 
sketchbooks, the fluid, heavily 
contoured gestural figures antici¬ 
pate the combination of freedom 
and discipline, convention and 
anarchy, that remains a constant 
throught the artist’s work. As the 
pressure of the contours eases, 
with the circus figures of sketch¬ 
book no. 33, the emotive power of 
the line and gesture increases. 
Then, with great assurance and 
freedom, gesture is exaggerated 
and line breaks away from con¬ 


tours as the cubist-planar articula¬ 
tion of form begins to appear. 

And so it goes. Viewers can 
chart any number of progressions 
and changes in the work as a 
whole, as well as in the preliminary 
studies for singles paintings (how 
irresistible a series such as the 
seven pages from sketchbook no. 
161, after Manet's Le Dejeuner sur 
I'herbe...). As many aspects of 
form and issues of content are 
available in the drawings as might 
be contained in one exhibition. 

The organization of sketch¬ 
books into six chronological 
groups is simple and effective. 
Succinctly-stated written summa¬ 
ries of each period precede the 
work. When the sketchbooks are 
spiral-bound, the separate pages 
have been wall-mounted in sequ 
ence, and are impressive regard¬ 
less of viewer’s style or subject 
preferences. Otherwise, the books 
are displayed inside cases, opened 
to a characteristic page with repro¬ 
ductions of other pages alongside. 
The presentation is handsome and 
professional, enhancing our 
encounter with the truly breathtak¬ 
ing drawn journals of a genius.

Chez told physicians at the annual 
meeting of the American College 
of obstetricians and Gynegcolo- 
gists (ACOG). held last month in 
Boston. 

Dr. Chez, a professor and vice- 
chairman of obstetrics and gyne¬ 
cology at New Jersey's University 
of Medicine and Dentistry, said. 
Doctors can play a major role in 
rescuing victims from severe inju¬ 
ries or even death." 

"Woman-battering has reached 
epidemic proportions in the 
United States." he said. "The FBI 
reports up to six million instances 
a year, which averages out to a 
violent act every five seconds. Two 
million of these." he added, 
"involve weapons." 

Dr. Chez said battering is a 
major cause of injury in women. 
At least 20% of all women who 
come to Emergency Rooms for 
treatment of injuries do so 
because of battering. But often it 
goes unrecognized. Studies have 
shown that only one out of ten to 
one out of 25 battered women (or 
four to ten percent) will be identi¬ 
fied as such." 


"Some women will state ‘I’ve 
been beaten,”’ Dr. Chez noted, 
"but most will not." 

While 50% of battered women 
are physically assaulted three to 
five times a year, Dr. Chez said 
that constant psychological abuse 
from a partner can keep the 
victim too frightened, too isolated, 
or too ashamed to speak up. 

Such abuse includes controlling 
a woman with violent threats, pre¬ 
venting her from making or having 
money, or socially isolating her by 
intimidating her, threatening to 
harm her friends and family, or 
using some form or humiliation. 


"I’m concerned about what to do 
when a woman is obviously bat¬ 
tered; when she comes in with 
multiple wounds, particularly in 
the bathing suit’ areas - the 
breasts, abdomen and genital 
areas. There are no logical expla¬ 
nations for such injuries. There are 
no ‘accidents’ which involve stran¬ 
gulation marks or cigarette burns. 
And there’s the time factor; is the 
woman coming in for treatment 
long after the injury has occured?" 

Dr. Chez urged medical practi¬ 
tioners to look for these signs of 
abuse: evasiveness about the 
cause of injury; inconsistency 


between the given explanation and 
the wound itself; repeat visits for 
mysterious injuries; wounds in the 
torso, abdomen and genital areas; 
depression; a sudden habit of 
missing medical appointmens 
(due to embarrassment about inju¬ 
ries); and often, the presence of an 
over-solicitious, nervous boyfriend 
or husband who tries to control 
conversation, questions and 
answers during the medical visit. 

Abuse may begin or intensify 
when a woman is pregnant. Also, 
Dr. Chez said, one-third of all 
children in an abused-wife family 
are also physically assaulted. 


Doctors are legally required to 
submit medical records of gun¬ 
shot wounds or suspected child 
abuse cases to authorities, but 
they are not required to report 
instances or woman-abuse to 
police unless medical records are 
subpoenaed. 

"Respect the women’s own 
sense of danger in her environ¬ 
ment,” Dr. Chez urged. "Don’t call 
the police if she doesn’t want you 
to. Get her permission first •• she 
could be at risk. Is it safe for the 
patient to return home, physically 
and emotionally. Question the 
safety of children at home. 

"Also, don't be disappointed if 
she doesn’t leave the house right 
away." 

If the woman can admit to being 
battered, the medical practitioner, 
Dr. Chez said, should then direct 
her to those who can help with 
counseling, shelter and other 
forms of support. 

Dr. Chez advises abused women 
to call the 24-hour-hotline of the 
National Coalition Against 
Domestic Violence:

The Republican party bus is back 
on the road and William O’Leary is 
in the driver’s seat. 

Confident of O’Leary’s ability, the 
party is planning on “continuing the 
tradition of Whip,’’ said Republican 
Town Committee Chairman John 
Cannon, smoothing over the Repu¬ 
blican’s last-minute scramble to 
field a candidate for the departing 
state representative’s seat. 

At a caucus held Tuesday night at 
the Stoneham High School auditor¬ 
ium, the Republicans unanimously 
voted O’Leary as their nominee for 
the soon-to-be-vacated seat in the 
House.

Chapter 53, 
Section 50 states that “nominations 
to fill vacancies must be filed within 
72 week-day hours succeeding 5:00 
in the afternoon of the last day for 
filing withdrawals.” 

The party engine stalled Friday 
June 3 when Peg Perenick withdrew 
her candidacy. Perenick said she 
was unable to accept the nomination

straints and still keep the transfer 
station open six days per week.

Town Meeting endorses 
$4 million library plan

Library trustees finally walked 
away smiling from a session of Town 
Meeting. 

Members approved the library’s 
request for $4,056,000 for renovations 
by a 93-37 vote. However, the motion 
depends on two factors. First, the 
project must be approved by a town 
vote. Second, the library must 
receive at least 50 percent of funding 
through state aid. 

Town Meeting’s vote puts the 


question on the November ballot for 
voters and provides $196,000 to deve¬ 
lop plans and specifications for prop¬ 
osed renovations. 

According to Library Trustee 
Anne Nevins, once plans are 
devised, the library can apply for 
state funds. Funds are available to 
towns through the Library Improve¬ 
ment Act of 1987 which made $35 
million available for library renova¬ 
tion and construction, said Nevins, 
noting that funds “are not intended 
to provide assistance for repair or

Citizens’ concerns on recycling, 
graves, fees rivet elected leaders

The concerns of citizens some¬ 
times quell the selectmen into listen¬ 
ing. Three citizens and three diffe¬ 
rent subjects dominated the June 7 
meeting. 

It began with Harrison Chadwick 
reporting about the condition of his 
parents’ graves. This was followed 
by John Airey’s. suggestions about 
how to improve transfer station ser¬ 
vices. The final citizen was Marion 
Rogers with her impassioned plea 
about the proposed Leonard Beach 
fees. 

Long-time resident Chadwick said 
that he was upset by the condition of 
his parents grave at Wildwood 
Cemetary. When he visited the site 
las! fall, he said, it “looked like a 
dump.” 

He told of how he mentioned the 
condition to the caretaker and 
“nothing happened.” This past 
Memorial Day saw no improvement. 
It was not until he confronted sever¬ 
al people at the department of public 
works that the “deplorable” condi¬ 
tion improved. 

He was at the meeting to say that 
he was “not a complainer” and that 


“people should not have to go all the 
steps I did” to get action. 

Selectman Francis Sopper asked 
whether “we should re-establish the 
Winchester Cemetary Commis¬ 
sion.” And Chadwick replied that he 
thought it should happen. “No one 
considers the cemetary as first 
priority,” Chadwick added. 

The proposed fees at Leonard 
Beach came next. With a minimum 
amount of discussion, the board 
unanimously passed a fee structure 
that begins with $6 for a youth sea¬ 
son pass (3 to 18 years of age) and 
tops off with $25 for a family pass. 
Dissension, however, came several 
minutes after the board voted. 

Marion Rogers of 15 Tufts Road 
gave an impassioned speech about 
the fees. And she did it not knowing 
that the board had already voted. 
She said she had been told by a 
member of the police department 
that the meeting would begin a half 
hour later than it did. 

“$20,000 doesn’t seem like a ridi¬ 
culous amount to teach little child¬ 
ren how to swim,” she said. “It is 
not fair. An era has come and gone. 
Is this what this country is all about? 
They’re blowing money teaching 


how to play golf, and teaching swim¬ 
ming is safety,” she told a very 
attentive board. 

Rogers also told about a man who 
had recently drowned in the Charles 
River because he did not know how 
to swim: she said she thought it 
would be horrible if a Winchester 
child was in a similar position years 
from now. 

After leaving the meeting she told 
this reporter that she had “no ax to 
grind,” as her children were grown, 
and that it was the first time she had 
ever spoken at a selectmen’s 
meeting. 

John Edward Airey, though, unex¬ 
pectedly dominated the discussion of 
the proposed fee change for the use 
of the transfer station. The agenda 
item was not supposed to be a public 
hearing, but Airey, a resident and 
local trash hauler who specializes in 
recycling, once asked to speak 
opened a floodgate. 

Before Airey’s several sugges¬ 
tions were heard, several selectmen 
questioned Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer and Director of Public 
Works Dominic Serratore. Their 
questions centered around whether 
they could meet the budget con-

School repair 
projects fall 
out of favor

Tight money has choked off a $1.85 
million proposal to improve safety 
at three town playgrounds. 

The proposals to borrow $1.3 mil¬ 
lion to clean up Skillings Field, 
$300,000 for traffic improvements 
around Ambrose School and $250,000 
for work at Lincoln School failed at 
Monday’s Town Meeting. 

All three fell short of the two- 
thirds (96) votes needed to make 
them tax-cap override questions on 
the next town ballot. 

Ambrose came closest at 90-54. 
Skillings got an 88-55 majority; Lin¬ 
coln, 73-05. 

Proponents stressed safety, say¬ 
ing hazardous playgrounds put stu¬ 
dents in immediate jeopardy. Critics 
talked money, saying tax hikes 
could force fixed-income people out 
of their homes. 

Member Mary Brink, Precinct 5, 
said she is “convinced we cannot 
spend money except for where it is 
absolutely necessary. 

Increasing the tax rate will price 
some people out of Winchester, she 
said. 

Speaking in favor of the improve¬ 
ments, Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said the settling of Skillings 
Field and the emergence of glass 
from the original ash landfill present 
hazards to students. 

The project at the Ambrose School 
adjusts traffic patterns while the 
Lincoln School plan creates a safer 
playground environment, said

The Community Schools Associa¬ 
tion Art Show and Festival Concert, 
held at the high school last Thursday 
and Friday night, was a potpourri of 
paintings and pillows, songs and 
music, created and performed by 
the children of Winchester.

Speaking at the May 18 annual 
meeting of the Winchester Commit¬ 
tee for A Better Chance (ABC), 
Judith Berry Griffin, national ABC 
president, emphasized the continu¬ 
ing need for the ABC program. 

At the program’s inception 25 
years ago, the founders had hoped 
there would be only a short-term 
need for special minority education¬ 
al assistance; but today 2,500 stu¬ 
dents are submitting applications 
for the 350 spots open in the nation¬ 
wide ABC program. 

In many instances, minorities 
clearly feel that their inner city 
schools are not yet providing the 
educational opportunities required 
for today’s career demands. 

Currently 40 percent of the parti¬ 
cipants are from New York City and 
most major cities are represented; 
however, a study done at Duke Uni¬ 


versity in North Carolina also shows 
a real need to expand the program to 
reach rural school areas. 

Commenting on the successes of 
the ABC program, Griffin cited a 
Ford Foundation report on what 
ABC graduates have done following 
high school and college. 

They represent an extensive range 
of careers: law, business, medicine, 
social work, civic positions, the arts, 
and others. Specifically noted were 
the accomplishments of a Rhodes 
scholar, the state treasurer of Con¬ 
necticut, the city treasurer of Phi¬ 
ladelphia, and the new national ABC 
program manager. 

Among the 47 Winchester gradu¬ 
ates are a dentist, an architect, 
military officers, engineers, an 
actor, a surgeon and an accountant. 

Griffin remarked that National 
ABC has been working very hard to 
wean off federal funds and has suc¬ 
cessfully acquired substantial cor¬ 
porate and other private support,

Health benefits counsellors 
learn of latest legislation

Recently four of the Jenks Center 
Health Benefits Counsellors 
. attended a two day conference of 
trained elder advocates for seniors 
who need assistance and clarifica- 
' tion regarding health insurance and 
resources. In the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts there are currently 
more than 2,000 elders who are gra¬ 
duates of the two-day spring and fall 
Massachusetts Elder Advocates 
Training Program. The Depart¬ 
ment of Elder Affairs magazine 
reported Jenks Senior Center as 
being involved in keeping abreast 
f with what is going on in the legisla¬ 
tive field pertaining to health. 

For more than a decade the 
Executive Office of Elder Affairs in 
partnership with the Legislature, a 
statewide network of local and reg¬ 
ional elder services, many public 
and private agencies, and hundreds 
of dedicated elders, has developed 
one of the finest elder service sys¬ 
tems in the nation. It serves elders 
•in their homes, their communities 
-and in institutions. 

* The services available include 
homemaker, personal care, home 
'.delivered meals, chores, transporta¬ 
tion, social day care, companion¬ 
ship, protective services and respite 
care. Skilled nursing and home 
health services are available to 
elders who are not eligible for 
Medicaid. 

1 The Winchester Health Benefits 
Counsellors at Jenks Center is a 
volunteer network of nine people 
who provide information to ciders 
about Medex, Medicare, HMOs, long 
term care insurance, DRGs and 
other health insurance problems. 


What is advocacy? 

Advocacy is the act of speaking up 
for oneself and others in order to 
gain our entitlements. In 1965, the 
Older Americans Act passed by Con¬ 
gress, outlined a national policy on 
aging. It is clear that at the present 
time, the elderly still do not have the 
basic rights that were outlined. 

By the year 2000, at least 15 per¬ 
cent of the population will be 65 
years of age or older yet this country 
spends less than 5 percent of its 
gross national product on aiding the 
old. One out of four of our elderly 
people live in deprivation and many 
of the programs that we now have 
are being threatened by government 
cutbacks. 

People who become effective 
advocates are ‘‘aging experts.” The 
Jenks Center Health Benefits 
Counsellors are assisting many 
seniors with making out the insur¬ 
ance forms required for reimburse¬ 
ment from various companies. 
Helen Cotter and Richard Brownell, 
co-chairpersons of the HBC, 
attended both fall and spring work¬ 
shops for Elder Advocates along 
with Agnes Blyth and Robert Morri¬ 
son. They were updated on current 
practices of Social Security, Medi¬ 
care, Medicaid, Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield, and Health Maintenance 
Organizations and found that rates 
have been accelerated, some cover¬ 
age changes, some curtailed and 
some added. 

The big stress at present is on 
long-term care with emphasis on 
legislation in both the Congress and 
the state to provide nursing care and 
home care. The problem concerns 
how to finance this very expensive 
system of nursing. The state is

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


Going bankrupt 

Israel has a deep line of moral credit with the rest of the world, 
credit earned in an ocean of Jewish blood spilled during the Nazi 
reign terror in Europe. And even that red tide was only the final 
gusher, fed by rivulets of hatred and abuse at the hands of others 
for centuries. 

But Israel has drawn that credit almost all the way down. 

Information now leaking out of the land of milk and honey 
indicates that excesses in Israeli prisons have reached fascist 
proportions. 

What is happening to Palestinians now behind the locked doors 
and fortified walls is thankfully not the genocide of a Pol Pot or 
an Adolph Hitler, but it is the controlled terror of a pre¬ 
democracy Argentina or a South Africa. 

A recent report in the Boston Globe drew from numerous 
investigations into the conditions in Israeli prisons. All con¬ 
demned the use of torture, sexual abuse and psychological 
mistreatment of Palestinians by Israelis. 

The Jews have always thought of themselves as the people of 
light, sent to earth to morally guide the rest of humanity. Jewish 
scholars have spent whole lives, in fact whole series of lives, 
meditating on the finer points of right and wrong. 

And throughout history, the Jews have been the persecuted 
underdogs, pinned down by the populations around them. How is 
it. then, that this country, the last refuge of a sensitive, hunted 
people, has become the new Mordor of the late 20th century? 

The Israelis themselves have little patience with this kind of 
judgement. We were nearly wiped out, they say. Who stood for 
us? they ask. Why are we held to a higher standard of conduct 
than other nations? they complain. 

But reports have begun trickling out of those unmonitored 
prisons like Nablus, A1 Kara a and Ansar 2, reports of the use of 
electric shock on the face, feet and genitals and even rape. The 
Israelis justify such behavior by saying that the prisoners are 
terrorists and that the nation is besieged from all sides by 
enemies bent on its destruction. Any method is usable against 
such people, they say. 

But do they see the irony in their situation? The Nazis were 
inhuman. The Israilis are on their way to becoming inhuman. 

Gordon Allport, a psychologist who wrote “The Nature of 
Prejudice,” refers to studies of self-hatred done by Bruno 
Bettelheim in 1943: 

“Studies of Nazi concentration camps show that identification 
with one’s oppressors was a form of adjustment that came only 
when all other methods of ego defense had failed. At first 
prisoners tried to keep their self-respect intact, to feel inward 
contempt for their persecutors, to try by stealth and cunning to 
preserve their lives and their health. But after two or three years 
of extreme suffering many of them found that their efforts to 
please the guards led to a mental surrender. They imitated the 
guards, wore bits of their clothing (symbolic power), turned 
against new prisoners, became anti-Semites, and in general took 
over the dark mentality of the oppressor.” 

It is this identification of the oppressor that has come back to 
haunt the modern state of Israel. Those European Jews who 
absorbed the lessons of the Nazis passed them on to the next 
generation in a complex web of rationale held together with the 
glue of truth: the Arabs really were out to destroy the Israelis. 
And that justified everything. 

“Hitler actually won,” an Austrian friend once observed. He 
asserted that Hitler had succeeded in defining the terms of the 
discussion even as his nation crumbled under the Allies’ boot. His 
baseness became the lowest common denominator down to which 
all who wished to survive had to come. 

His posters and leaflets depicting “Jewish” characteristics, 
the shapes of noses, ears and types of eyes, sensitized a whole 
generation to the concept of a separate Jewishness that had 
almost disappeared by that time. 

Not only did the Europeans absorb this information, but the 
Jews themselves picked it up. Hitler taugh hatred and self-hatred 
and 40 years after he was entombed beneath blasted Berlin, the 
hatred lives on. 

There is no national security argument that justifies sexual 
crimes. What information can be extracted from a prisoner by 
rape that could not be had some other way? 

By the strange laws that govern the mind and the formation of 
character, the Israelis have become the heritors of Hitler’s 
enforcers. His grip is vice-like even from the grave. 

Ariel Sharon, the former defense minister, has publicly advo¬ 
cated extreme measures against the Palestinians. Sharon is a 
European Jew old enough to remember the genocide. He is a 
living example of identification with the oppressor. 

Before Hitler formulated his “Final Solution,” he had con¬ 
ceived a plan of mass deportations of the Jews out of Germany. 
Eventually, that plan gave way to the more sinister version. The 
Israelis have discussed the possibility of deporting the Palisti- 
nians to Jordan or somewhere else. Do they see the parallel? 

There will be no easy answers to the situation in the Middle 
East. 

But the Israelis should note: the world is watching, and even 
sympathizers will not tolerate cruel and unusual methods for 
very long. And when that line of credit runs out. the state of Israel 
will be isolated among enemies.

Education requires funds

Education, a historical building 
block for many generations in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, has been recently 
eroded. 

Massachusetts suffers, as do other 
states, because of reductions in fed¬ 
eral support, constraints imposed by 
Proposition 2>i* and a tax cap. A very 
basic question is the following: “Can 
Massachusetts adequately fund its 
education; if so, how? Stated 
another way, the state can not inde¬ 
finitely maintain its expanding local 
aid to schools at its current rate 
unless resources are reallocated or 
increased. 

As is well known, one of the most 
important rights reserved to the 
states by the Federal Constitution is 
control over education. Our federal 
government has had a minimal role 
and only minor direct control over 
local educational institutions and 
students through the use of student 
and institutional grants. 

In Massachusetts, control and 
responsibility for primary and sec¬ 
ondary education has been dele¬ 
gated to local cities, towns and reg¬ 
ional school districts. With this local 
control comes the requirement for 
local citizens to pay for local educa¬ 
tion. The means of funding has been 
mostly through our local property 
taxes. 

Not all states have local control as 
we do in Massachusetts. Texas has 
book depositories because the state 
selects, orders and distributes text 
books. What local control would the 
English and science departments of 
our high schools have over the selec¬ 
tion of texts if the Commonwealth 
had similar to Texas? 

With much fanfare the state of 
Massachusetts attempted major 
restructuring of public education 
through reform legislation. Exam¬ 
ples of this are Chapter 188 of 1985

and Chapters 727 and 731 of 1987. 

These much heralded reforms 
have been piecemeal improve¬ 
ments. Some have been better than 
others. Horace Mann Grants, Lucre- 
tia Crocker Fellowships, School 
Improvements Councils and the 
experimental Carnegie School con¬ 
cepts are ones that easily come to 
mind for having a positive effect. 

The federal government in 1987 
paid approximately 7 percent of the 
total cost of public education. As 
federal funds decreased, local obli¬ 
gation increased. The Toxic Sub¬ 
stance Control Act is contained in 
the Asbestos Hazard Emergency 
Response Act. That act requires a 
multitude of inspection, training, 
sampling, analysis and plans for 
removal of asbestos. No federal 
funding has been provided for those 
costly laws. States must reallocate 
resources. 


The Massachusetts Vocational 
Education Act of 1987 was passed by 
the state legislature before spending 
was established. This bill has still 
not been funded. School Building 
Assistance Commission has not been 
funded to its maximum amount. 
Many school building projects will 
be unfunded or underfunded. This 
does not demonstrate fiscal 
responsibility. 

From recent meetings and read¬ 
ings we are beginning to experience 
a competition among special needs, 
gifted and talented and average stu¬ 
dents for scarce educational dollars. 
How do we allocate funding among 
all of the groups needing those 
scarce dollars? The thrust of educa¬ 
tional reform should be to ensure all 
future Chapter 766 mandates be 
funded by the state at 100 percent of 
cost. 

Your legislator should establish 


and facilitate cooperation between 
local and state officials. He should 
work along with elected officials in 
all activities, not only education, 
that are important to our communi¬ 
ties. A primary focus should be 
adequate and.appropriate funding of 
bills that have been passed. 

The towns in this district, and all 
districts, should get their adequate 
share of state aid. Towns like 
Winchester and Stoneham were pen¬ 
alized in our state aid to the benefit 
of selected cities. If adequate fund¬ 
ing is not available, no amount of 
expertise or lobbying will be 
effective.

Almost everyone buying a new car 
shares the same feeling: They can’t 
wait to get behind the wheel of their 
shiny new automobile. Most people 
are not quite as enthusiastic about 
what comes first: making a deal 
with a sales agent and then finding 
the right financing. 

But financing a new or used car 
does not have to be the economic 
equivalent of a root canal. If you’re 
adequately prepared, you can 
always get a fair deal. 

Finding the right financing 

After you have selected the make 
and model of the car you want to 
buy, but before you make any deals 
with a sales agent, take the time to 
study your financing options. 

Consider how much of a down, 
payment you can afford (including 
how much your trade-in is worth, if 
you have one) and get a rough esti¬ 
mate on the cost of your new car.

Once you have figured out the 
amount you will need to borrow, call 
around to local banks and financing 
agencies and ask for details about 
automobile loans. 

There are a number of key ques¬ 
tions you will need to answer: First, 
what is the annual percentage rate 
on the loan? Second, what is the 
maximum length of the loan? Third, 
what is the minimum down 
payment? 

Once you have found the bank 
whose loan rate best fits your down 
payment and loan length, find out 
what your monthly payments will 
be. The easiest way to estimate 
monthly payments is to set up a 
hypothetical situation based on your 
expected costs. In other words, call 
the bank and tell them the amount 
you expect the car will cost and how 
long a loan you wish to take (i.e., 
$10,000 over 48 months). 

The bank will then plug in their 
interest rate and figure out your 
monthly payments. You should go 
through this process with several 
banks as well as with your auto 
dealer. 

NOTE: Many car dealers will 
negotiate the rate of their loans. 
Sometime*, a car dealer will be able 
to meet <r even beat your lowest 
rate. 

The home equity option 

Home and condominium owners 
have an additional auto loan option: 
The home equity loan (otherwise 
known as the second mortgage). 

The key difference between a 
home equity loan and a standard car 
loan is that the interest on the for¬ 
mer can be tax-deductible. Under 
the new tax laws, the interest paid 
on an auto loan is now only 40 
percent deductible. By 1991, none of 
it will be deductible. 

The interest paid on a home equity 
loan will continue to be tax- 
deductible in most cases. 

Be aware of credit insurance 
options 

In most cases, you will be offered 


credit insurance for your auto loan. 
Basically, credit insurance covers 
the payments that you cannot make 
in case you become incapacitated 
and are unable to work. 

If you are financing through an 
auto dealer, you should be particu¬ 
larly aware of your options. Some 
dealers may give you no option but 
to take credit insurance and bill you 
accordingly. 

Though some people may feel that 
credit insurance is a good idea, it is 
by no means required. 

Don’t forget monthly auto insur¬ 
ance payments 

In addition to your monthly car 
payments, you will also have month¬ 
ly insurance payments on your new 
car (most insurance companies 
require a down payment of at least 
25 percent with the remainder of the 
premium to be paid off over 6 to 8 
months.) When figuring in the cost 
of your car payuments to your 
weeekly or monthly budget make 
certain that you also include insur¬ 
ance payments. Almost all insur¬ 
ance companies give over-the-phone 
estimates. 

('an you afford it? 

Before you sign any ownership 
papers, take a moment t^add up all 
of your montly expenses including 
car and insurance payments. If this 
figure does not “fit” your current 
income level, consider a less expen¬ 
sive car.

One more class of seniors at 
Winchester High School is now 
swimming independently in the open 
ocean of life. 

The Winchester High School Class 
of 1988, and all those who attended 
the ceremony, could not have asked 
for a more pleasant afternoon. 

Somehow this was not just another 
graduation ceremony. The atmo¬ 
sphere was relaxed and casual. A 
number of small heach balls 
bounced back and forth during the 
speeches, making Manchester Field 
look like the bleachers at Fenway 
Park. 

In an original twist on the “apple 
for the teacher” theme, many stu¬ 
dents presented Principal Vincent 
Larocco with a piece of fruit as a 
parting gift. Dozens of students 
quietly placed offerings of fruit in a 
basket at the base of the ramp as 
they approached the platform to 
receive their diplomas. 


Some found the long wait with an 
appetizing gift in hand too much to 
bear too much to bear. They con¬ 
sumed most of their fruit before 
receiving their diplomas. The last 
student in the procession, Nicolas 
Zervoglos, handed tasty class gift to 
Larocco. 

The speeches were consistent with 
the mood created by the graduating 
students. There were no lectures or 
warnings, and almost no prodding 
for the future. Speakers simply 
expressed an appreciation for the 
class and an almost voiced confi¬ 
dence in their continued success. 

Rabbi Kathy Felix began the pro¬ 
ceedings by giving the invocation. 
She stressed the importance of confi¬ 
dence in one’s self and love for one’s 
self. She said that if, through all 
their achievements and growth as 
individuals, the graduates had been 
able to “develop a sense of confi¬ 
dence, then we have all been blessed 
as well. 

Andrew Hunter, the senior class 
president, was the next to approach 


the podium. His speech concen¬ 
trated on the future, referring to the 
past as an accomplishment and that 
everone, regardless of class rank, 
should be proud of. 

With a roar of applause from the 
graduates, the class president said 
of the future: “The opportunities are 
endless, one must only be aware of 
them.” He closed by urging the 
graduates to go out and celebrate. 
“You’ve earned it!” be proclaimed. 

Student Union President Kathleen 
Furey described a stronger relation¬ 
ship between the past and the future. 
Furey stressed the importance of 
the people that surround each gradu¬ 
ate. “for without them this day 
would not have been possible.” 

Quoting a song by James Taylor, 
she said. “Shower the people you 
love with love and show them the 
way that you feel.” 

Citing examples from during the 
year, she explained how this class 
was unique in its care and concern 
for others — inside and outside of the 
Winchester community. Members of 
the graduating class tutored child¬ 
ren in Roxbury, donated gifts during 
the holiday season and volunteered 
many hours at the hospital. 

Furey said the late Jermaine 
Jones, a student who would have 
been graduating with the class of 
1988, embodied this ideal of love. He 
shared his love and lived his life to 
the fullest, she said. 

In closing, she termed the “show¬ 
ers of love” received at Winchester 
High School more helpful to her 
classmates’ future than their purely 
academic enrichment. It was “in 
love that they would find the only 
lasting satisfaction,” she concluded. 

Following the two student speech¬ 
es, a ’few remarks were made by 
George O’Toole, chairman of the 


Winchester Scholarship Foundation, 
and Alice McCarter, chairman of the 
School Committee. 

O’Toole expressed gratitude to 
those organizations who donated the 
$40,000 to make 21 scholarships 
possible. 

He commented on the need to be 
thankful for the “little extra boosts” 
that these scholarships provide, 
because the students themselves 
would be called upon to give these 
extra boosts before they knew it. 

McCarter first congratulated the 
parents and urged them to reflect on 
what they had accomplished. She 
then thanked the students for 
enhancing “the quality of life in 
Winchester” by marching in para¬ 
des, performing in plays and repre¬ 
senting Winchester in sporting 
events. 

Expressing confidence in the gra¬ 
duates, McCarter saw the potential 
in each one of them to become “vital 
and active members of society.” She 
encouraged them to “enjoy the hap¬ 
piness from a job well done.” 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos was the next 
speaker. He drew a parallel between 
1988 and 1975, the year that the 
graduates entered kindergarten. 

In 1975, the U.S. officially with¬ 
drew its forces from Vietnam, the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
signed a treaty, and the Celtics won 
the World Championship. 

Mitsakos saw similarities between 
the perspectives of that time and the 
present in the hesitant attitude of 
America to become involved in reg¬ 
ional conflicts and the new arms 
reduction deal between the 
superpowers. 

He went on to describe how the 
class of 1988 was unique in making 
history. A duo of graduates held the 


lirst student seat on the Winchester 
School Committee and the senior 
class as a whole held the first school 
event outside of Winchester in four 
years. 

The superintendent then made 
comparisons between the story of 
“The Wizard of Oz“ and the charac¬ 
ter of the class of 1988. He said that 
this class possessed each of the 
traits sought in the story: heart, 
brains and courage. Like Dorothy in 
the story, Mitsakos urged the gradu¬ 
ates to look inside themselves and 
find their inner strength. 

Larocco spoke about belief. He 
confided to the audience that he did. 
in fact, believe in who the students 
were and what they could achieve. 

He stressed the importance of 
believing in one’s self, recounting 
two examples where he saw belief as 
important: In encouraging the foot¬ 
ball players before the Thanksgiving 
game, Larocco simply said, “I 
Believe." Later in the year a very 
powerful speaker, Lonise Bias, 
mother of the late basketball player, 
Len Bias, spoke at the high school 
and stressed the importance of 
believing in yourself and in the pow¬ 
er of love. 

Quoting William Faulkner, Laroc¬ 
co closed with the idea that 
“man...will prevail. He is immor¬ 
tal.” It is the immortality of man 
that allows us to believe. “Above 
all,” said Larocco, “I believe in 
you!” 

There were congratulatory hand¬ 
shakes, “high-fives” and more than 
polite applause” on nearly every 
presentation of a diploma. 

The way the classmates reacted to 
one another tells far more about the 
nature of this class than any of the 
accomplishments they may have 
made.

aboard says more affordable housing needed 


- Not by a dam site!

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Despite efforts to dissolve the 
Housing Parnership Board at this 
spring’s Town Meeting, the group is 
building strength by developing a 
plan to obtain the town-owned land 
behind the public safety building. 

If approved, the land will be used 
to construct an affordable housing 
complex and a public parking 
facility. 

“The need for affordable housing 
is quite large,” said David Carter, 
member of the housing partnership 
board. 

The site behind the public safety 
building is ideal because of its centr¬ 
al location and access to public 


transportation, said Carter. “The 
land is also publicly owned, which 
may make acquisition easier.” 

The plan is still in its initial phases 
says Thomas Schmitt, member of 
the board of selectmen and the hous¬ 
ing partnership board. 

Before any such proposal can be 
executed, the housing partnership 
board must be recognized by the 
state to become eligible for planning 
grants. 

“Once accepted, our intention is to 
apply for a municipal advance grant 
which would facilitate a feasability 
study for the combination housing 
and parking garage project,” said 
Schmitt. 

According to Schmitt, a feasabili¬ 
ty study must be completed before 


deciding which parcels of town land 
are appropriate for such a project. 

The partnership board will also 
apply for a “strategic planning 
grant,” which according to Schmitt, 
will study all of the town’s land, its 
potential use and reuse. “This 
should be updated. It is an area 
which a lot of people have an inter¬ 
est. Projects should not go forward 
without an update for long range 
planning.” he said. 


ship board is an advocate for afford¬ 
able housing. The board can facili¬ 
tate the process of obtaining money 
from the state and the feasability 
study needed to make a project of 
this sort work. 


The board of selectmen must 
approve the proposal before it is 
even submitted to the state housing 
partnership board, a committee that 
will not meet until July, said 
Schmitt. 

According to Schmitt, the partner- 


The housing partnership board 
was instituted at Town Meeting last 
fall. The board is hoping to expand 
participation by opening seats to 
representatives from such commit¬ 
tees as the conservation committee, 
social services, the zoning board of 
appeals, and the board of health, 
said Schmitt. 

According to Schmitt, ‘‘the plans 
are there and the process is there.” 
What remains is to put the process in 
motion, he said.

Compost is the term for the pro¬ 
duct that results from speeding the 
decomposition of vegetable and 
plant materials and leaves. The 
composting process is assisted by 
bacteria, earthworms and the natur¬ 
al heat generated by piles of the 
material. The product is food for 
plants, grass, shrubs and trees. 

One way to participate is to depo¬ 
sit your leaves and grass clippings 
at the Recycyling and Disposal 
Facility.

Recycling can also be done easily 
at home by creating piles of the 
material and turning it from time to 
time until it resembles a loam-like 
soil. There are books and pamphlets 
to show the way. 

Grass, flowering plants, weeds, 
vegetables, leaves and vegetable 
waste from the kitchen are the 
ingredients. Animal products, 
except for egg shells, should not be 
used. Some eomposters speed the 
process by layering the materials 
with soil and fertilizers and turning 
the pile monthly, but this is not 
necessary. Watered from time to 
time and turned over two or three 
times, any compost heap will pro 
duce the product through nature’s 
processes. 

Some questions have been raised 
about inclusion of pesticides and 
herbicides in compost piles if these 
have been used on a person’s proper¬ 
ty. The University of Massachusetts’ 
Waltham Field Station advises, how¬ 
ever, that most commonly used 
materials of this type, including 
Sevin and Malathion, are not sys¬ 
temic, break down naturally and do 
not pass through plants or trees that 
draw on compost nutrients. In case 
of doubt, soil or compost samples 
can be submitted to the Field Station 
for tests. 

It is well not to use grass clippings 
from roadside areas because of pos 
sible lead and salt pollution. 

One way to avoid any toxic mater¬ 
ials is to use only organic pesticides 
such as Rotenone, that are toxic to 
insects for only a few hours and 
return to the soil as nutrients. 

Last year Winchester’s Recycling 
Center accepted nearly 1,800 tons of 
materials for composting. 

Some European and Japanese 
communities use a process that 
makes compost from a variety of 
waste materials, but this risks con¬ 
tamination of the soil with materials 
that do not break down and simple 
backyard composting is less 
expensive.

From coast to coast: 


Local man builds deli empire 


Frederick A. Cardin, formerly of Winchester, is CEO of the 01 Deli fast 
food franchise.

Frederick Cardin, formerly 
known as Fred by his peers in the 
WHS class of ’64 and now called Rick 
by his new friends on the West 
Coast, is one of those people driven 
to succeed. 

While most people would be per¬ 
fectly content with a two-year MBA 
from Harvard Business School, Car¬ 
din stayed four more until he com¬ 
pleted a Ph.D. 

He set off into the world of high 
finance on Wall Street, where many 
an MBA seeks riches and glory, but 
soon tired of that. He “didn’t enjoy 
the atmosphere,’’ he told the Star 
last week on a brief stop through 
town to promote his latest venture, a 
deli franchise business. 

Yes, Cardin has made the leap- 
from employee to employer, and his 
new company, O! Deli, is built with 
solid foundations meant to hold what 
he describes as a “huge national 


company.” Cardin says he “put 
together a team to make it big,’’ and 
now has seven “high-powered’’ 
hoard members and 25 employees. 

O! Deli is expected to reach 2,000 
franchises by the time it matures, 
according to Cardin. Right now is 
the ramp-up period. As of May, five 
stores were in place in the San 
Francisco area. 

While Cardin was in Boston last 
week, he put together a deal for 20 
outlets with a company that now 
operates a Burger King franchise. 
Cardin says he likes to do business 
with larger entities for the leverage 
a single sale nets him. 

He is talking to major construc¬ 
tion companies that build office 
parks, malls and large buildings. If 
he can become a supplier of food 
services to these types of clients, he 
can sell his franchises in batches, a 
deli in every mall. 

Cardin came to the decision to go 
into this business the Harvard MBA 
way, that is, by using a conceptual 


framework to eliminate all the other 
possible businesses. 

After a stint at the Cambridge 
Research Institute from 1974 to 1981, 
he took off to travel for a year. Then 
for two years he looked for a busi¬ 
ness to buy. What he found out from 
the business brokers he dealt with 
was that there were more people 
looking for businesses to buy than 
there were businesses for sale. “The 
demand was for businesses,’’ he 
says. 

So he decided to go into the busi¬ 
ness of generating businesses. He 
found out that the success rate of 
franchises is eight times greater 
than for other types of entrepreneur¬ 
ial start-ups. 

He then set up a list of “ideal 
characteristics of a franchise busi¬ 
ness.” It must be stable, not a fad; it 
must be recession proof, have lim¬ 
ited risk, have potential for excel¬ 
lent income, exist in a rapidly grow¬ 
ing industry, be consistent with so¬ 
cial and demographic trends, be a 


cash business, require a modest in¬ 
vestment, have a chance at being 
number one nationwide, not require 
specialized employees, be an enjoy¬ 
able place to own, manage or work, 
be able to draw from a wide range of 
possible franchisees, be able to com¬ 
pete against the major players from 
the beginning, have a good product 
with natural appeal, be able to go 
public and offer franchisees a 
chance to get rich. 

Using these characteristics to 
weed out the weaker ideas, Cardin 
and his partners arrived at the O! 
Deli concept: an upscale fast-food 
deli offering quality sandwiches for 
a low price. 

The 0! Deli name proved difficult 
to come up with. Every good name 
the team thought of had been taken. 
Deli is not copyrightable by itself, 
but the 0! makes a name out of a 
word. And anything that can be 
Mac’ed can be Ol’ed, Cardin says.

BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


The House and Senate. “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call’’ records local represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on 10 roll calls from late 
sessions on the fiscal 1989 state 
budget. There were no roll calls in the 
Senate last week. All House roll calls 
are on H 5600. 

Budget — House 124-25, gave near 
final approval to the nearly $12 billion 
fiscal 1989 state budget. Supporters 
defended the package as a fiscally 
responsible one which funds impor¬ 
tant programs and makes necessary 
cuts to meet revenue shortfalls. Op¬ 
ponents said the package is loaded 
with millions of dollars in un¬ 
necessary funding and claimed this 
out of balance budget will require a 
tax hike. 

A Yea vote is for the package. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted yes. 

Veterans — House 109-41, rejected 
an amendment increasing state reim¬ 
bursement to cities and towns for 
veterans’ benefits from 75 percent to 
90 percent. Amendment supporters 
said this will help cities and towns and 
veterans who deserve support. Op¬ 
ponents said the state cannot afford 
this $3 million. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Interstate Cooperation — House 
142-5, approved an amendment 
abolishing the Commission on In¬ 
terstate Cooperation and its $142,000 


funding. Amendment supporters said 
no one knows where this commission 
is located or what it does and argued 
continued funding is a complete waste 
of taxpayer dollars. Opponents of 
fered no arguments. 

A Yea vote is for abolishing the 
commission. A Nay vote is for retain¬ 
ing the commission. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Governor’s Staff — House 115-31, 
rejected an amendment providing 
that any salary hikes for the Gover¬ 
nor’s staff must be approved by the 
legislature. Amendment supporters 
said it is outrageous that the Gover¬ 
nor has given hefty hikes to his stafff 
while he impounds millions for impor¬ 
tant programs. Opponents said the 
legislature already has indirect con¬ 
trol over raises because it has the 
power to approve or reject the total 
budget of the Governor’s staff.

A Nay vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

03s — House 135-12, rejected an 
amendment prohibiting appropria¬ 
tions for items within the legislature 
from being paid with 03 subsidiary ac¬ 
counts. Amendment supporters said 
this will stop the abuse of the 
legislature using these consulting ac¬ 
counts to pay legislative employees. 
Opponents said the legislature has 
been responsible about hiring 03s.

Travel — House 102-43, rejected an 
amendment prohibiting legislators 
from being reimbursed for more than 
$1000 for out of state travel and re¬ 
quiring them to file reports on the 
reason for and result of their trips. 
Amendment supporters said this 
limits legislative travel during these 
tight fiscal times and will halt 
pleasure junkets. Opponents offered 
no arguments.

2 Percent Cut — House 85-40, re¬ 
jected an amendment cutting all 
legislative accounts by 2 percent and 
instituting a plan to reduce the 
number of sick days taken by 
legislative employees to five per year. 
Amendment supporters said the 
legislature should be subject to the 
same two percent reduction imposed 
on other agencies. Opponents said suf¬ 
ficient reductions in legislative ac¬ 
counts have already been made.

Maurer. Lincoln School houses the 
largest number of students, due to 
the merger of Lincoln and Mystic 
Schools, but has the smallest play 
space, he added. 

The proposals resulted from a pre¬ 
vious Town Meeting request to study 
the three playfields, which were 
identified as priority areas for 
improvement, said Maurer. The 
proposed cost to the town was $1.3 
million for Skillings Field, $300,000 
for Ambrose School and $250,000 for 
Lincoln School, to be funded through 
a debt exemption. 

Member Michael Saracco said the 
tax rate “is going to continue to go 
up” if the town continues to bond 
projects. Saracco said taxpayers 
still are paying for department of 
public works and public safety build¬ 
ings as well as the town hall 
renovations. 

“Let’s take whatever corrective 
actions we can within our budget,” 
said Saracco. “We must live within 
our means.” 

Member Loretta Verrecchia said 
redoing playgrounds "is a very low 


priority.” While she said she is "all 
for the safety of kids, as a Town 
Meeting member, I am thinking of 
the broader picture. 

"Common sense tells you this 
town cannot afford a major bonded 
article at this time, irrespective of 
Proposition 2%,” she said. 

Member Clarence Borggaard and 
Moderator John Sullivan exchanged 
quips over the playfields question. 
Borggaard said he sympathized with 
people who want to improve the 
playgrounds, but said he was con¬ 
cerned about those on pensions and 
limited income. 

"I am reminded of what Henry 
David Thoreau said,” remarked 
Borggaard. "‘For every man that’s 
chopping away at the roots of evil, 
there are thousands whacking away 
at the branches.” 

"Was (Thoreau) a Town Meeting 
member?” asked Sullivan. 

"He was a Town Meeting member 
before you were a moderator," 
retorted Borggaard. 

Borggaard noted that there is "no 
possible way a suitable playground 
for 400 or more children can be

made” in the space at Lincoln 
School. Instead, he suggested mov¬ 
ing the students to the Mystic School 
and using Lincoln School for elderly 
housing. 

As for proponents, parents and 
school officials voiced similar con¬ 
cerns. According to School Commit¬ 
tee member William Jervey, costs 
will continue to rise if the projects 
are postponed as they have been for 
a number of years. Meanwhile, the 
safety of students is at stake. 

“We can’t wait in dealing with the 
safety of our children,” he said. 

William Colella said that in the 14 
years he has served as the high 
school’s athletic director, "nothing 
has been done about the conditions 
of Skillings Field.” The deteriorat¬ 
ing condition of the fields may dis¬ 
courage neighboring teams from 
playing in Winchester in the future, 
he added. 

School committee member and 
Lincoln parent Donna Brandt- 
Landry said only temporary 
improvements have been made in 
the past. 

"What has been done for Lincoln 
has been well thought-out and 
planned, but it has been making the 
best of a bad situation,” she said. 
Landry cited the excessive numbers 
of injuries at Lincoln. 


According to school statistics, 
more than 1,000 reports of student 
injuries in the playground have been 
made, she said. "The sheer number 
of these injuries says that something 
is not right,” said Landry. 

Member and parent of three Lin¬ 
coln students, Justin Magee, said the 
streets surrounding Lincoln School 
are among the most heavily 
traveled, according to the town engi¬ 
neering department. 

"It’s only a question of time before 
someone is seriously injured. The 
safety of our children must be a 
major priority,” said Magee. 

Finance Committee Vice Chair¬ 
man Chester Haskell said that while 
the committee understood concerns, 
it favored a more systematic 
approach. 

The committee is concerned with 
the town’s budget and the town’s 
capital needs, he said. 

"If we are to begin to bond or 
place a debt exclusion outside of 2Vi», 
ought we not have a careful plan” 
for all projects together? asked 
Haskell. 

One way to deal with this is to 
work at reducing the town’s existing 
debt, he said. 

"Exemption of our existing debt 
helps the town,” said Haskell. 
"Creating a new debt and excluding 
it would not.”

maintenance.” 

Saying the library has a ”once-in- 
a-lifetime chance to receive state 
aid,” Nevins urged Town Meeting to 
consider the condition of the 
building. » 

The trustee said the library faces 
approximately $900,000 in needed 
repairs to meet state codes and to 
replace a failing mechanical sys¬ 
tem. The town and library cannot 
afford to miss this chance for state 
aid, she said. 

Having repeatedly recommended 
unfavorable action on requests for 
increased funding for budgets, the 
finance committee surprised Town 
Meeting by supporting the library’s 
request. 

Vice Chairman Chester Haskell 
said the committee supports the 
plan because of the two contingen¬ 
cies; that voters must decide if fund¬ 
ing will be awarded and that at least 
50 percent is to be paid through 
funds from state aid. 

The $196,000 needed to devise

plans will be drawn from the stabili¬ 
zation fund, which is "an appropri¬ 
ate use of this fund,” said Haskell. In 
addition, the appropriation will not 
affect free cash or the budget. 

Nevins said the structure of the 
building “contributes to the on-going 
problems with security and vandal¬ 
ism. We have a real problem with 
vandalism that would be lessened if 
the walls (in the stacks) were 
removed.” 

She pointed out that books are 
thrown out windows and misplaced 
by library patrons. 

In order to maintain level of ser¬ 
vice, mechanical systems must be 
updated, said Nevins. Heating is 
provided by two 57-year-old boilers; 
public restrooms are inaccessible; 
no heat detectors are available in 
the old portion of the building; and 
there are no smoke detectors in any 
part of the building, said Nevins. 

The plans would also provide more 
open space, quiet study areas and 
accessible stacks, said Nevins.

I'll trade you a Sam Horn and 
an AI Nipper for one Ellis Burks, 
it’s a fair trade, said the taller of 
the two. 

But the other guy wasn't buying. 

Nipper doesn't even play for the 
Sox anymore and Horn’s not worth 
trading for my Burks card. No 
way.'' said the second scout. 

To many, the small rectangles 
of cardboard are more than just 
pictures and statistics of the heros 
of America's great pastime. The 
baseball card has become not only 
a way of holding onto part of the 
history and excitement of the 
game, but a hobby, passion and a 



fast-paced business. 

The two buying up a few packs 
of the 40-cent Topps baseball 
cards weren't big-time collectors, 
rather they are devoted young fans 
who covet the cards of their heros 
and anticipate lament the opening 
of each new pack waiting to see if 
their stars can be found inside. 

The pursuit of card collecting 
has grown in popularity over the 
years: piecing together collections 
of players or teams is no longer 
kid stuff. 

For hobbyists, baseball cards 
bring together the best of Ameri¬ 
ca's interests: collecting, bartering 
and, of course, baseball. 

"Collecting sports memorabilia 
has grown tremendously in the 
last 10 years." says Joel Hall of 
Hall s Nostalgia in Arlington Cen¬ 
ter. "What was manufactured as a 
toy. really, has become a big busi¬ 
ness for the companies producing

the cards and in the collection and 
trading end." 

At Hall’s sports memorabilia 
store recently, Joel Hall stops sort¬ 
ing cards long enough to help an 
interested collector. The baseball 
card business has changed and 
grown a lot. he said, since his 
father, Walter Hall, opened their 
store in 1976. 

At that time, Hall said, his fami¬ 
ly's store was one of about three in 
the country dealing solely in 
sports memorabilia. Now, there 
are more than 50 such stores in 
Massachusetts alone, with stamp, 
coin and hobby stores also dealing 
in the baseball card sports collect¬ 
ing trade. 

"It's amazing to look at how 
many people are now involved in 
in the business." said Hall. "With 
the wide variety of items people 
are looking for and the prices of 
some of them, it would be very 
difficult to start a business like 


ours today. Things have changed." 

So, too. have the baseball cards 
and sought-after sports items the 
Halls and others deal in, changed 
with the times. 

While most folks know the 
Topps name which became the 
best known company mass pro¬ 
ducing the likenesses of the big 
leaguers, the distribution started 
with an unlikely source about 100 
years ago. 

The first series of baseball play¬ 
er cards were issued in Old Judge 
cigarettes and cigar packages in 
1887. The 600 player set was 
popular then, said Hall, and has 
become very sought after now. 

In 1911, Mecca Cigarettes 
issued cards with two players per 
card. That card "the baseball fol¬ 
der series" was later imitated by 
the Topps chewing gum company 
out of Duryea, Pa. 

A Honus Wagner card, who play¬ 
ed for the Pittsburgh Pirates in the 


early part of this century, from the 
earlier tobacco series is consid¬ 
ered by many to be the most 
valuable card, said Hall. 

Although the series was printed 
in large quantities and distributed 
widely, the Wagner card was 
"short printed" and only a small 
number are known to exist today. 
Hall said. 

The original cards were small 
enough to fit in the cigarette pack¬ 
ages — about half the size of 
today’s 2 '/ 2 -inch by 3 '/ 2 -inch 
cards. 

The first confectionary compa¬ 
nies to print ball cards were out of 
Cambridge with the National 
Chickle Gum issue coming out in 
1936. While Topps is the most 
recognizable, the company was 
not the first. 

Being the largest and best 
known since they ventured into 
the bubble gum card business in 
1951, Topps cards are the most 
widely available. 

However, since a court battle in 
the 1970s, other business have 
been able to print baseball cards 
(after receiving the Major League 
baseball office) and have begun to 
infiltrate the collecting market. 

Topps is still, however, the only 
card manufacturer allowed to 
issue a stick of gum with the cards. 
Today’s cards cost about 40 cents 
a pack and come with a stick of 
gum. 

Along with the changes in the 
look of the cards and the players, 
the gum has changed. Being a 
confectionary company, Topps in 
the early days pushed the gum, 
not the ball players cards. 

In the 1960s the gum size got 
larger and then incredibly smaller, 
until the company settled on the 
size of gum today — slightly larger 
than a regular stick of gum — 
which comes with 15 major league 
player cards. 
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Topps produces sheets of each 
player and teams on large sheets 
and mass prints them in the mil¬ 
lions. Although there are rumors 
and tales of certain players being 
"short printed" or distrbibuted to 
certain regions of the country, a 
company spokesman in Pennsyl¬ 
vania said all players are equally 
available. 

“We’re printing all year long. 
Trying to get enough of the regu¬ 
lar series ready in time for each 
season in the stores and then we 
work on special sets of rookies and 
updated trades,” said the 
spokesman. 

“We have a hard enough time 
keeping up with the volume of our 
production to worry about whether 
or not we’re making Don Mattingly 
difficult to collect. That’s the job 
of other people," he said recently. 

Other manufacturers, such as 
Fleer and Donruss, have looked 
for other ways to make their cards 
more attractive to the collector. 

Both companies print fewer of 
the big stars than of the other 
players. Instead of bubble gum, 
they offer stickers. 

“With all of the companies now 
making baseball collectibles, 
there is just so much anyone can 
collect. People have to decide 
what they want and how much 
they will be willing to pay for it 
today and in the future," said Hall. 

The other card manufacturers 
are now accepted by hobbyists and 
have shown remarkable growth in 
recent years, particularly for the 
rookie cards and big names. 

While the cards make for good 
collecting, they have also proven 
to be sound investments. 

According to a recent chart in 
the Boston Globe's "Money" sec¬ 
tion, rookie baseball cards showed 
a 47.3 percent annual return from 
1980 to 1986 compared with a 
15.2 percent return for corporate

What’s hot and 
what’s not 


What’s hot and what's not in the 
baseball card and sports memora¬ 
bilia collecting world depends, 
according to Joel Hall of Hall’s 
Nostalgia, on who is collecting and 
what they are willing to pay for it. 

Older cards and items for play¬ 
ers no longer in the game — that 
are in good condition — tend to be 
the biggest ticket items. 

However, newer rookie cards 
and other items have brought in 
larger than expected prices in 
recent years. 

The card that is considered by 
many to be the most valuable and 
most sought after is the Honus 
Wagner card from the earlier 
tabacco series, which was short 
printed and therefore, the one card 
many people need to complete 
their sets. 

Whole sets of cards from the 
1950s and 1960s are well sought 
after, as are complete sets from 
the 1970s and 1980s. 

Some cards tend to be big items 
regionally, where the player made 
his name, but others such as Mick¬ 
ey Mantle, Ted Williams and Pete 
Rose are valuable collectibles 
across the country. Hall said. 

"A Pete Rose rookie card is 
valuable to people across the 
country because of the type of 
player he was and his name recog¬ 
nition,” said Hall. 

The rookie card is looked for by 
people completing the entire set 
for the year and those complete 
sets on Rose or maybe the Reds, 
Hall said. A Rose, Mantle or Wil¬ 
liams rookie card could sell for as 
high as $500, in good condition, 


Hall said. 

"There is collecting at several 
levels, different people are looking 
for ways of completing or expand¬ 
ing different kinds of collections," 
said Hall recently. 

“No one can collect everything, 
so people learn to be selective," he 
said. “It’s important to know what 
you want and what you are willing 
to pay for it." 

Price guides are available to 
help buyers know what they may 
be getting into, however, Hall said 
guides are not always accurate. 

The best advice for collectors, 
Hall said is to follow your own 
judgement and buy quality items. 

Collecting can be treated like a 
business portfolio, selling off big 
price items to expand other areas 
or strictly as a theme collection. 
Either way collecting is a business, 
Hall said, so use business 
judgement. 

At an auction scheduled for 
tomorrow, the Halls are offering 
more than 230 items for bid. Some 
items include a signed Babe Ruth 
baseball, a Ted Williams card and 
a Willie Mays, New York Giants 
card. Game jerseys, programs and 
ticket stubs will also be auctioned. 

At an auction on April 8, a Carl 
Yastremski *8 Boston Red Sox 
road jersey (used and auto¬ 
graphed), obtained from a former 
bat boy, was sold for $1,100. 
Other items like a 1967 World 
Series Game 1 ticket stub from 
Fenway Park sold for $22.50 and a 
1977 complete Topps Baseball 
Card set, in good condition, went 
for $175. 



bonds and -6.4 percent return for 
gold. 

The rookie cards are a continu¬ 
ing trend in the collection busi¬ 
ness. Now, Hall said, many people 
have turned to predicting who in 
the minors will be the next hot 
prospect and hot card. 

The value of a baseball card can 
change as quickly as the public 
opinion of a ball player. 

A player who misses the last 
needed out in a World Series, 
however, may not lose all his val¬ 
ue. The player’s card can become 
a novelty card, said Hall. 

Other factors include good 
years, whether the player is likely 
to end up in the Hall of Fame and 
the player's longevity. 

Some of the cards printed this 
year will be more valuable than 
others. A Dave Winfield All-Star or 
the Ellis Burks card with "Topps 
All-Star Rookie" in the corner, are 
likely to be more collectible than 
many of the other 792 cards in the 
Topps set. 

The same is true for the other 
manufacturers. 

Baseball cards started out as a 
kids toy, used by some for trading, 
flipping, waxing. They were put on 
the tire spokes of bicycles and 
tossed like pennies against the 
walls. 

Many people (men and women, 
dealers say) find old boxes of the 
cards in their cellars and attics and 
have brought them to dealers to 
see what kind of family treasure 
they have amassed. 

The difficulty in knowing how 
much a particular item is worth, 
says Hall, is the uncertainty of how 
many of the particular items are 
out there. 

"You never know when some 
guy's going to find a warehouse 
somewhere full of the baseball

healthy meals 


Eating Out & Eating Healthy 


Mo longer a monthly splurge to 
celebrate a special occasion, eat¬ 
ing out is fast becoming the norm 
in our convenience-oriented, time- 
constrained lives. The National 
Restaurant Association reports 
thai Americans now eat out more 
than 3 times per week. We spend 
over 40 percent of our weekly food 
budgets on restaurant food. More 
than not. it is taste which governs 
what we eat when dining out. The 
prevailing thought is that good 
nutrition is now synonomous with 
dining away from home. Does eat¬ 
ing out mean spending the follow¬ 
ing three or four days starving 
yourself or exercising till you 
drop? Well, it is definitely not 
necessary to give up good taste or 
sabotage your diet when eating 
out. 

Aware of the fact that many 
Americans are more concerned 
about good nutrition, the National 
Restaurant Association has pub¬ 
lished a guide so that restaurant 
owners can make more healthy 
menu choices available to their 
patrons. Many restaurants are now 
changing traditional recipes in 
order to provide more low calorie, 
low cholesterol, fiber rich choices 
on their menus. 

This trend towards more health¬ 
ful eating is also altering the 
choices available at many fast 
food establishments. Salads and 
salad bars are available as an 
accompaniment to hamburgers 
rather than french fries. Be careful 
not to ruin a healthy, low fat salad

with a creamy high fat dressing, 
such as bleu cheese or thousand 
island. Wendy’s offers a "Light 
Menu" with plain baked potatoes 
and whole grain sandwich buns. 
Choosing a plain hamburger, low 
fat milk or juice and a salad is 
superior to the traditional burger 
fries and shake. While fast food 
restaurants are slowly changing, it 
is still important to be aware that it 
is convenience and not good nutri¬ 
tion which governs the menus at 
most fast food establishments. 
Owners of fast food restaurants 
know that what sells is conveni¬ 
ence and taste. This means lots of 
fat, salt, sugar and calories. 

Traditional family style restaur¬ 
ants, which in the past relied on 
fried foods or meat and mashed 
potatoes have begun to offer 
healthy alternatives. Many items 
are now broiled, baked or steamed 
instead of being fried. Various 
salads, fresh fish and lowfat pasta 
dishes are found on the menus of 
many steak houses. Many restaur¬ 
ant owners are opting for fresh, 
locally grown produce rather than 
canned and commercially pre¬ 
pared fruits and vegetables. You 
can also choose an appetizer and a 
salad for dinner rather than the 
usual appetizer, soup, entree and 
dessert. 

Restaurants offering ethnic cui¬ 
sine also offer low fat, low calorie 
choices for the health conscious 
diner. The main dishes in Chinese, 
Japanese and other Asian cuisine 
restaurants are focused on veget¬ 
ables and rice with small amounts

of chicken and fish. These dishes 
are usually stir fried. They are low 
in fat and calories and they pro¬ 
vide healthy amounts of protein, 
fiber, vitamins and minerals. 

Italian food is often thought of 
as being fattening. Enjoy a pasta 
dish with a marinara sauce along 
with a salad for a healthy, lowfat 
meal. Choosing those items which 
are served with a marinara or 
tomato based sauce are best. 
Avoid sauces which are loaded 
with cream and cheese and you'll 
avoid a significant number of 
unwanted calories. 

Eating out does not mean that 
you have to give up your health in 
order to enjoy yourself. More and 
more restaurants are getting the 
message about good nutrition and 
their menus are changing in order 
to accomodate this new attitude. I 
have put together some sugges¬ 
tions so that you can begin to 
make healthier choices when eat¬ 
ing out. Use them as your guide 
and remember, most restaurants 
will try to accomodate you. Ask 
your waiter or waitress to have the 
kitchen prepare a dish the way you 
want it. Sauces can be served on 
the side, fish can be poached in 
water and lemon juice, chicken 
can be broiled without the skin, 
vegetables can be steamed and 
baked potatoes can be served 
without butter and sour cream.

Appetizers: 

• Choose clear broth or vegetable 
based soups over cream based 
soups. 

• Choose shrimp cocktail or veg¬ 
etables (fresh or steamed, not deep 
fried) with dips on the side. 

• Choose low fat dips—salsa, low 
fat yogurt based spreads and dips 
made with pureed vegetables. 
Avoid fatty dips and spreads made 
with mayonnaise and sour cream. 

• Ask for salad dressing on the 
side so you can limit the amount 
you put on your salad. 

• Choose whole wheat or rye 
breads and rolls. Avoid pastries, 
croissants and pre buttered rolls. 
Eat your bread or roll without but¬ 
ter or margerine. 

Entrees: 

• Avoid all deep fried foods 

• Keep meat, chicken and fish por¬ 
tions to 4-6 ounces. Take the excess 
home or push it away. Remember, 
it’s better in the garbage than ON 
your stomach or hips! 

• Choose entrees made with wine 
or vegetable sauces rather than 
cream or cheese sauces. 

• Have meat or seafood which is 
poached, broiled or grilled and not 
basted with oil or butter during 
cooking. 

• Have sauces served on side or 
not served at all—especially heavy 
sauces such as bernaise and 
hollandaise. 

• Stick to seafood, chicken or 
turkey which ounce for ounce are 
lower in fat, have less cholesterol 
and fewer calories than beef, lamb 
or pork. 

• Garnish sandwiches with 
mustard rather than mayonnaise. 


Side Dishes: 

• Avoid mayonnaise based salads 
such as cole slaw, potato and many 
pasta salads. 

• Top your baked potato with 
ground pepper and low fat yogurt 
rather than butter and/or sour 
cream. You can also moisten your 
potato with milk and then season 
with black pepper and herbs. 

• Order vegetables which are 
steamed. Avoid butter, butter 
sauces, cream sauces and cheese 
sauces on vegetables. 

• Avoid fried side dishes such as 
french fries or breaded and fried 
vegetables. 

• Choose rice dishes to accom¬ 
pany your meal especially in Orien¬ 
tal restaurants. Try to avoid fried 
rice, especially when it is served 
with beef or pork. 

Deserts: 

Fresh fruit is the best choice. Order 
it plain rather than with whipped 
cream. 

• Another fruit option is fruit 
which is poached in wine. 

• Choose sherbet or sorbet rather 
than ice cream. 

• Split a desert with someone 
rather than eating the whole thing 
by yourself. 

Other Suggestions: 

• Order an appetizer and split an 
entree with someone and don't be 
intimidated by the waiter or 
waitress. 

• Virtually all restaurants serve 
highly refined grain products (white 
bread, rolls, rice) which are lacking 
in nutrients and fiber. Keep this in 
mind when ordering and choose 
plenty of vegetables, dark, leafy 
green salads, baked potatoes and 
fruit. 

• Don’t load up on bread and but¬ 
ter while waiting for your entree to 
arrive. If you are really hungry have 
another salad or a piece of fruit.

I am not an architect, just 
someone who enjoys architecture 
and keeping abreast of the cur¬ 
rent trends in the Boston area. I 
receive some of the national 
architectural publications avail¬ 
able to the public but they do not 
offer me enough information on 
Massachusetts, its professionals 
and its architecture. Can you 
recommend a local source? 
L.N.G., Brookline 

You are indeed fortunate to be 
living in greater Boston, certainly 
one of the most vibrant and excit¬ 
ing areas of the country for 
architecture buffs. The Boston 
Society of Architects (BSA), New 
England's largest branch of the 
American Institute of Architects, 
has a public membership program 
that should more than satisfy your 
curiosity and interest.

infirmities of his advancing age. 
Throughout the show, he profes¬ 
ses to want nothing to do with the 
other leading character, Nat, a 
comulsive storyteller who likes to 
stir up trouble. Despite Midge's 
attempts to ignore Nat, he is 
repeatedly drawn into hilarious 
conversations and hazardous con¬ 
frontations. The sometimes heart¬ 
less treatment of the elderly by our 
society is also explored through 
the interactions of the two main 
characters with the play's other 
characters, including Midge's 
boss. Nat's daughter, a young 
mugger, a drug dealer, and a beau¬ 
tiful girl.

When the warm weather arrives 
in the Northeast, the sounds of the 
south are especially welcome. 
Bluegrass riffs always seem to 
sound better in the hot sun. The 
Berklee Performance Center is not 
Watermelon Park (Winchester, Vir¬ 
ginia) or Leatherwood Park (Mar¬ 
tinsville. Virginia) exactly, but this 
weekend, thanks to Folk Tree Pro¬ 
ductions. it will do. 

Doc Watson and the New Grass 
Revival bring two brands of south¬ 
ern music to Boston this weekend. 
Both styles are outside of the 
mainstream bluegrass and country 
genre. Both are updated and 
contemporary. 

Although Watson has had most 
of his exposure at bluegrass festi¬ 
vals throughout the USA. his mus¬ 
ic is more old time country with a 
strong jazz and swing influence. 
His licks are definitely in the jazz 
mode and although he sings the 
country tunes, frequently during a 
concert he abandons the down- 
home funky style in favor of a 
more upbeat approach. His electr¬ 
ic guitar responds with notes to 
satisfy the most sophisticated jazz 
enthusiast. 

We keep hearing that Doc is 


hanging up his guitar and staying 
home, but. surprise, here he is 
again. Guess he just can’t give it 
all up. There are too many fans out 
there waiting to welcome him and 
his music just one more time. 

Sam Bush, founder and the only 
original member of the New Grass 
Revival, has kept the unique sound 
of the New Grass in tact for over 
fifteen years. And the band that 
dared to play Great Balls of Fire 
when most bluegrass bands were 
playing traditional gospel and 
other strictly familiar country 
songs, is stm taking chances. Ban- 
joist Bela Fleck's County Clare is a 
haunting tune with an Irish flare 
that works well in Fleck’s original 
and eclectic bluegrass style. Bas¬ 
sist John Cowan’s rock and roll 
voice adds pizazz and punch to an 
already full, rich sound. Pat 
Flynn's guitar style is consistent 
with some of the finest country 
pickers working today. Sam Bush 
masters the mandolin, guitar and 
fiddle with manic aplomb, conti¬ 
nually keeping the band fresh and 
very alive. 

The New Grass has just released 
a new album on EMI America 
Records, titled simply, New Grass 


Revival. With this new album, the 
group is hoping to reach the wide¬ 
st audience ever. Country stations 
should add this album to their play 
lists. The New Grass Revival 
deserves to be heard. And they can 
be heard, in concert with the 


legendary Doc Watson, 5 and 8 
p.m., Saturday, June 11, the Berk¬ 
lee Performance Center, 136 
Mass. Ave., Boston. Tickets are 
$14.50and $16.50. Call 641-1010.

Dear Editors: 

In your article about battered 
women in the June 2, 1988 issue 
of What's Up, you perpetuate a 
myth which I feel I must differ 
with. You state, "The Department 
of Justice reports that 95 percent 
of partner assults are committed 
by men." I grew up in a family 
which the Department of Justice 
never heard about. My mother was 
the batterer, my father, my sister, 
and I were the victims. 

Anyone who is concerned about 
the issue of rape should be able to 
understand the distinction 
between how often a type of crime 
is reported and how often that type 
of crime actually occurs. The fac¬ 
tors which prevent a victim from 
reporting a crime and thus skew 
the statistics include: general dis¬ 
belief that such a crime ever takes 
place, lack of any kind of support 
services for the victim, and a ten¬ 
dency to blame the victim. The 
trap that abused husbands find 
themselves in is very similar to the 
one rape victims were in 20 years 
ago. It has always been obvious to 
me that my father could never 
have discussed the abuse with any¬ 


one. The result would have been 
ostracism, not support. Men are 
expected to be able to “take care 
of themselves" in a way that 
women are not. Just try to imagine 
the reaction any man would get if 
he were to walk into the local 
police station and say, “My wife 
beats me." 

The November/December 1987 
issue of Social Work, the journal 
of the National Association of 
Social Workers includes an article 
by R.L. McNeely and Gloria 
Robinson-Simpson entitled The 
Truth About Domestic Violence: A 
Falsely Framed Issue. They cite a 
number of studies designed to 
determine who is abused and by 
whom rather than merely who 
reports abuse. These studies show 
that the statement "95 percent of 
partner assaults are committed by 
men" is patently false. Men are 
victims of violence by women FAR 
more often than 5 percent of the 
time. One study by Straus and 
Gelles found that, due to increased 
public awareness of abused 
women, domestic violence against 
women decreased between 1975 


and 1985. During that same time 
period, violence against men by 
women increased. I find this ter¬ 
rifying and unconscionable. 

Even if we accept the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice’s statistics, then 
we have to acknowledge that one 
of every twenty "partner-assaults” 
is committed by a woman. In the 
past five years, I have read hun¬ 
dreds of articles about wife abuse, 
yet I have not seen even so much 
as one article on husband abuse. 
Why is that? 

I would like to see our society 
acknowledge the existence of vic¬ 
timized men and show more com¬ 
passion for them. This need not in 
any way diminish our compassion 
for victimized women. Rather, I 
hope it will free abused men from 
the silent Hell that they endure. 
Free them to ask for help from a 
society which won’t laugh at them 
for needing help.

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Abducted girl 
escapes man 
on lakefront

A 9-year-old Lowell girl abducted 
on her way to school June 2 and later 
sexually assaulted escaped from her 
assailant at Sandy Beach in 
Winchester. 

According to police reports, the 
girl was walking to school with a 
friend when the two were approach¬ 
ed by a‘man asking for directions to 
a nearby store. 

Leaving her friend at school, the 
girl showed the man where the store 
was. The man offered the girl a ride 
back to school, and referred to a 
man he knew, asking if he was her 
^father. She responded that he was 
\her uncle, according to reports. 

( Thinking the man was her uncle’s 
'friend, the girl accepted the ride, 
V;aid police reports. The man pro¬ 
ceeded to take her away from the 
area, eventually bringing her to San¬ 
dy Beach, where he sexually 
assaulted her, according to the girl’s 
statements. 

When the man got out of the car to 
look for something in the trunk, the 
girl escaped, hiding in the bushes. 

After his vehicle left the area, the 
girl ran to a car parked nearby, 
calling for help and screaming that 
the man was going to kill her. 

The two Arlington men in the vehi¬ 
cle brought the girl to Winchester 
police station, where she was ques¬ 
tioned by Detective Daniel McGee. 

Police believe the man has a 
“common link’’ to Lowell and 
Winchester, said Detective Lt. 
Joseph Perritano, and that the man 
“didn’t iust happen to stumble down 
(to Sandy Beach).’’ 

According to Perritano, the case is 
still under investigation by Winches¬ 
ter police along with Lowell and 
Metropolitan District Commission 
(MDC) police. 

McGee is conducting the investi¬ 
gation for Winchester, said 
Perritano.

Installers of second water meters 


may take town to 


say they

Diran Keshian of Thomberry 
Road is so upset about the town’s 
decision not to continue billing a 
lower rate for a second water meter 
he is ready to sue. 

Keshian paid a little more than 
$500 to have his second meter 
installed this past April. He did it to 
save money. “I expected to save 
$525. It would be recouped within 2 
1/2 years, maximum,” he said. 


The second meter was to measure 
water for outdoor uses like lawn- 
sprinklers and swimming pools, 
uses in which water would not enter 
the sewer system, and the user 
would be billed a lower rate for 
sewer charges, according to the old 
logic. Sewer rates have been billed 
in the past on a unit measure of 90 
percent of total water use. 

But the rules changed when Town 
Meeting voted in Article 5 this past 
May. There are no more special 
rates. 

As of July 1, all water users, 


irrespective of the number of 
meters, will pay the same water and 
sewer rate. 

DPW Director Dominic Serratore 
estimates that the “average house¬ 
hold uses 122 units (one unit equals 
about 750 gallons) and this means 
that it will cost about $368 for water 
and sewer per year.” 

Keshian and 283 other Winchester 
houshold installed a second meter 
expecting to soften the blow of rapid¬ 
ly accelerating water and particu¬ 
larly sewer rates.

According to Serratore, in 1984 the 
town tried to give some of its citizens 
a break. It sent out a two-page flyer 
which indicated that if they put in a 
separate meter for their lawn 
sprinkler and swimming pool, they 
would pay a lower rate. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer agrees with Serratore. 
“When they adopted that rate it was 
to soften the blow of the increase in 
sewer rates.” But then came the 
advent of the Masschusetts Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA) and

Drowned man pulled

Metropolitan District Commission 
police retrieved the body of a 
23-year-old Irish immigrant who 
apparently drowned in Mystic Lake 
early Monday morning.

Pipe nightmare 

Precinct 8 hopes to get action

The selectmen won’t easily forget 
Precinct 8 water problems. 

Precinct 8 Town Meeting member 
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Peggy Schleicher appeared before 
the board Monday night to ask if an 
action plan has been developed to 
address north-end water problems 
now that Town Meeting is over.

As a result, in excess of $200,000 in 
the fiscal '89 budget will be available 
for other water projects. 

Selectmen Chairman Robert 
peering explained that the board 
intends to present a “comprehensive 
plan” for water-systen improve¬ 
ments at fall Town Meeting, as was 
stated at the recently concluded 
spring Town Meeting.

School board 
hears task 
force report

A report prepared by a task force 
formed to study the social and emo¬ 
tional needs of high school students 
was presented at the School Com 
mittee meeting Tuesday evening. 

Original recommendations, which 
were drawn from a major survey on 
student social and emotional needs 
conducted a year ago, were fore 
worded with corresponding action 
plans. 

These recommendations were pre 
sented to the school committee April 
26, and since that time the task force 
has set about meeting each recom¬ 
mendation with a concise and feasi 
ble plan of action. 

The task force, headed by Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Charles Mitsakos 
and composed of faculty, students, 
parents, community service provid 
ers, clergy and a member of the 
school committee, outlined preven¬ 
tive measures and intervention ser¬ 
vices designed for the high school, 
and also systemwide plans and com 
munity and parent involvment. 

Mitsakos spoke of three preventa 
tive measures. 

The first recommendation was to 
provide a drop-in room at the high 
school where students could meet to 
talk informally with each other and 
a staff member. “It is our intent to 
solicit the service of an intern to 
oversee this program,” said Mitsa¬ 
kos. 

Implementation of the program is 
scheduled to begin with the second 
semester of the coming school year. 
The appointment of a graduate stu¬ 
dent or intern is also being 
addressed to keep up the positive 
momentum of the program. 

Another recommendation cited by 
Mitsakos in the report involves an 
expansion of the “Health: A Way of 
Life” curriculum to include a course

Is there lead in your tap water 
...and what can you do? 

A Special Message From Your Water Officials 

You probably know that lead can be a threat to your health. How much of a threat depends on how much lead 
gets into your body and how much your body retains. 

Sources of lead in the environment include old paint, contaminated soil, leaded gasoline and, to a lesser yet signifi¬ 
cant degree, drinking water. 

Knowing how lead gets into your tap water and what you can do to avoid it will minimize your risk. 

Harmful levels of lead in drinking water are almost never found at the water source. Whether you drink water that 
comes from a reservoir, lake, river, or well, the amount of naturally occurring lead seldom poses a problem. But in 
betwen the source of your water and your faucet is a series of pipes and connections, including the plumbing in your 
home, and it is here that you could find a problem. 

The age of your home will tell you a lot. Homes built before 1940 may have lead pipes. Lead pipes in service connec¬ 
tions and in plumbing were last used in the 1930s. So if your home is more than 50 years old, there's a good chance 
there are lead pipes within the building. If you aren't sure, have a plumber inspect it. 

Lead solder was also used to join pipes, until it was banned in Massachusetts in 1986. Soft water and acidic water 
are especially corrosive. The more corrosive the water, the more lead it can dissolve as it passes through the pipes. 

Part of the purpose of this notice is to inform you of the potential adverse health effects of lead. This is being done 
even though you water may not be in violation of the current standard. 

The Massachusetts Department of Environmental Quality Engineering, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
and others are concerned about lead in drinking water. Too much lead in the human body can cause serious damage 
to the brain, kidneys, nervous system, and red blood cells. The greatest risk, even with short-term exposure, is to young 
children and pregnant women. 

Lead levels in your drinking water are likely to be highest: 

•If your home or water system has lead pipes, or 

•If your home has copper pipes with lead solder, and 
—if the home is less than five years old, or 
—if you have soft, corrosive or acidic water, or 
— if water sits in the pipes for several hours. 

Some good news is that after five years or so lead from solder no longer poses a risk of contamination to standing 
water. In now common copper pipes, not only is most lead solder dissolved out within about five years, but also a 
coating of lime builds up inside the pipe and seals in some of the lead in these joints; the older the plumbing, the lower 
the probability of excessive lead from solder. So, as a general rule, original plumbing more than five years and less 
than 50 years old poses a lower risk. 

If you have high-risk plumbing, whether or not you have had your water tested for lead, you can make a few simple 
changes in your habits at home to reduce lead-related risk to your health. 

Your best defense is to know about your plumbing system, to educate yourself about lead, and to practice the follow¬ 
ing simple procedures to protect your and your family's health; 

Draw drinking water in the morning (including the water for juices, coffee, and so on) only after using water for 
other things, such as a shower. 

If water has been sitting in your pipes for six hours or more, use that water for things other than drinking. 

Do not use hot tap water for cooking, drinking and preparing baby formula or foods. 

Beware of commercially available devices for the home whose manufacturers claim they purify water. None of the 
following are effective against lead. 

•Carbon filters, sand filters, cartridge filters; While these products do filter out certain contaminants, they do not 
remove lead nor reduce corrosivity. 

•Water softeners, iron removal systems, and ion exchange units all soften water, and soft water usually increases 
corrosion. 

Certain highly technical treatment processes can be used to reduce lead, but because o! their sophistication the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Quality Engineering recommends their use only with the services of state- 
certified drinking water facility operator. 

The drinking water delivered to your home's service connection by the (PWS) Town of Winchester consistently meets 
existing and proposed EPA standards for lead and the (PWS) Winchester Water Department has been treating water 
delivered to consumers to control corrosivity since 1961.

Many teenagers like Tracy 
need good foster families

Finding foster homes for adoles¬ 
cents is no easy task, but it is one 
that Janet Hall faces daily. 

Hall, a Winchester resident and 
protective social worker for the 
Department of Social Services 
(DSS), has become more aware of 
the difficulties faced with adolescent 
placement since she began trying to 
find a home for 17-year-old Tracy in 
March. 

'Continually frustrated by a sys- 
tom she doesn’t see working, Hall is 
doing all she can on her own to find a 
home for Tracy. 

Born in Massachusetts, Tracy was 
taken from her biological mother at 
the age of seven months because her 
mother was unable to care for her. 
She was placed in a foster home in 
Massachusetts, but the family soon 
moved to Connecticut, then to Virgi¬ 
nia, finally setting in Florida. Mean¬ 
while, Tracy remained under the 
jurisdiction of the Massachusetts 
DSS. 


Tracy lived with her foster family 
for Hi '2 years, with the idea that the 
family would eventually adopt her. 
However, when her foster parents 
separated, the adoption fell through. 
Florida authorities decided they 
were unable to find another home for 
Tracy, and sent her back to Massa¬ 
chusetts, explained Hall. 

Tracy arrived here March 18. 
Since that time, she has spent time 
in temporary care and shelters. Hall 
said she feels it is important for 
Tracy to find a home for the next 10 
months. 

“She has been in seven or eight 
different placements since she has 
been back here,” said Hall. For the 
past 30 days, she has been in the care 
of a Winchester foster mother. How¬ 
ever, since the home is only tempor¬ 
ary placement, Hall is working hard 
to find Tracy a long-term home. 

Hall said Tracy plans to return to 
Florida when she turns 18 next April. 
However, in the meantime, she 
hopes to find a friendly family for 
the teenager. 

Referring to Tracy as someone 


“who has been through a lot” and 
“deserves a chance”, Hall said the 
girl just wants to do things all teena¬ 
gers do. “She has been through a 
really terrible ordeal, a lot of which 
has not been fair.” 

Hall said a family with school-age 
children and possibly pets would suit 
Tracy. 

“Tracy would be a very welcome 
addition to a household. She is very 
sensitive and warm,” noted Hall. 
“She needs someone who can be 
sensitive to her and work with her.” 

“For all that she has been 
through, she’s holding up beautifully 
and deserves a chance,” added Hall. 

A family interested in giving Tra¬ 
cy a home can contact Hall at the 
DSS Dorchester office at 288-0300. 

Hall said a foster family will have 
all Tracy’s expenses paid by the 
state. 

“She just needs a home,” said 
Hall. “There is really no obligation, 
other than to be a listening, sensitive 
kind of person. That’s what Tracy 
needs.”

The board of selectmen refused to 
consider a citizen’s call for the 
removal of Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer at Monday night’s 
meeting. 

Donald McNamee, who has 
repeatedly appeared before the 
board to question the actions of the 
fire department during an Oct. 31 
blaze on Cross Street, asked the 
board for Maurer’s resignation or 
removal from office.

Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Deering cut McNamee off, saying 
the discussion of the issue is closed. 
He added that when McNamee pre¬ 
viously brought his concerns to the 
board, they were fully investigated. 

Deering said the board was satis¬ 
fied with the performance of the fire 
department. 

! However, McNamee insisted the 
town was the victim of a cover-up. 

! “I will remind you, in the admi¬ 
nistration of Richard Nixon, there 
was a cover-up. It was not accept¬ 
able in the United States (govern¬ 
ment) and it will not be accepted in 
the town of Winchester,” said 
McNamee.

Deering refused to listen to McNa- 
mee’s allegations. “I will not sit here 
and listen to anybody accuse this 
board of a cover-up. You’ve been 
given your fair timo before us,” said 
Deering. 

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney 
told the Star Tuesday that there has 
been “no cover-up.” He reinforced 
that both lie and town officials were 
satisfied the fire was fought as it 
should have been. 

“As far as I’m concerned, it’s a 
dead issue,” said McElhinney. 

In a 25-page report submitted to 
\he selectmen March 21, McNamee 
alleged that equipment was not 
properly utilized, and proper actions 
were not taken in fighting the Oct. 31 
blaze. At that time, McNamee 
requested the board review his 


report, and said he would return for 
the April 4 meeting. 

At Monday night’s meeting, 
McNamee said through “parlimen- 
tary maneuvering,” the board chose 
to discuss the issue at the March 28 
meeting. Since he was unaware the 
item was on the agenda and was not 
notified, McNamee said, he was not 
present for discussions. 

“That turns out to be not accept¬ 
able in my opinion,” McNamee said. 
His report, he added, “shows some 
very, very serious public issues that 
ought to be addressed. 

“It is my opinion that there is a 
cover-up,” he said. 

Deering said the board, Maurer 
and “outside experts have reviewed 
(the report). As far as we’re con¬ 
cerned, this matter is disposed of.”

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His mission in life: to help small business 

Lewis Shattuck is New England’s voice for private enterprise and small business

As top executive at the Small Busi¬ 
ness Association of New England 
(SBANE) for the past 23 years, Lew¬ 
is Shattuck peppers his conversation 
with references to “a mission.” 

Indeed, when he largely by 
chance, stumbled into the realm of 
free enterprise, nothing short of a 
calling could have cured the ills of 
what he calls “New England’s voice 
for the small business man.” 

A native of Hardwick, Vt.. Shat- 
tuck’s early interests hardly fore¬ 
shadowed his future role as spokes- 
m a n for the struggling 
entrepreneur. Rather, growing up 
around his father’s newspaper busi¬ 
ness, Shattuck chose to major in 
journalism at Boston University 
under the R.O.T.C. program. 

After graduating, he found himself 
stationed in Japan at the Yokota 
airbase on his first military 
assignment. 

As an information officer, Shat¬ 
tuck explains he was “in charge of 
press liasons and PR,” in addition to 
having to “deal with both internal 
and external communications.” 

Lured by the possibilities at Cape 
Canaveral, Shattuck returned to the 
States, but failed to secure a position 
with America’s fledgling space 
program and settled on supporting 
reserve Air Force units in Georgia. 

Yet clearly not a man to persevere 
with a job he describes as “dullsvil¬ 
le. Shattuck moved back to Boston 
a year later. He explains that as a 
journalist, “the tradition then was to 
work for a small daily or weekly and 
starve to death.” 

Having already experienced a 
fairly lucrative post through the 
armed forces. Shattuck frankly 
admits, “I wasn’t prepared to start 
from scratch.” 

A position openned up at the Low¬ 
ell Chamber of Commerce in PR and 
retail promotion, and Shattuck 
decided to take it. Yet, after two 
years, “I got sick of worrying about 
all the mundane problems,” Shat¬ 
tuck said. 


However, he credits the business 
environment around the chamber 
with having aroused his interest in 
the workings of small enterprise. 

Shattuck had heard of SBANE 
prior to applying for the vice presi¬ 
dent slot in 1965. The nation’s oldest 
regional nonprofit small business 
orginization, SBANE was estab¬ 
lished 50 years ago for the purpose of 
calling the specific needs and con¬ 
cerns of small businesses to the 
attention of legislators on the state 
and federal levels, Shattuck says. 

He explains that when there was 
no such voice in Washington, “many 
people didn't have to recognize dif¬ 
ferences between small and big busi¬ 
ness, and as a result, small enter¬ 
prise was getting run over.” 

Shattuck believes that this mis¬ 
conception has undergone a “com¬ 
plete reversal” as a result of the 
efforts of groups such as SBANE, 
but when he took his post 23 years 
ago, the orginization was “treading 
water, to be polite.” 

Salvaging the operation proved to 
be the most trying challenge in his 
professional career. “I inherited a 
male-dominated, clubby atmo¬ 
sphere,” Shattuck says,“ and as it 
is. implementing change was very 
difficult because it is so comforting 
to live with known factors. It took a 
long time, and there were times 
when I said, ‘What the hell am I 
doing here!” 

Giving-up, Shattuck insists, was 
never a realistic consideration simp¬ 
ly because “I realized that we had a 
unique orginization, and plus, I 
enjoyed it.” 

In the end, Shattuck was rewarded 
with success. Under his guidance 
SBANE’s staff jumped from two to 
12, its membership from 200 to 2,000, 
and the annual budget, at $20,000 in 
1965, is now resting at a $1 million. 

As SBANE’s spokesman, Shattuck 
works closely with politicians, and 
has met every President since Lyn¬ 
don Johnson. While he recognizes his 
opinions are not those held in ortho¬ 
dox business circles, Shattuck says 
“I don’t neccessarily subscribe to

Prefering to discuss SBANE’s 
rather than personal achievements 
and characteristics, Shattuck 
admits, “I don’t like the trappings. I 
like to get to the point.” Further¬ 
more, he insists, “I’m not ego dri¬ 
ven, at least 1 think I’m not. I’ve 
never tried to put personal interests 
ahead of the organization’s. I don’t 
worry about who ge*s credit for what

the hard conservative policy that 
government has no place in busi¬ 
ness.

one cannot ignore the importance of 
simply “being in the right place at 
the right time.” His own story is a 
case in point. After his predecessor 
at SBANE received his resume “he 
dropped it in the waste basket,” says 
Shattuck, laughing as he recalls the 
incident. 

Nonetheless, his secretary “liked 
the looks of it,” pulled his resume 
out of the trash and mailed it to the 
president of the asscoiation. 

The demands of his profession are 
a focal point in his life, yet Shattuck 
does find time to relax. A devout Red

SBANE does.” 

Shattuck has had to solve as many 
different problems as there have 
been companies who have sought his 
help at SBANE. He maintains, how¬ 
ever, that keeping a frugal rein on 
resources continues to be his great¬ 
est challenge. 

Squandering finances on incompe¬ 
tent employees, Shattuck claims, 
almost certainly spells suicide for 
the small business: “you can’t 
afford to hire turkey’s — they’ll kill 
you.” Therefore, he insists on a 
thorough check of each applicant, 
noting that “there are a lot of pho¬ 
nies out there.” 

The American imagination has 
enshrined the entrepreneur in a 
rags-to-riches fantasy, yet Shattuck 
insists “there is nothing mystical 
about running a business — you 
simply have to know a little about an 
awful lot of things. The people who 
succeed as entrepreneurs in this 
country realize how much they don’t 
know and fill the void.” 

Admiting that “lots of people don’t 
make it, and it’s very competitive 
out there,” Shattuck is confident 
that “this is the golden age of entre¬ 
preneurship. Last year the number 
of new corporations that were estab¬ 
lished reached a record high.” 

He does concede, however, that 


Sox fan — a fealty which he 
describes as “very trying” at times, 
Shattuck enjoys an occasional game 
of golf yet claims his favorite pas¬ 
time is fishing in Maine. 


Both the responsibilities of his job 
and his own curiosity have taken 
him to countries around the globe. 
Having lived in Japan for three 
years he admits, “I am particularly 
interested in the Far East.” 

Fortunately, professional respon¬ 
sibility and personal interest were 
able to combine when in 1983, the 
Office of International Trade 
encouraged commercial relations 
between Massachusetts and the 
Chinese province of Guangdong. 
Selected as the agent to convince the 
provincial governor to come to Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Shattuck saw his com¬ 
pany’s role as “trying to get across 
to the Chinese the notion of promot¬ 
ing entrepreneurship.’’ 

Shattuck readily confesses that 
“this job has kept me sharp. There 
are always puzzles that need to be 
unraveled, problems that need to be 
solved.” 

When asked about the possibility 
of retiring he pauses briefly: “Well, 
that’ll be great, but what will I do to 
keep from going brain dead?”

that need. There were teachers of 
instrumental music in town, but not 
an adequate number to augment the 
fine program offered in the public 
schools. 

The Music School decided to stick 
to instrumental music at that time; 
piano music was not part of the 
program because of the greater 
number of piano teachers already 
established. 

Nichols recruited Sandy Thomp¬ 
son to help start the program, and 
they relied on the advice of a won¬ 
derful volunteer from Belmont, 
Ellen Powers. 

Powers had started the Belmont 
Music School and had guided its 
very successful growth. The Bel¬ 
mont Music School, which is to 
renamed the Powers School of Music 
this fall in honor of Ellen Powers, 
served as the model for Winchester. 

A joint faculty and bookkeeping 
system served both schools in the 
early years of Winchester’s prog¬ 
ram. Winchester began with 30 stu¬ 
dents registered for lessons on three 
different instruments and a faculty 
of three teachers. 

Today, Nichol’s tireless efforts 
have resulted in more than 200 stu¬ 
dents in the program, 24 on the 
faculty, and an offering of lessons in 

rwmrn 


many areas of instrumental as well 
as vocal music. 

Students may also register for a 
music theory class and/or one in 
eurythmics. In addition, the school 
provides an opportunity for students 
to play in instrumental ensemble 
groups. 

The Winchester Community Music 
School has fulfilled one of its goals — 
to have a community focus. Students 
as young as three are enrolled in 
eurhythmies classes, and the Jenks 
Senior Center has a wonderful recoi • 
der class, which recently performed 
for the Aberjona Nursing Home.

mately 150 feet from the shore in 
water 10 feet deep, said Orlando. 

He was pronounced dead at 
Winchester Hospital at approxi¬ 
mately 5 a.m., and was positively 
identified by his host family about 
two hours later, noted Orlando. 

Molloy was living with a host fami¬ 
ly in Acton during his stay in this 


country, said Orlando. Further 
details were unavailable. 

Orlando said police believe the 
incident was an accident. However, 
an autopsy was ordered to deter¬ 
mine the exact cause of death. 

“The results of the autopsy will 
determine whether it warrants 
further investigation,” said Orlan¬ 
do. “Right now, it just appears to be 
an accidental drowning.”

COMMENT 


FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


Divided we fall 

In spite of a certain amount of screaming to the contrary, the 
Winchester school system is in pretty good shape. 

Though Winchester is the kind of community that might send a 
large portion of its youth to private school merely because that is 
the thing to do, the generally high standard of the tax-supported 
education sector here has attracted most, by one estimate 85 
percent, of the town’s children. 

Of course, there are always those who will send their offspring 
to those exclusive out-of-state prep schools that whisper prom¬ 
ises of Harvard, Yale and Princeton, but many who want 
“something more” for their kids send them to the likes of 
Belmont Hill, Austin Prep and the parochial schools nearby. 

We East Coasters tend to think of private school as an insider’s 
route to the higher rungs of the socio-economic ladder. We don’t 
balk at all at the idea that this end-run tactic can be accom¬ 
plished only with a bulging wallet. In the system of free 
enterprise, education is just one more asset that wealth can 
acquire. 

But recently, someone from California pointed out that things 
don’t always have to be that way. In fact, it might be better if 
they weren’t. 

In California, private schooling is very rare. Yes, there will 
always be those people who send their kids “back East” to try 
and get in on the big-time Ivy fun, but quite often those parents 
are from hereabouts in the first place. By and large, West Coast 
children just go to the school near where they live. 

And the difference in the class structure of East and West is 
noticeable. 

Educators have long observed that private schools suck the 
vitality out of the public school system. When there is a good 
private school in the area, upwardly mobile parents put their 
already-advantaged children in them, thus denying the public 
schools a certain amount of talent. 

In the worst cases, inner-city public schools are abandoned 
entirely by the local white population, which flees to private 
alternatives, and are colonized by kids from the ghetto. In some 
areas, these schools cease to function as educational institutions. 

This two-tiered system nurtures a rigid class structure that is 
the disease of the East Coast. People here get all bright and shiny 
when they hear someone went to Harvard. And the Harvard 
grads more often than not went to Exeter or some other such 
feeder prep school and perhaps began the climb into the light at 
Buckingham, Brown and Nichols in Cambridge. 

These old boys (and now old girls, too) “network,” to use an 
ungainly verb, and share their lives and vocabulary. Others of 
less specialized education are made to feel uncomfortable in 
their presence. 

Certain publishing companies in New York are entirely staffed 
with Ivy grads. Investment banks, too. If the Duke goes to 
Washington, he is likely to take a hoard of highly educated types 
with him. 

Some might ask, what is wrong with that? Let the best rise to 
the top, and if money plays a role, so be it; this is America. 

But if all that special attention paid to the elite were poured 
into the public system, if that system were the only alternative, 
the whole society would work hard to make it better. Under the 
current set-up, the rich just bail out when the going gets rough. 

And the privileged children don’t fare so well under this 
system, either. 

The focus on them to perform, the "burden of specialness” 
(also known as the “burden of preciousness”), causes emotional 
problems among the top-tier kids. 

One private school, where the classes changed every four 
years when the fathers came and went with the changing guard 
in Washington, spawned a whole crop of malcontent, misfit 
graduates. One in particular, whose father held a number of 
visible posts, broke down completely and spent a number of 
years institutionalized. 

When he finally came out, more or less adjusted, he married a 
local girl and opened up a retail store. How could he say to a 
father who had put him through, at great expense, one of the best 
schools in the country that he was just a regular guy who wanted 
a normal life, that he was never going to be all that special? 

And on the other side, there are those brilliant kids in public 
school who find they just can’t get the breaks in life. Not only do 
they not get to spend summers in Hyannis or Newport, but they 
can’t get jobs at Morgan Stanley, either. 

All the envy and insecurity can hardly be worth it. The double 
track just serves to isolate people and limit the free flow of 
opportunities.

TM made wrong 
call on Lincoln 
School play area 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The Lincoln School Parents’ Asso¬ 
ciation would like to comment on the 
recent Town Meeting decision not to 
fund much-needed safety improve¬ 
ments at the Lincoln School after it 
had, just last year, acknowledged 
those needs by appropriating funds 
for an engineering study. 

Lincoln School is the largest 
elementar> school in the town with 
the smallest playground. The size of 
the school is, of course, the result of 
the decision of the town to close the 
Mystic School, a closure which was 
not followed by any remedial steps 
to compensate for the influx of the 
large number of students from 
Mystic. 

Moreover, Lincoln is the one 
elementary school located in the 
very center of the town’s business 
district. Lincoln School needs, at a 
minimum, better fencing, a bus tur¬ 
noff to take the bus off Washington 
Street during morning and afternoon 
loading and unloading, a better play- 
field surface and a regrading of the 
playfield. 

A suggestion was made during 
Town Meeting that this subject, 
which has been thoroughly studied 
since 1974, be studied once again. All 
town officials have been involved in 
the various studies, including the 
town manager, the selectmen, 
department heads and comittee 
officials. 

Why did the Town expend $12,500 
of town funds to obtain expert opin¬ 
ion on the Lincoln School only to 
ignore their recommendations? 


Like the situation at the Ambrose 
School, the Lincoln situation is one 
that involves the safety of the child¬ 
ren, not an attempt to beautify 
already safe areas. A proposal was 
made at Town Meeting that the 450 
students at Lincoln use Manchester 
Field for recess and sports 
activities. 

We believe that it is irresponsible 
for a selectman to make such an 
unresearched suggestion, which did 
not address such problems as: the 
time necessary to move the child¬ 
ren, which would reduce the already 
short play time or reduce class 
time; the unavailability of bathroom 
or first-aid facilities at Manchester 
Field, and the obvious conflicts with 
McCall Junior High in the use of the 
field. 

Perhaps this same selectman 
would also suggest closing off this 
section of Main Street to make his 
plan more feasible. 

The safety officer of the Winches¬ 
ter Police has stated that the conges¬ 
tion at the bus stop and around 
Lincoln School in general is very 
dangerous. Everyone is aware of the 
untenable traffic jam around Lin¬ 
coln School, especially during incle¬ 
ment weather. 

The school committee has no long¬ 
term plans to move the children of 
Lincoln School from the present site. 
There are 450 childrn at Lincoln who 
not only need to be protected but also 
be provided with a viable playspace. 

We cannot afford to wait until a 
child is seriously injured. The liabili¬ 
ty the town might incur would far 
exceed the expense necessary to 
rectify the situation now.

O'Connor elected 
MMS president 

Dr. Joseph J. O’Connor, an inter¬ 
nist and cardiologist from Winches¬ 
ter, was elected president of the 
Massachusetts medical Society

view that such diets disturb meta¬ 
bolism, making it difficult to main¬ 
tain weight loss once dieting has 
stopped. 

Results of the studies were 
released recently at a symposium on 
obesity attended by more than 600 
physicians and health professionals 
across the country, deluding nurse 
Barbara McMillan of the OPTIFAST 
Program at Winchester Hospital. 

One study, conducted at Kaiser 
Pennanente Medical Center in San 
Diego, tracked - for up to 30 months 

2,200 patients who completed The 
OPTIFAST Program. 

This is the first large-scale study 
to track patients more than 12 
months after they stopped dieting. 
Related research from the Universi¬ 
ty of Pennsylvania examined the 
long-term effects of very-low-calorie 
diets on body metabolism. 

Dr. Vincent Felitti, one of the 
Kaiser Pennanente study’s chief 
researchers, said the sample of 
patients who completed the 26-week 
treatment, all of whom were avail¬ 
able for follow-up, lost an average of 
57 pounds, of 94 percent of their 
excess weight. 

When tracked after 18 months, 60 
percent of patients sampled kept off 
an average of two-thirds of their 
loss. At 30 months, patients sutdied 
had kepi off an average of 60 percent 
of their weight loss. 

Obesity experts suggest that only 
5-10 percent of dieters using tradi¬ 
tional weight loss methods will 
maintain their weight loss beyond 
one year. 


“Weight loss can now be easily, 
safely and routinely accomplished 
with a good probability of maintain¬ 
ing the loss,’’ Felitti said. “Five 
years ago this just wasn’t the case. 
The frontier of dieting has moved 
from simply accomplishing a weight 
loss to maintaining the loss long¬ 
term.” 

The University of Pennsylvania 
study, conducted by Thomas Wad- 
den, who presented the results, 
looked at 55 patients who were ran¬ 
domly assigned to two groups. Each 
group attended weekly behavior 
modification group meetings. One 
group consumed a low-calorie diet of 
1,200 calories, while the other group 
consumed very-low calorie diet of 
420 calories (OPTIFAST nutritional 
supplement). 

After 24 weeks of treatment, 
patients following the 1,200 calorie 
regimen had lost 31 pounds on aver¬ 
age. Patients on the very-low-calorie 
diet had dropped an average of 54 
pounds. Metabolic rate of those on 
the very-low-calorie-diet dropped 
twice as much during the first 16 
weeks of dieting as that of those on 
the 1,200 calorie regimen. By the end 
of treatment, however, the resting 
metabolic rate of both groups each 
returned to the same level - 90 per¬ 
cent of their original levels. 

Noting a difference from past stu¬ 
dies, Wadden said, “We found that 
the long-term change in metabolism 
among dieters consuming the very- 
low-calorie-diet regiment was no 
greater than that in dieters who 
consumed the 1,200 calorie diet. And

the OPTIFAST patient lost nearly 
twice as much weight as did the 
other group.” 

The OPTIFAST Program, a 
medically-supervised obesity treat¬ 
ment approach designed for indivi¬ 
duals who need to lost 50 pounds or 
more, combines supplemented fast¬ 
ing, behavior modification, nutrition 
education and exercise. 

Winchester Hospital began offer¬ 
ing the OPTIFAST program in 1986.

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Reagan and Lennon: both had charisma

Communicatons skill, and its 
more extreme form, charisma, can 
get one elected to high office. 

Also, it sells millions of books, 
movie tickets and records. Two of 
our great communication}, Beatle 
John Lennon and President Ronald 
Reagan, shared that ephemeral 
"quality. They could move large 
groups of people in a particular 
direction through the sheer force of 
their personality. 

Reagan, however, has another 
people-moving tool, ideology. He has 
a rigid set of preconceptions about 
politics and other things that often 
are not considered as being political. 
Armed with the double barrel of 
charisma and ideology, he moved 
the public to vote for him and then 
attracted some of them to his inner 
circle. 

Further, this popularity often inti¬ 
midated the Dress and others who 
traditionally would have opposed an 


obvious ideologue. 

He was not only a popular presi¬ 
dent, but also a touted savior of the 


free enterprise system, prayers in 
school, rignt-to-lifers, ana a host of 


other causes backed up in the politi¬ 
cal pipeline of discontent. 

Charisma and ideology are power¬ 
ful weapons, but Reagan had even 
more. 

He could create and force the 
public to accept particular, well- 
honed mental images. He began as a 
broadcaster doing just that. Howev¬ 
er. his was an unusual kind of broad¬ 
casting. He was not watching the 
games. He was listening to them and 
then he reformulated them and 
passed his visions on to yet another 
audience. 

In some circles, this reformulation 
(or a variation of it such as pantom¬ 
ime or mimicry) is considered a 
minor art form. In those instances, 
generally speaking, both the parti¬ 
cipants and viewers are aware of the 
artistic and moral limitations. 

However, to those Reaganites 


inside the magic circle, limitations 
on Reagan’s continued reformula¬ 
tion were considered nuisances or 
not worthy of serious concern. After 
all, there was a country, and maybe 
a world, to save and the savior had 
to be supported. 

For their support, they got their 
time to be famous and the leader’s 
loyalty. This meant that men who 
once rode around in Alameda Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff’s cars thinking about how 
to save Berkeley and environs from 
the ravages of free speech, would be 
anointed to follow the leader from 
the semitropical streets of Sac¬ 
ramento to the wholly topical halls 
along the Potomac. 

And they would be forever happy. 
And so they came, sometimes from 
the top, but mostly from middle 
levels of government and business. 

They came because of the man - 
the one who provided more answers 
than anyone else in his time. 

In order to survive the endless 
days of meetings and nights chock 
full of papers and memos to be read 


and answered, one had to believe - 
not just that the emperor had 
clothes, but that they were whatever 
fashion the viewer wanted. 

What did it matter that overprom¬ 
ising became commonplace in those 
meetings, memos and position pap¬ 
ers? What did it matter that speech¬ 
es and other public acts became 
important not for their content, but 
merely because he spoke or acted? 

Even with Reagan’s persona well- 
etched in the public’s mind, and the 
never-changing answers engraved 
deeply, a few started to doubt him. 
Beginning with David Stockman and 
ending -- for the moment -- with 
Donald Regan, the gap between 
ideology and reality became too 
wide to be reformulated. 

It always does, and it did for both 
Reagan and Lennon. 

John Lennon also promised too 
much. Even though his promises 
were based on a less-developed 
ideology, he pushed them to a point 
from which there could be no 
disclaimers. 


Love and peace, when combined 
with some chemicals, would conquer 
all. But then in real life, we saw that 
it took lots of dollars, maybe mega¬ 
millions, in order for him to find 
peace and maybe love. Was there 
even a chance that the rest of us 
would come close? 

One of Lennon’s magic circle 
came to believe it was not possible 


The difference between Reagan 
and Lennon is that Lennon 
attempted to downplay his charisma 
and maybe tone down the old ideolo¬ 
gy by not appearing in public. But 
Reagan went the other way: his’ 
ideology and personality became 
inextricably intertwined. So much so 
that it was automatic: the day-to- 
day data of government operations 
or information of each fiscal year 
could not be rationally considered. 

This disparity could not be abided 
by a few insiders, and so they began 
to tell us things about the personali¬ 
ty. A compulsion began to sieze 
those who had once been close to the 


epicenter, and it has led us to a 
genre of kiss-and-tell more venom¬ 
ous than we outsiders could have 
ever imagined possible. 

Those who have vehemently and 
venomously attacked Reagan are 
attacking an historic accident and 
they want to do what they can to 
create personal, professional and 
intellectual distance. They know 
they were attracted and ensnared in 
a unique event and they believe they 
must alert us in writing. 


Estranged Mark David Chapman, 
who thought of himself in his delu¬ 
sions as one of John Lennon’s inrter 
circle, took a different route: he 
came from a different demographic 
stratum where writing books is not 
an option. 


Charisma and ideology engender 
strong reactions - ana sometimes 
deadly ones. Thus, it is better for the 
venom to flow in print - one can 
recover and maybe learn something 
from that form of getting even.

The cold meal is kept 
for supper. With this service avail¬ 
able, convalescent patients can 
leave the hospital sooner and senior 
citizens may stay in their own homes 
independently. 

Winchester residents, regardless 
of income or age who are essentially 
homebound with no access to nutri¬ 
tious, well-balanced meals qualify 
for the program as long as is 
necessary. 

The kitchen staff at the Winches¬ 
ter Hospital, working under the 
direction of the staff dietitian, plans, 
prepares and packs the meals. Vol¬ 
unteers working individually or 
through volunteer organizations, 
drive their own cars, pick up the 
meals at Winchester Hospital and 
deliver them to the clients. 

Committed to a regular schedule, 
usually weekly or bi-weekly, they 
are given an orientation by the 
M.O.W.’s coordinator. The volunteer 
day is from 11 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 

The M.O.W. coordinator is 
employed by the Meals on Wheels 
Advisory Committee on a part-time 
basis to administer the program. 
She recruits drivers, bills the reci¬ 
pients, and consults with families, 
doctors and agencies. 

There is always a need for volun¬ 
teer drivers, especially with the 
approach of vacation weeks. If inter¬ 
ested in this important service, con¬ 
tact Maria Quigley (-729-4548). The 
administrative headquarters is at 
Jenks Senior Center (721-7136). 

The program is financed by gifts 
of money from individuals, busines¬ 
ses, civic groups and churches. The 
EnKa Society, Church Women 
United and Rotary Club have been 


essential in supporting the Meals on 
Wheels program, which is sponsored 
by the Winchester Council on Aging 
and the Winchester Seniors 
Association.

for 11th- or 12th-grade students. 

Subject to school committee 
review, the expansion program 
would also offer stress management 
courses as a part of the ninth-grade 
health program. Students would be 
exposed to a further stress manage¬ 
ment training course in the 11th 
grade. 

Also, a recommendation was 
addressed that would implement a 
small-group program, which would 
be led by a teacher or counselor. 
“An orientation in a small group 
would be very beneficial to the stu¬ 
dents,” said Mitsakos, “as would be 
the additional orientation training 
for parents, as well.” 

The committee will seek an indivi¬ 
dual with a background in counsel¬ 
ing and teaching to lead these 
groups. That person would be hired 
on a contractual basis, and be asked 
to undertake the organization of the 
orientation meetings for freshmen 
parents and parents new to 
Winchester. 

As part of the intervention ser¬ 
vices, the task force recommended 
the creation of a staff position at the 
high school to provide psychological 
support services. 

Such duties would include short¬ 
term counseling, support service to 
parents and faculty, and exploring a

peer-counseling program. 

The cost to hire a clinical psycho¬ 
logist would depend on the experi¬ 
ence of the person hired, but Mitsa¬ 
kos gave a ballpark figure of 
between $27,000 and $32,000. A small- 
group leader would cost a further 
$10,000 to $12,000.

While Deering acknowledged that 
additional monies are available for 
water projects with the DEQE’s 
rejection of the town’s proposal, he 
said the board will have to prioritize. 

“The money is earmarked for 
water projects and will be used for 
water projects,” Deering assured 
Schleicher. However, the board will 
consult the water department to 
determine where the greatest needs 
are, he added. 

“We are trying to take a more 
global approach,” said Deering. The 
board does not want to solve prob¬ 
lems “piecemeal.” he said, but 


plans to “do it in a more comprehen¬ 
sive way to improve the whole water 
system.” 

“What parts of town are in more 
serious situations than the north 
end?" asked Schleicher. 

Deering said the north end “is not 
the only area of town that has prob¬ 
lems.” 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
his “commitment now is that the 
north end would be a very high 
priority.” Schmitt pointed out that 
selectmen will have to examine the 
options and decide “which makes 
the most sense” before allocating 
funds.

with it steep increases in water and 
sewer rates. 

“We checked with other communi¬ 
ties in the MWRA to find out how 
prevalent a special rate was. We 
found out that no communities did it. 
We then calculated that it would cost 
$80,000 on the old rates,” he said. 

Both Maurer and Serratore 
expressed their concern about those 
who have already spent money on a 
second meter. Serratore said he was 
“sorry, but it was a policy decision 
made by the town.” 

But Keshian says he’s been duped. 


“I didn’t ask the town for a second 
meter. It’s the first time in 20 years 
anybody said I’m going to save! 
money for a change. I don’t care if it 
costs me $5,000. I have to cut costs, 
let the town cut costs. I keep my 
word,” he said. 

Keshian intends to organize the 
second meter households. “United 
we stand. At least I’ll bring the town 
to small claims court. At the most a 
class-action suit,” he said. His view 
is that he and the other second-! 
meter families should be “grand¬ 
fathered” out.

nuing excuses swirling around the 
Winchester High School ventilation 
fiasco are as stale as the air in the 
building this past week. 

The controversy dates back to the 
early ’70s when the high school was 
first built. At that time enclosed 
buildings were a novel and popular 
idea. 

The Burlington Mall, which is an 
enclosed building constructed 
around the same time as the high 
school, has a very similar ventila¬ 
tion system and thus has many of the 
same problems as Winchester High. 

Choosing the particular system 
was not the mistake. The system 
worked very effectively for the first 
few years. However, as the machin¬ 
ery aged, it began to deteriorate. 

Due partly to neglect, but mainly 
to the complexity of the system and 
the unavailabilty of parts, two diffi¬ 
culties arose that have alternately 
plagued students and teachers for 
more than a decade. 

The original problem was that of 


air quality. 

The air quality dilemma centered 
around the accumulation of carbon 
dioxide in the building. The system 
was not drawing in enough fresh air; 
it was simply recirculating the low- 
quality air already present. 

Five years ago a large number of 
students fainted and others became 
ill due to a lack of fresh oxygen. This 
problem was a much more serious 
health hazard than the sauna stu¬ 
dents and teachers suffered through 
this past week. 

The most recent development in 
the ongoing saga involves the temp¬ 
erature in the building. 

Horowitz and many of the other 
students and faculty felt drowsy and 
lightheaded because of the unbear¬ 
able heat inside the building, not the 
poor air quality, according to Super- 
intendent of Schools Charles 
Mitsakos. 

The air-quality problem has been 
repaired, Mitsakos said. 

Referring to a report provided by 
experts, Mitsakos explained that the 
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air quality figures in the high school 
were only slightly below the ideal 
performance figures that the com¬ 
pany wishes the product to attain. 

In anticipation of future problems 
with the air quality, the head custo¬ 
dian the the high school has been 
provided with a device capable of 
measuring the air quality in any 
room at any given time. 

The air quality and the tempera¬ 
ture problems are based on the same 
design flaw. The problem exists 
because of the single-pipe system 
used in this particular type of venti¬ 
lation apparatus, according to High 
School Principal Vincent Larocco. 

The single pipe system, explained 
Larocco, simply means that the 
heating and air conditioning are fun- 
neled through the same network of 
pipes. This would not seem to be a 
problem because no set of circum¬ 
stances arise in which there would 
be a need to use both the heating and 
the air conditioning at the same 
time. 

The difficulties arise when the air 
quality level drops below an accept¬ 
able level. This drop can occur for 
many different reasons, ranging 
from the mere cleanliness of the 
vents to a broken pipe. 


The concept of any air condition¬ 
ing system is one of recirculation. 
Only 5 to 10 percent of the air in the 
building is taken from outside, 
according to Larocco. 

Because the percentage of fresh 
air received during the air condition¬ 
ing process is so small, the effects of 
any difficulties with the ventilation 
are much more drastic. 

However, explained Larocco, 
when the heating system is being 
used, all the air is taken from out¬ 
side, thus eliminating the problem of 
carbon dioxide build-up. 

When the cooling system breaks 
down, the only way to remedy the 
situation and get fresh air into the 
building is to turn on the heat. 

This is a necessary evil if a safe 
air quality level is to be maintained, 
Larocco said. 

With the air quality fiasco in the 
past and the air conditioning situa¬ 
tion under control, pessimists can 
only speculate on what will be the 
next crisis. 

Until town officials allocate a 
more extensive budget to mainte¬ 
nance of the ventilation system, the 
students and teachers will have to 
accept the shortcomings of the 
single pipe system.

With a little imagination, a good 
teacher, and sprinkles of wonder¬ 
ful feelings, anyone can become 
one of those breath-taking 
dancers. 

Romance seems to be “in” for 
the eighties, with even the movies 
sending people back for dance 
lessons. According to John Mor- 
rone, Manager of Burlington’s 
Arthur Murray Dance Studio,

Debbie of Medford actually 
cancelled her first lesson three 
times before being convinced to 
give it a try. Now, only six months 
later, she's almost ready to take 
her Bronze I test. "At first I

mirrors watching, but you know, 
they’ve been pretty helpful lately.” 

Gary Hartman of Waltham 
thought it might be something 
nice to do with his evenings. He’s 
been a regular since September of 
1986, and is working on a Bronze 
II level. "I still step on toes, but my 
mother would probably be 
impressed.” 

To describe an evening with 
Joe, our private instructor, think 
early twenties, dark brown hair, an 
engaging smile, and always- 
dancing feet. 

Because the man must do the 
leading, he is always taught his 
part first. Joe usually stands 
beside my husband, walks through 
a new step while explaining, and 
they both repeat and repeat until 
everyone’s comfortable. Next, we 
face each other, but keep about 
two feet apart until I’ve learned my 
steps. Finally, we stand together in 
dance position, a record is popped 
on, and we’re off. 

Joe thinks my part is e^sy since 
I "only have to follow," but I think 
it’s not, always having to go back¬ 
wards and twirling and what-not 
on someone else’s whim. 

Occasionally, he will use me for 
a demonstration. It’s amazing how 
little I can even sense his arms 
around me (it’s like dancing with a 
2-ounce wire hanger from the 
cjoset^ I’m ^wa^s t suj3rjeed^ wppn \ t 


see my own feet inthe wail mirrors 
steDDina around the dance floor. 
Joe kind of drives you in and out 
of traffic with a slight poke in the 
back, a little pressue on a hand, or 
a persistent leg forcing you to step 
backwards or forward. 

Cheryl, who teaches the 
“group" and "jazz" class, is petite, 
has long dark hair, and a "latin" 
hip swing that's pretty hard to 
keep up with. She always looks 
verv serious until the music starts, 
and then becomes all smiles, gig¬ 
gles and endless bursts of energy. 

In a group class, the men line up 
against one wall, and the women 
against the other. As usual, the 
men learn their steps first, fol¬ 
lowed by the women. Cheryl 
stands in the center of the room, 
with her back to the men, describ¬ 
ing and walking them through 
each of their steps. When she 
thinks thev have mastered the 
lesson (by watching the mirrors), 
she spins around to become a lady 
again to guide the "followers."

Some dance 
history 


Some Dance History 
Until 1900 very few Americans 
danced: when they did. it was 
mainly Waltzes and Polkas. Jazz 
dancing became popular in the 
early 1900s. Around 1910, Rag¬ 
time came into vogue with dances 
such as the Crab Step, Kangaroo 
Dip, Chicken Scratch and Turkey 
Trot. 


Arthur Murray started teaching 
dancing in 1912 at (he Grand 
Central Palace, a huge exhibition 
hall in New York City. A few years 
later, he took teacher instruction 
at the Castle House where he 
learned the famous Castle Walk 
and Tange. 

During the thirties, the studio 
introduced such dances to the 
public as the Lambeth Walk and 
the Big Apple. With the introduc¬ 
tion of the Twist in 1961, business 
declined for a few years. Begin¬ 
ning about 1968 “Touch Dancing” 


became popular again with the 
upsurge of interest in the Latin 
dances such as the Mambo, 
Merengue and Tango. 

With the release of the movie, 
Saturday Night Fever in December 
of 1977, people began flocking 
into the studios. The Hustle was 
very popular in 1978, in mid-1979 
interest moved to the Fox Trot. 
Rumba and Cha Cha. Today, the 
romance of dancing has again 
been captured on the silver screen 
with "Dirty Dancing" and "Salsa."

And James 
Bridges directed Jay Mclnerney’s 
adaptation of his fashionable 
novel with no sense of dramatic 
buildup; the story just plods along 
from one showy scene to anothe :

What About Art? by Meredith Fife Day

Artists one year better 


Each year Chapel Gallery has a 
group of artists whose work was 
featured in solo exhibitions there 
the previous season. The seven 
artists in this year's Update pro¬ 
vide a rich and varied viewing 
experience. Familiarity with their 
work from having seen last year's 
one-person shows enhances that 
experience, but is hardly requisite. 

The progress, or change, in the 
work is interpreted by the artists 
themselves in written statements 
displayed in the gallery, and is 
interesting to note from a critical 
standpoint. However, it is a tribute 
to both the artists and the gallery 
that the work has presence and 
individuality in its own current 
context, and that each of the seven 
artists is able to have a distinct 
voice in a chorus that could, but 
does not. overwhelm. 

Barbara Berry's construction. In 
Full Bloom, is the largest work in 
the show. The house-like struc¬ 
ture. with walls, windows and a 
doorway entrance, invites viewer 
participation in its space, defined 
by the colorful "wall'' surfaces. 
Patterned with rounded and ser¬ 
pentine shapes of flowers, leaves 
and stems, these surfaces are 
interrupted by the cut-out window 
shapes which from the exterior 
frame a picture like series of 
events—real branches, painted 
shapes and scavenged 
embellishments—and from the 
interior give form to poetic iro¬ 
nies: a gracefully sturdy tree form 
that might be viewed as part of a 
landscape outside the window is, 
instead, inside, anchored in a box¬ 


like structure made of paned glass 
which becomes a playful version 
of the "window box." 

Shutters are inside too, caked, 
like the nearby surfaces, with yel¬ 
low paint and configurations evok¬ 
ing a welcome invasion of sunlight 
into the structure’s interior. 


Such moments as the window 
are described by Berry in her writ¬ 
ten update as "smaller, complete 
pieces contained within the larger 
structure, giving a sense of focus 
and intimacy." and give us a clue 
to the shift from her previous 
work, which had a similar look and 
sensibility, but was conceived 
more as construction-as-sculpture 
than construction-as-complete- 
environment. 


The shift in Jean Cain’s work is 
one of emphasis rather than con¬ 
cept. Even if the artist had not 
told us in her written statement of 
her increasing interest in drawing, 
the work shows an attention to the 
scale, formal relationships and 
directional marks of drawings that 
gives rigor and solidity to Boston's 
familiar facades and pockets of 
urban space beneath big green 
trolley track supports. Cain, who 
showed similar images in her pre¬ 
vious work, is relying more on the 
use of prismacolor with her acryl¬ 
ic, which not only shows to advan¬ 
tage her refinement and more con-, 
fident grasp of issues in drawing, 
but also creates a sense of mood in 
her scenes. An airy white light is 


created with the prismacolor 
marks and the city is seen as 
fragile and silent —almost 
dreamy—with filmy silhouettes 
inside a Dunkin' Donuts shop its 
only visible inhabitants. 

Painter Roberta Paul's city 
makes itself known by the emerg¬ 
ing presence of brick walls amidst 
tropical flora and vegetation and 
clunky grey sculpture fragments. 
She explains, "The jungle walls are 
slowly being replaced by brick 
walls. I have spent the last year 
finishing up my new studio and 
home in a converted school build¬ 
ing. The walls meet one another 
and the mystery continues." Paul 
shows one large canvas and sever¬ 
al smaller studies, all in oil crayon. 
The large scale of imagery, heavy 
application of medium and shal¬ 
low space pressed close to the 
picture surfaces lend her work a 
turgor that obscures boundaries 
between the formal and the 
psychological. 

The other artists in the exhibi¬ 
tion are Paolo Savarino, Brian 
Swift, Peik Larsen and John Stor- 
row. Savarino and Larsen show 
abstract paintings in which ges¬ 
ture, consistent with their previous 
work, continues to be of great 
importance. Larsen also shows 
black and white prints that have a 
clarity and commitment to shape 
and mark definition that his paint¬ 
ings fall short of stating. 

The big format of Swift's photo¬ 
graphs remains a major element in 
his work. Last year’s cryptic 
images of painted symbols on 


altered, oversized and close-up 
views of the human body have 
given way to more abstract imag¬ 
ery. Space, dark and infinite, is 
entered and crossed by textured, 
unnamed, unanchored objects 
that evoke a mystery of flux and 
void, much less physical and 
implication than his previously 
exhibited work. 


Storrow's art is the most diffi¬ 
cult of all the work to categorize. 
His work appears less influenced 
by other artists and more in tune 
with his own internal impulses and 
responses than much exhibited 
art, period. Scaling down from the 
large paintings and sculpture he 
showed last year, his easel-sized 
wall-mounted work combines and 
overlaps imagery that includes the 
natural forms of trees and leaves 
as well as chairs, hearts and 
houses. Lines become shapes. 
Shapes become pattern. And the 
rich, dark colors of nature are 
happily compatible with bright 
and decorative primary hues. 


A spontaneous lyricism 
becomes the prevailing character¬ 
istic of Storrow's work. There is 
also a vertical thrust to all his 
pieces, as if they are in the process 
of growth.

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Youths shoot 
out window, 
into residence

Two Woburn youths were arrested 
by Winchester police for wanton 
destruction of property, discharge of 
firearms within 500 feet of a dwelling 
place and trespassing. 

According to Lt. James Pierce, 
the two youths admitted during 
questioning by police that they had 
fired the weapons from the window 
of a Cross Street home. Although 
there were other youths in the home 
at the time, they did not participate 
in the shooting, he said. 

The two youths will be arraigned 
in the juvenile division of Woburn 
District Court June 29. 

According to police reports, at 
10:17 p.m. June 18, Patrolman 
James Covino was dispatched to the 
Charles Road area in response to a 
report of gunshots. 

Police surrounded and secured the 
area. Upon entering the home, 
police discovered it was occupied by 


a teenage girl, who was babysitting, 
with three female and three male 
friends. 

A total of six weapons were confis¬ 
cated by police, including two .22 
caliber semiautomatic rifles, a .22 
caliber single shot rifle, two 
12-gauge shotguns and a .45 caliber 
black powder pistol. 

Police were also later called to a 
Charles Road home, which abutts 
the Cross Street home, where the 
owner showed police bullet holes in 
his bathroom wall as well as debris 
from shattered tiles in the bath¬ 
room, according to reports. 

Pierce said the owner of the guns 
does have an FID card, which legal¬ 
ly gives him the right to have the 
weapons in his home. 

However, Pierce said gun-owners 
should keep their weapons in a 
locked cabinet, with ammunition in 
a separate place. 

In this situation, Pierce said, “It’s 
a miracle that no one was hurt. For 
that, we can be thankful.”

Tenant group flexes new muscles

For the second time in as many 
weeks, the board of selectmen met 
Monday to consider transfer station 
fees. The first meeting was not sup¬ 
posed to be a public hearing, but the 
public prevailed. 

The second meeting June 20 was 
primarily a public hearing, but the 
selectmen carried the evening. 

They voted to increase, substan¬ 
tially, the fees to deposit trash at the 
transfer station The biggest 
increase was for commercial hauler 
refuse: the current rate of $57 per 
ton will go to $90. 

Next came residential permits: 
they will now cost $20. 

The rationale for the increases 
was given by Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer. “The fees 
reflect, accurately, the costs. The 
amount of fee of any class does not 
exceed the cost in that category.” 

And fees had to be increased, 
according to Maurer, because the 
town’s finance committee reduced 
the personal services and overtime 
budgets. The finance committee’s 
recommendation was voted in by 
Town Meeting this spring. 

Thus, the options were to reduce 
the transfer station hours or 


increase fees. “My concern is to 
keep the level of services we enjoy. 
We have gone through several 
options...and I’m in favor of retain¬ 
ing the 44 hours until Dec. 1,” Maur¬ 
er said, referring to the present 
hours of operation. 

On Dec. 1. the selectmen promised 
to review the current increases as 
well as the budget. 

It was not an easy task, however, 
to get to the unanimous vote to 
increase the fees. With the exception 
of Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Deering, the other selectmen voiced 
concern with how equitable the new 
fee structure was. 

Led by Selectman Judith Muggia, 
other board members voiced several 
different types and levels of 
dissatisfaction. 

Muggia suggested that in order to 
make fees and transfer station use 
more equitable, there should be a 
“coupon system of 10 to 12 per book 
at a cost of $2.50 each. If you go 
more, it will cost you more. Large 
families, more trips. They (the 
users) will control the costs.” 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
agreed with Muggia’s proposal. "I 
also point out that it dovetails with 
recycling,” he said. 

Selectman Steve Powers voiced

Association representatives told 
Winchester Housing Authority mem¬ 
bers they are dissatisfied with main¬ 
tenance activities on the grounds. 

According to Association Presi¬ 
dent Marion Hatch, the grounds are 
not maintained properly. Hatch said 
it would be helpful for the assocation 
to be aware of the responsibilities of

However, Housing Authority 
Director Jeremiah Keefe was not 
overly receptive to Hatch’s 
complaints.

Keefe said he was “surprised at 
the language used” by Hatch in her 


presentation. He said the 21 com¬ 
plaints presented by the assocation 
in May have been addressed, and 
that problems will be taken care of 
when modernization funds from the 
state are received. 

Hatch disagrees that all the prob¬ 
lems have been addressed. She said 
some of the time spent by the 
groundskeepers mowing the lawn 
could be used to perform other 
tasks. Residents, she said, do not see 
the need for cutting the lawn so often 
that the grass is cut down to the dirt 
and burns up.

McLean retires 

Pediatrician caps off 40 years 


Neighbors nix modern medical tool

For most of the board of appeal’s 
hearing Monday there was an 
absence of serious disagreement 
among participants, but when it 
came time to consider Winchester 
Hospital’s request for a special per¬ 
mit for mobile resonance-imaging 
equipment, the quietitude was over¬ 
taken by substantial neighborhood 
opposition. 

The petition was denied without 
prejudice. 

The hospital’s part of the hearing 
began with President Eugene Lou- 
bier’s presentation. What the hospi¬ 


tal proposed to do was to have an 
18-wheel truck deliver once a week a 
van that contains the magnetic 
resonance-imaging equipment. 

“It is state-of-the-art technology 
which offers a multi-dimensional 
view. There is no radiation, no ill 
effects. It is a magnetic field which 
replaces invasive procedures,” Lou¬ 
bier said. “If the Hospital were to 
buy a machine it would cost about 
two million. We’re in a joint consor¬ 
tium with Newton-Wellcsly and 
Mount Auburn and this is the only 
way to bring the technology here,” 
he continued. 

Loubier also told the board that 
the hospital had worked it out with

After 40 years of pediatric service 
to the town of Winchester,- Dr. 
Donald McLean has decided it’s 
time to hang up his stethoscope. 

McLean, who has had his practice 
on Main Street since 1948, has 
decided to leave the formal medical 
practice, but said he intends to 
remain active in town. 

Born in Somerville, McLean 
attended Harvard University as well 
as Harvard University Medical 
School. He performed his internship 
and residency at Children’s Hospital 
in Boston, working in the adolescent 
unit. 

However, his Boston training was 
interupted for several years by 
World War II, in which he served as 
an Army medical officer. 

Returning home, McLean finished 
his residency, moving on as a neur¬ 
ologist at the Neurological Institute 
in New York. 

McLean found his way to Winches¬ 
ter where Dr. Harry Muller, the 
pediatrician in town at the time, was 
looking for a partner. McLean’s 
brother, John, was also practicing 
podiatry here. That was Jan. 1, 1948, 
and McLean has been tending to 
children’s medical needs ever since. 

McLean was one of the few pediat¬ 
ricians in the area during the first 
decade of his practice, covering 
towns from Medford to Lowell “dur¬ 
ing the years of the famous house- 
call era, which 1 regret has passed 
into obsolescence,” he said. 

McLean’s philosophy is that know¬ 
ing the family allows a physician to 
understand the child better. 

“Probably the biggest change in 
pediatrics has been the very person¬ 
al touch of pediatricians in which 
you knew the family far better 
because of the closeness of the fami¬ 
ly,” said McLean The difference 
today is that the head of the family is

more often a single parent, he 
added. 

“The stability of the American 
family was much more marked 
(then) than I see it today,” McLean 
pointed out. “The trust between the 
family and the physician was 


extremely strong at that time.” 

With a weaker family structure 
evident in society, McLean said he 
feels there is a “diminished feeling 
of trust” for doctors in general. This, 
he said, “results in a great deal

“I wanted to call it quits while I 
was still ahead,” says Mary Connors 
of her impending retirement. 

A veteran of the Winchester 
School system, Connors’ vitality and 
ready sense of humor have hardly 
fallen victim to the hands of time, 
yet she claims, “You reach a time 
when you look around and realize 
that you’re older than most of your 
colleagues and it’s time to move 
on.” 

Connors was born and raised in 
the Midwest. She went on to earn a 
degree in nursing, yet after the birth 
of her children, began to develop an 
interest in education. She says her 
decision to follow an educational 
career was “just one of those 
things,” and she enrolled at Tufts 
University, and received her mas¬ 
ters in elementary education. 

Connors’ career has spanned 23 
years, 19 of which were devoted to 
enlightening youngsters at what was 
once Mystic School. For the last four 
years, she has been the mainstay of 
the second grade at Lincoln Elemen 
tary School. 

Connors is clearly a teacher who 
enjoys the classroom as much, if not 
more, than her students. She claims 
that teaching is ideally about 
‘‘inspiring the kids as much as 
yourself.” 

“I can’t think that there is any¬ 
thing worse in this life than having a 
job you hate to face,” she says. A 
message that she has tried to com¬ 
municate to both her pupils and her 
own children is: “If it’s what you 
want to do and you have assessed it, 
do it -1 firmly believe that.” 

She does admit that teaching has 
had its share of drawbacks. “People

think teaching is easy,” she says, 
“but the kids drain from you emo¬ 
tionally — you give and give and 
give, and you need time to 
recharge.” 

Scanning her career as a whole, 
she admits, “I probably gave more 
to teaching than I should have. I 
don’t feel I neglected my children, 
but it is a compromise. I think a lot 
of women are realizing that now. ” 

Connors has established relation 
ships with her pupils that extend 
beyond the usual student-teacher 
boundaries. She has a quick sense of 
humor and believes in discarding all 
but the most essential formalities 
“At first they don’t know how to take 
me, but after the initial adjustment, 
I get very close to my kids.” 

About her 23-year commitment to 
them, she remarks, “I guess I prefer

After 22 years in the Winchester 
school system, Vincent Larocco has 
decided to retire from education.

In a letter to board members Mon¬ 
day night, McNamee said, “Because 
I am a citizen of Winchester and 
because public safety is at stake, I 
am compelled to continue my efforts 
to resolve these problems. It would 
be preferable if town officials includ¬ 
ing the board of selectmen would 
recognize their collective duty and 
act. This has not been the case to 
date. Consequently, tonight I 
embark on a process that will both 
educate the officials and will make 
suggestions to resolve the outstand¬ 
ing problems.” 

McNamee continued, stating that 
many problems exist in the fire 
department. “One of the most press¬ 
ing is the incidence of alcoholism 
among the membership of the 
department. Because of lack of 
structure within the fire department 
and the lack of a treatment program 
for the affected members, public 
safety has been and continues to be 
compromised.” 

McNamee said if town officials do 
not address the problem, “you can 
be sure I’ll be back with facts, dates 
and people.”

Al-Anon district to hold roundup here

c According to MaryLou, a member 
of Al-Anon. the roundup provides an 
^opportunity for people to get 
together and discuss issues not regu¬ 
larly discussed at Al-Anon meetings. 
r ’ Al-Anon is open to anyone who 
thinks they may be affected by an 
alcoholic, and meetings are based on 
rtonfidentiality. To become a mem- 
| ber, one only needs to attend a 
! meeting, she said. 

A derivative of Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AA), the purpose of 
Al-Anon is to provide support for 
people affected by alcoholics. Mem- 
; tiers, said Mary Lou, “are very 


warm in reaching out to someone 
new. We ask that people not com¬ 
pare stories, but identify with feel¬ 
ings. You get great comfort in know¬ 
ing that you’re not alone.” 

AA was originally a 12-step prog¬ 
ram “based on the basic Christian 
principles in terms of accepting 
what is,” said Mary Lou. “Each of 
us can only be responsible for our 
own lives, but we have to take (that) 
responsibility.” 

The focus of Al-Anon, however, is 
on those affected by alcoholics “and 
our recovery, as opposed to what the 
alcoholic is doing or saying,” said 
Mary Lou. The group meetings pro¬ 
vide an opportunity “to find recov¬ 
ery and serenity for ourselves,” she 
added. People must realize that 
“whatever decision an alcoholic 
makes, their lives are their lives.” 


Mary Lou became involved in Al- 
Anon because she was concerned 
about the abuse of alcohol in her 
workplace. ‘‘I wanted to find out 
more about alcoholism as a dis¬ 
ease,” she said. 

The roundup will be held from 
11:30 a.m. to 7 p.m., and will consist 
of a series of workshops. Registra¬ 
tion will take place from 11:30 a.m. 
to noon, with workshops running 
from noon to 5:15 p.m. Speakers will 
make presentations from 5:30 to 6:30 
p.m. New members are welcome. 

A donation of $2 is requested, but 
not required of those unable to pay. 
A buffet will be served from 2:15 to 3 
p.m., and food donations are appre¬ 
ciated. For babysitting, call ahead:

Conditions at Wildwood Cemetery 
are deteriorating, according to 
Michael Saraco. 

Saraco, chairman of the Wildwood 
Cemetery advisory committee, told 
selectmen Monday night that his 
committee has received numerous 
complaints about the condition of the 
cemetery. 

Stairways need repairs, embank¬ 
ments are washing away, graves¬ 
tones are covered with overgrown 
plants, and the holding tomb and 
retaining walls are “in dire need of 
repairs,” he said. 

“I am very sorry to say that 
Wildwood Cemetery is slowly deter¬ 
iorating. The thing that bothers me 
is, the longer this goes on, the more 
costly it’s going to be” to do repairs, 
he added. 

Saraco said his comments were 
not intended as criticism of the 
cemetery or department of public 
works employees. “You can’t expect 
them to do the impossible,” he 
pointed out. 

During the 1960s, Saraco said, 
there were 15 employees in the sum¬ 
mer months to keep up the area. 
Today, there are four to maintain 
the cemetery, which “is better than 
double the area and amount of work 
to be done.” 


One suggestion by Saraco to 
selectmen was that his committee 
solicit funds to help maintain the 
area, as do the Friends of the 
Library and other similar groups. 
“Let it be a self-sustained opera¬ 
tion," he said. 

Selectmen asked Saraco and his 
committee to determine what has 
been done in other towns and how fee 
structures work, “so the two boards 
can meet with a total spread of 
information,” said Selectman Judith 
Muggia. 

“I would be very interested in 
meeting with the committee as *a 
board,” added Muggia. 

Selectmen Steve Powers said he 
thinks “the cemetery issue is a big 
one.” Powers encouraged Saraco 
and his committee to bring forth 
suggestions for improving the 
system. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said the problem in Wild¬ 
wood Cemetery “is the tip of the 
iceberg.” Although particular prob¬ 
lems may not have existed when 
that budget was reduced, if the trend 
continues, there are going to be 
increasing problems, said Maureri 

Deering asked Saracco to develop 
a self-financing plan for the cemet¬ 
ery over the summer to be presented 
to selectmen at the first meeting 
after Labor Day.

ence began to voice their opposition. 

William Baldwin, who lives on 
Fairmount Street, said he worries 
about his two children’s safety.

Board member and attorney Amy 
Wanger replied to Oppenheimer’s 
suggestion by saying that “a lot of 
the opposition is not solved by time.”

yet another problem with the trans¬ 
fer station. “We’re not going to have 
proper policy if we don’t have fees 
high enough,” he said. Additionally, 
Powers says there is a problem of 
how “to enforce any fee; 10 out of 12 
of my friends don’t have a sticker." 

There were approximately 4,700 
stickers sold last fiscal year, accord¬ 
ing to John Airey, trash hauler and 
member of the audience, and “the 
balance of 1,300 use a commerical 
hauler,” he said. These data were 
generally supported by Maurer and 
the selectmen. 

This means that car stickers — for 
those who deliver their trash to the 
station — account for about $87,000

more of litigation and high malprac¬ 
tice rates, and a vast increase of 
divorce rates.”

One 
of the founders of the A Better 
Chance (ABC) House, McLean ini¬ 


tially served as medical director. 

During the 1960s, he helped 
Winchester address its drug prob¬ 
lems, “starting in 1967, when this 
town was hit with drugs for the first 
time,” he said. McLean set up edu¬ 
cational programs, and was in 
charge of a committee called Con¬ 
cern, which was made up of adults 
and students interested in combat¬ 
ting the drug problem. 

In addition, he has been active “in 
trying to promote a sensible sex 
education program in the schools,” 
noted McLean. The schools system 
is “doing as well as they can, but 
they should start (sex education) at 
grade K and go through to grade 12,” 
he said. 

McLean has been involved with 
his church throughout his years in 
Winchester as well. Serving as a 
Sunday school teacher at the Epis¬ 
copal Church, McLean said the 
experience was “much to my 
benefit.” 

Today, McLean is active at the 
Jenks Senior Center, which he said 
is “one of the more unique centers in 
the United States because of the 
tremendous enthusiasm and ability 
of the seniors in this town, and the 
willingness to participate for the 


good of other senior citizens who are 
unable to take care of themselves.” 

He is also a member of the board 
of directors of Mt. Vernon House. 

“I think very strongly if you are 
going to live in a community, you’re 
going to do as much for that com¬ 
munity to make it better,” he said. 

McLean said he is “very sad to 
leave the profession,” but that he 
will “continue to be in Winchester 
and do as much as I can for Winches¬ 
ter with the medical commmunity 
and the community as a whole, par¬ 
ticularly where children and senior 
citizens are concerned.” 

His partners over the year have 
been the source of great support, he 
said. Dr. Harold Wheeler and Dr. 
Euan Blanch have been “great 
friends and very helpful,” he said. 

In addition, said McLean, the hos- 

E ital has been very important to 
im, “particularly Drs. Anino, Flah¬ 
erty and Simmons.” He stressed 
how “cooperative the entire medical 
profession has been” during his 
years of practice. 

In ending his pediatric career, 
McLean said, “I’ve had all the good 
fortune and very little, if any, diffi¬ 
culties. Mine has been an unusually 
pleasant, enjoyable, rewarding 
experience.’’ 


per year. Maurer’s figure was 
$89,400. 

The commercial haulers pay 
about $340,000, according to George 
Nowell, a trash removal operator 
who attended the hearing. 

We each generate about one-half 
ton per year or two tons per house¬ 
hold, according to DPW Director 
Dominic Serratore. It costs the town 
approximately $90 per ton. or $180 
per household to dispose of it. 

“Trash,” as Deering said “is a 
global problem. The approach here 
is to establish a rate for fair share 
and review it in six months.”

When Mark Beatty decided to ful¬ 
fill his dream to walk across coun¬ 
try, he wasn’t sure his wife Jane 
would accompany him. 

Today, with encouragement and a 
cause, Jane has joined Mark on what 
they predict will be a 15-month jour¬ 
ney. The pair left May 8 from the top 
of Cadillac Mountain in Maine. 
Walking an average of 15 miles per 
day, they are now more than five 
weeks into their walk. 

Jane and Mark recently took a 
break in Winchester to visit Jane’s 
parents, William and Marjorie 
Owens of Squire Road, making a 
stop at the Star office. 

In deciding to make the journey, 
Jane said it was important for her to 
have a cause. As a result, the Beat¬ 
tys chose to have their walk benefit 
the National Spinal Chord Injury 
Association (NSCIA), which, said 
Jane, “is an organization whose pur¬ 
poses I could feel good about.” 

In choosing her cause, Jane said 
she was interested in finding an 
organization that related to her 
career as an occupational therapist 
(OT). Through their cross-country 
walk, the Beattys hope to raise 
awareness as well as funds for the 
organization. 

“Using my OT knowledge, I 
wanted to do something sacrificial 
as a way of expressing my Christian¬ 
ity,’’ said Jane. She noted she did a 
lot of investigating before choosing 
NSCIA. 

“There are many different organi¬ 
zations that support research,” she 
noted. “The thing that attracted me 
to this organization is that it does 
(research) but also addresses (vic¬ 
tims’) needs now. Just because a 
person has spinal chord injury does 
not mean they don’t have potential 
for a really good life.” 

The Beattys said what amazed 
them most during their walk this far 
was how open and friendly people 
have been. For example, in Maine, 
they were approached by a woman 
who had seen their picture in the 
newspaper. When she confirmed 
they were in fact the Beattys, she 
invited them home for a turkey 
dinner. 

“More often, we get thumbs up 
and peace signs,” said Jane. “That 
helps so much. Just that little ges¬ 
ture is a pick-me-up.” 

Getting along hasn’t been a prob¬ 
lem, they agreed. “Fortunately, we 
like each other,” said Mark, 
smiling. 

The Beattys said walking together 
allows them additional time to catch 
up on each other’s lives. 

“Another motivating factor for me 
was that if I didn’t go, all this time 
I’d be away from Mark,” said Jane. 
“Also, I wouldn’t be able to share 
this very important part of his life 
with him.’’

Jane said since she and Mark are 
covering their own expenses, funds 
they collect along the way go direct¬ 
ly to the organization. In addition, 
they ask chapters around the coun¬ 
try to coordinate fundraising activi¬ 
ties with their arrival. 

“Hopefully, we can be some sort of 
stimulus for fundraising events,” 
said Jane. 

Mark pointed out that even if they 
don’t raise a large amount of money, 
"we wanted to be able to raise other 
people’s awareness that people like 
Jane who work with spinal chord 
injuries really care.” In addition, he 
said, they hope to make people 
aware of the challenges spinal chord 
injury victims face. 

“With a little help, (victims) can 
get back into a quality life,’’ Mark 
said. 

NSCIA confronts three main 
areas. First, there are prevention 
programs to educate people about 
spinal chord injuries. Second, ser¬ 


vices are provided to people who 
have been injured, such as counsel¬ 
ing, or fundraising for a wheelchair. 
Finally, the group conducts 
research. 

Although the Beattys trained 
before leaving, they had to ease into 
walking every day. In addition, 
Mark sports a pack weighing in at 
approximately 50 pounds while 
Jane’s is closer to 30 pounds. 

The Beattys estimate their walk 
will cover approximately 4,000 
miles. From Winchester, they will 
head down toward Connecticut, and 
will travel some through the Appa¬ 
lachian Trail. 

For the most part, however, the 
Beattys are sticking to well- 
populated areas. They hope to be in 
Arkansas by October, where they 
will spend the winter with Mark’s 
family. 

“Whatever we can do as far as 
awareness or funds, it’s all a plus. It 
all goes to the organization,” said 
Jane.

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Doubts postpone 
housing affiliation

Designating Winchester as a hous¬ 
ing partnership community will 
open up new avenues for funding 
affordable housing projects, select¬ 
men learned last week. 

Members of the Housing Partner¬ 
ship Board (HPB) met with select¬ 
men, housing authority and planning 
board members to discuss the pur¬ 
pose and direction of their board. 
The HPB sought the selectmen’s 
approval of an application for such 
designation. 

According to Thomas Schmitt, 
chairman of the HPB and a select¬ 
man, becoming a housing partner¬ 
ship community would allow 
Winchester to take advantage of 
Massachusetts Housing Partnership 
(MHP) programs. 

MHP Representative Patricia 
Burns said the affiliation would pro¬ 
vide resources for strategic plan¬ 
ning. Through the MHP, the town 
could apply for funds to hire a con¬ 
sultant to determine Winchester’s 
housing needs and begin addressing 
those needs, she added. 

Reservations expressed 

Selectmen voted to wait a week to 
rule the application. A number of 
selectmen expressedreservations 
about becoming affiliated with a 
state agency, which could, they said, 
place the town under the state’s 
control on affordable housing issues. 

Selectman Robert Deering said he 
was a “little uncomfortable” with 
the housing community concept. He 
pointed out that he would like to see 
a more comprehensive plan from 
the HPB. 

He also voiced concern that the 
town would be required to meet 
criteria for the number of units built,' 
or would lose control over housing 
projects. 

Burns replied that the town would 
be under no obligations to the state. 
The only request from MHP is that 
towns “persist in your goal of get¬ 
ting some affordable housing in your 
community,” said Burns. 

“There is money, and more often 
than not, it’s planning money,” she 


added. “The goals you set are up to 
you. There isn’t a down-side to not 
belonging, other than your not hav¬ 
ing money available to you,” she 
explained. 

Schmitt said he thought “we ought 
not to be thinking about goals and 
objectives in terms of numbers,” but 
rather “how we can go about in best 
satisfying our needs." 

State funds sought 

“It seems to me the principal 
thing we are asking is to give us 
access to funds so Town Meeting 
does not have to appropriate 
money” for studies or other pro¬ 
jects, said Schmitt. 

Selectmen were also concerned 
that other arms of the Executive 
Office for Cooperative Development 
(EOCD) would set affordable hous¬ 
ing criteria for the town. 

However, Burns again assured 
selectmen the town will have obliga¬ 
tions to no one. 

“It’s your goal. Your relation is 
with the MHP,” she said. “We act 
pretty much as your advocates. We 
begin to represent you at EOCD. We 
attempt to. . .expediate your call for 
assistance.” 

Deering said he was “not fully 
convinced that control from EOCD 
as a department isn’t going to pre¬ 
vail in some sense.” 

Burns suggested selectmen con¬ 
sult other towns who have become 
housing partnership communities, 
such as Hamilton and Manchester- 
by-the-Sea. 

Town can back out 

She reinforced the idea that the 
town can terminate affiliation with 
MHP anytime. “Sounds like such a 
radical concept, doesn’t it?” she 
asked. 

“We really believe if a (town) 
makes an effort to form a housing 
partnership board, it’s pretty clear 
that this is a community that wants 
to look into bringing affordable hous¬ 
ing into town,” she said. 

Schmitt said the purpose of the 
partnership board is “to maintain 
local control. All I want from the 
state is money,” he said smiling. 

Calling the action a “run-around

to Town Meeting," Selectman Steve 
Powers said he felt the question 
should go before Town Meeting, 
since that was the body which 
created the HPB.

The purpose of Winchester’s HPB, 
said Schmitt, is to ease the housing 
process. “We would like to be in a 
position. . .to facilitate affordable 
housing in Winchester,” he added. 
Becoming an affordable housing 


community would provide that 
opportunity, he said.

Learning up a sweat 


America’s strange 
corporate culture 

Who would believe that the weird social climate of our 
corporations could generate the world’s most powerful economic 
machine? 

The values and mores fostered by the big companies and 
eagerly imitated at every level, seem designed to destroy the 
mutual trust upon which transactions are based, but in spite, or 
perhaps because of that, the economy keeps rolling along. 

Take the phenomenon of meetings, recently documented in the 
Wall Street Journal. Meetings take up a lot of time. During them 
very little gets done. 

The higher one rises in the corporation, the more hours of 
meetings are required. Only the very tippy-top boss can actually 
reduce the amount of time he spends in meetings, but only to a 
limited extent. He must set the tone for his subordinates. 

Machiavelli himself couldn’t have designed a better way to 
keep all those aspiring princes at bay. No one can afford not to be 
at a meeting. That is where the power gets divvied up. Miss one 
and your a goner. 

So while little gets transacted during interminable company 
meetings, they are totally necessary to individual careers. Just 
being invited* to attend one says everything about the exec’s 
relative strength in the organization. 

Another illustration of the illogicality of the business world is 
the job market. 

Headhunters and hot companies jump all over each other to 
steal talent from other companies. But try and get a job if you 
don’t already have one. It’s nearly impossible. 

A certain body shop that pimps talent for the computer 
industry once told a job seeker outright that if he wasn’t already 
employed, there wasn’t a thing they could do for him. 

The company’s whole business was disrupting the operations of 
corporations from whom they lifted workers for the benefit of 
other corporations. 

Meanwhile, people with skills in that industry were being 
turned away because they actually needed a job. 

And how about this for an example of how things shouldn’t 
work? Information, the very lifeblood the corporation, barely 
flows. 

Top managers either keep all kinds of top-secret tidbits to 
themselves, things like plans to compete against a loyal distribu¬ 
tor by putting a direct subsidiary in the same territory, or they 
pontificate at length to their subordinates about nothing at all. 

Anyone who has sat through a senior vice president’s lecture on 
How the Japanese are Not Going to Beat Us understands. 

But information must also flow upwards. How else can a top 
manager, who cannot be everywhere at once, learn about what is 
going on at the street level? He must use his minions. 

But what happens? Listen to this real exchange between a 
middle manager and the divisional vice president. 

They are at a conference at one of those big hotels in Miami. 
The veep has just come in from a jog. He looks good. He has a 
gonH sweat up, and he is stretching his hamstrings on a 
conveniently located automobile on the street next to the hotel. 

The middle manager has been taking a walk (his first mistake; 
he should have been jogging with, but not outrunning, the boss), 
and he is delighted to find his superior alone and dressed in 
something other than a tie. 

“Gerry (in American corporations, it is an affectation to call 
everyone by their first names, regardless of rank), I’m really 
glad to have a few minutes with you,” the middle manager starts 
out. 

“I’ve been working on a new system that will really make the 
multinational program work a lot better. It will make my job 
easier, and the whole department’s as well...” He goes on at 
some length and in detail about a technical improvement. He 
never gets to talk to the man who can implement decisions and 
here he is. 

The veep hasn’t said a word. He is bending over first one leg 
and then the other, trying to touch his toes, which he artfully 
wedges between bumper and body of what turns out to be a brand 
new LTD with the dealer’s sticker still in the window. 

Into his subordinates expectant pause he throws this: “You 
know, my son wrapped one of our cars around a telephone pole 
last week. I wonder whether one of these would make a good 
replacement.” 

He is musing more to himself than anyone else. Certainly he 
doesn’t expect an answer. In any event, the manager is so 
shocked by his boss’s insensitivity that he walks away 
spluttering. 

The rules of the road dictate that subordinates have to listen to 
any kind of garbage superiors dish out, but superiors don’t even 
have to acknowledge important information subordinates try to 
pass on. 

This is the power game, ultimately what corporations are all 
about. When a company environment approaches anarchy, for 
example when a family firm is sold to a large enterprise, 
managers spend more energy playing politics than doing their 
jobs. 

How can an economy function like this? Evidently, the 
insecurity, mistrust and competition work favorable economic 
magic. f v-

Resident says 
Israelis are their 
own worst critics 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Your recent editorial alluding to 
the moral bankrupcy of Israel 
missed the mark by a long shot. 

As a Jew, I was offended by the 
implication that the Jewish people 
and the state of Israel are entitled to 
special moral dispensation due to 
the attrocities of the holocost. 

No self-respecting Israeli would 
contend that past horrors justify any 
wrongdoings by Israel. Quite the 
contrary, Israeli citizens should, and 
regularly do, hold their state 
accountable for misdeeds according 
to a standard to which other nations 
should aspire. 

During any military encounter, 


individuals with the power of a gun 
may abuse that power. America has 
learned — the hard way — that 
whenever there is war, there is 
abuse. But when we have seen such 
abuses by Israeli soldiers, they have 
generally been followed in short 
order by denouncements and discip¬ 
linary action from within Israel 
itself. 

You refer to attrocities committed 
by the Israeli military. Yet you cite 
no references and provide no specif¬ 
ic examples. Misdeeds undoubtedly 
occur, but wherever you have 
learned of them, you must share the 
details with the Israeli people and 
the world Jewish community. 

If you cite the specifics, you will 
find that the loudest outcries arise 
from the Jewish people. Israel has 
remained in a constant state of war 
since 1948. Yet even within this 
atmosphere, we have seen the mili¬ 
tary and members of the govern¬ 
ment, to the level of defense minis¬ 
ter and even prime minister, called 
to task for acts which the Israeli 
people considered morally 
indefensible. 

No other citizenry has been willing 
to so swiftly and vigorously rebuke 
errors by its own military during 
periods of hostility. Do not refer to 
thj misdeeds of individuals without 
providing the details, for the people 
of Israel demand them. 

Since its inception, Israel has had 
but one national goal: to survive. 
Yet it has demanded of itself that it 
survive under conditions of an open, 
free and moral society. 

It is surrounded and outnumbered 
many fold by governments and peo¬ 
ple who have demonstrated, in 
words and in deed, a desire for its 
annihilation. How would Americans 
respond under such circumstances? 

How would we react if a terrorist 
group, with an expressed desire to 
destroy America, supported by sev¬ 
eral nations, set up camp 50 miles 
from our border and began to shell 
our towns. We would all demand 
military action. 

Under such conditions, I wonder 
how vigorously we would insist on 
investigating reports of abuses by 
our own military. After all, the very 
survival of our nation might be at 


stake. The people of Israel have 
faced this dilemma every day since 
1948. 

They are not fighting their 
Vietnam; they are fighting for their 
lives. Yet, they have testified to the 
world that they will not accept vic¬ 
tory at the expense of morality. 

Within a sea of hositility, Israel 
has remained the most democratic 
and free society in the region — by 
far. We know of Israel’s problems 
because, unlike many of its neigh¬ 
boring states, it chooses not to hide 
them. 

Israel has also remained Ameri¬ 
ca’s strongest and most trustworthy 
ally within the region — by far. 
Israel took Gaza and the West Bank 
when the entire Arab world allied 
against it, with the expressed goal of 
driving Israel into the sea. 

Possession of these territories has 
helped to provide Israel with some 
security — to protect the lives of its 
people — against neighbors bent on 
its destruction. 

Now, much of the Jewish com¬ 
munity, outside and within, would 
like Israel to find a way to give these 
lands back; if only it had someone 
with whom to talk. If only any state 
or group could say, “We have the 
credentials to represent the Palisti- 
nian people. We recognize your right 
to exist. We want to live by your 
side in peace." 

You are offensive beyond descrip¬ 
tion when you liken the Israeli State 
to that of the Nazis. This suggestion 
is not worthy of specific rebuke. 
Israelis neither request nor deserve 
special treatment to counter the 
misdeeds of others. They deserve 
fairness. They deserve peace.

Private school 
parent protests 
June 16 editorial 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The June 16 editorial by Roger 
Kay merited a second, then a third 
reading in our home. Clearly, Mr. 
Kay was shooting from the hip. 


In an attempt to praise Winchester 
public schools, Mr. Kay suggested 
that parents send their children to 
private schools to assure a place for 
those children in Ivy League institu- 
' tions, that private schools are both 
the symbol and the cause of social 
inequality, that the use of private 
schooling is somehow destructive to 
the public schools, that public school 
. children do not fare a well as those 
educated privately, and California is 
more egalitarian than the East 
Goast. 


There are many types of private 
schools, and, yes, some do exist to 
provide a conduit into prestige col¬ 
leges. A few years ago it was fash¬ 
ionable to both lampoon and envy 
these schools and their preppie 
products. 

, However, a graduate of the Ames- 
bury public schools who spent a 
summer at Phillips-Andover told me 
that nothing helped her cope with 
college more than her prep school 
experience. 

As much as the “St. Grottlesex” 
school may raise the hackles of the 
person on the street, these schools 
are not simply the brand names of 
the academic world: their graduates 
parn their college places. 

Parochial schools are also private 
schools. Predominately Catholic, 
Jewish, Lutheran, Quaker or Fun¬ 
damentalist Christian, these schools 
provide an atmosphere to nurture 


religious beliefs and spiritual val¬ 
ues. We tend to forget that military 
schools are private schools. 

Some private schools promote 
various ethnic groups and exist to 
nourish cultural values. These 
include German, French, Spanish 
and Armenian schools. Still other 
schools develop specific skills: lan¬ 
guages, athletics, the performing 
and visual arts. 

Another group of private schools 
educate children who are mentally, 
physically or emotionally ill; these 
teach the learning disabled and the 
handicapped, or help adolescents 
with social problems. 

As for the issue of social inequali¬ 
ty, well, I will not trot out the old 
arguments about scholarships for 
the truly deserving needy, but there 
are a lot of people whose children 
attend private schools who fall into 
the category of “just folks.” 

They are people who drive used 
cars and shop at Marshall’s and 
Bradlees and have holes in their 
kitchen floors. Most of these people 
sacrifice to send their offspring to 
private schools because those 
schools represent the values they 
wish to reinforce in their children. 

To those unnamed educators who 
believe private schools “suck the 
vitality out of public schools,” I first 
ask, “Who are they?” then offer a 
few observations. 

It seems that two entirely seperate 
career tracks in education exist: one 
is in the public schools and the other 
is in the various private institutions. 

I think of the people I knew in 
college and graduate school who 
became teachers and it seems that 
personality and philosophy directed 
them toward their specific paths in 
either private or public education. 

Any educator claiming private 
schools suck the vitality out of public 
schools is 1) lousy at public rela¬ 
tions, 2) probably not doing his/her 
job, 3) pouting. 

Some economic principles can be 
applied here. There is a free market 
in education. Competition strength¬ 
ens, not weakens, education. 

Re: the brilliant kids in public 
school who do not “get the breaks in 
life.” Did Mr. Kay switch sides in his 
argument? I had the impression he 
supported public education. Why is 
he now saying graduates of public 
schools will probably miss wealth 
and fame? 

Doesn’t he know graduates of 
Winchester High attend Harvard, 
Princeton, Union, MIT, Tufts? Does 
he think achievement is working for 
Morgan Stanley or Conde-Nast? 
Neither is particulary democratic 
with a small “d.” 

And what ever gave Mr. Kay the 
idea that there is no diseased class 
structure in California? That’s the 
state that gave us the Valley Girl 


and Rodeo Drive; that scented 
America with Giorgio and invented 
the runaway real estate boom. 

I went to California in 1975 and 
saw people driving Rolls Royces, 
restored 1956 Thunderbirds and 
Mercedes-Benz automobiles while 
the Toyota was still the car of choice 
in Boston. 

At a performance of the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic in April, 
women came in ankle-length mink 
coats, garments that almost never 
appear in Detroit’s Ford Auditorium 
or Boston’s Symphony Hall. 

Furthermore, private school is not 
very rare in California. According 
the The Handbook of Private 
Schools, (Boston: Porter Sargent, 
1986), there are 143 private schools 
in Massachusetts. California has 
123. 

Granted, California’s population is 
larger, but, 123 schools hardly indi¬ 
cates a scarcity of private schools. 
My home state of Michigan also has 
a larger population than Massa¬ 
chusetts yet it boasts only 36 private 
schools. That’s rare private school 
attendance. 

The latest population figure on 
youths below the age of 17 in 
Winchester that I could find was for 
Jan. 1,1987. At that time, there were 
4,146. Currently, there ar 2,888 pupils 
enrolled in the Winchester public 
schools. Comparing those two fig¬ 
ures is a little like comparing apples 
and oranges, but let’s say that aging, 
births and the movements of people 
keep those figures proportional to 
each other. 

Does that mean approximately 
1,250 children attend private 
schools? Many of those children 
attend the five private nursery 
schools in town. Just as many are 
members of the diaper and bib set. 
Another 300 plus attend the Barlett 
School and St. Mary’s. On the whole, 
that doesn’t sound like sufficient 
divisiveness to bring down the public 
school system. 

We moved to Winchester after 
researching several school systems. 
However, my children do not attend 
the public schools today. I believe 
that during their career in the public 
schools my children were subjected 
to emotional abuse and that their 
well-being was neglected. 

My daughter was given a CORE 
evaluation because she cried in 
school and yet when I requested a 
CORE for my son after both Lahey 
Clinic and Children’s Hospital told 
me they could not evaluate him until 
the school had done so, that request 
was denied by a committee which 
did not communicate its refusal to 
me. 

Only by going above the head of 
the committee to the assistant 
superintendant of schools were we 


able to gain what should have been 
ours for the asking. My children 
were victimized by bullies; I faced 
prejudice as a volunteer. 

We are not looking to send our 
children to attend brand-name col¬ 
leges. We do not believe our children 
possess genius. We do not even 
believe they are always right. How¬ 
ever, I sent them to private school 
for more equitable treatment and a 
better emotional environment. 

I do not criticize parents who 
choose public education. I think 
uninformed newspaper editorials, 
filled with rumor and innuendo, 
should not imply that parents who 
choose private education are bring¬ 
ing down tax-supported schools.

The syndrome delineated in the 
June 16 editorial, "Divided we fall,” 
characterizes, rather than defines, a 
sociological situation. 

Vour example of California is a 
case in point. While California does 
have private schools, the proportion 
of population to private schools is 
approximately 192,000 to one by the 
latest statistics available. That's one 
private school for every 192,000 peo¬ 
ple. The comparable figure in Mas¬ 
sachusetts is about 40,000 to one. 

The best examples of private 
schools' existence sapping the 
strength of the public system are the 
inner-city schools in marginal 
neighborhoods. 

When a neighborhood begins to 
turn from white to racially mixed, 
the white parents often pull their 
kids out of the public system and put 
them in private school. The 
upwardly-mobiie group is gone, and 
the quality of the school suffers as a 
result.

Pesticide Board 
works for all

The Massachusetts Pesticide 
Board within the Department of 
Food and Agriculture and its sub¬ 
committee has a great effect upon 
creating a safer environment for all 
of the residents of Winchester. 

How can this be true in a suburban 
town with few gardens and fewer 
farms? The actions of the Pesticide 
Board effect our food supply, 
patients in hospitals or nursing 
homes, office buildings that have 
indoor gardens, and the lawns on 
which children play. The water that 
we drink, swim, fish, and sail can be 
monitored by the Pesticide Board. 
The house, that you want inspected 
for termites, requires an advisory 
statement approved by the Pesticide 
Board be given to the occupants, if 
the house is to be treated for 
termites. 

Broad scale spraying may require 
public notification, posting, or 
ground controls to alert abuttors to 
spraying. Homeowners may wish to 
notify officials that they do not want 
their property treated. When your 
lawn is treated with pesticides a 
notice is posted. This will allow the 
removal of children’s toys, the cov¬ 
ering or removal of furniture, and 
precautions taken so that no acci¬ 
dental exposure to the pesticides 
occurs. 

In hospitals, nursing homes and 
long term care facilities that require 
pesticide treatment, protocols have 
been established to minimize expo¬ 
sure to patients. It is not easy to 
evacuate hospital wings or to close 
down kitchen service completely for 
long periods of time 

Extremely potent chemicals have 
been removed from the market or 
severely restricted to the use of 
professional applicators. The over¬ 
riding goal of the Pesticide Board is 
to minimize the potential adverse 
risks to all our citizens. Recently the 
Pesticide Board required, as a con¬ 
dition for product usage within the 
commonwealth of a widely used her¬ 
bicide, that a fund and monitoring 
program be established to protect 
ground water supplies. In the last 
Hazardous Waste Collection spon¬ 
sored by the Town of Winchester 
Board of Health, pesiticides, that 
had been banned years previously 
because of their known cancer caus¬ 
ing abilities, were deposited at the 
transfer station. Board of Health, 
State Department of Public Health 
and the Department of Food and 
Agriculture all encourage these col¬ 
lection efforts. 

Perhaps no area of our environ¬ 
ment causes as much concern as our 


water supply We take for granted 
safe, clean drinkable water. How do 
we keep it clean and free from 
odors? We treat our water with 
chemicals to remove algae, bacter¬ 
ia, and vegetation. If we find evi¬ 
dence of fecal pollution in our water 
supplies we treat the water. This has 
occured in Winchester. By treating 
the water, we can minimize the 
potential effect of disease that is 
being transported through our drink¬ 
ing water to our residents. 

Steps have been taken to control 
the use of organo-tin based paints 
that are used on boat hulls. These 
paints have been shown to be causes 
of growth defects in marine organ¬ 
isms and sex changes. Controlling 
these paints makes our environment 
safer whether we are scraping our 
boat, eating a clam dinner, quohogs, 
or other shellfish that were taken 
from our inshore waters. 

Railroad tracks and power lines 
are kept free from vegetation by 
strict controls approved by the Pes¬ 
ticide Board. Many of these utilities 
follow streams, ponds, or lakes. 
Therefore regulations governing 
pesticide use in their environments 
becomes critical. Most public utility 
companies utilize a program of cut¬ 
ting and chemical application. 

Most pesticide applicators must 
carry liability and pollution insur¬ 
ance. This not only protects the 
applicators but also the citizen from 
the adverse effects to people and the 
environments. Massachusetts is the 
only state that requires this multiple 
type of insurance coverage. 

In order to achieve the positive 
results that the Pesticide Board has, 
it is necessary to be open to many 
viewpoints. The Pesticide Board is 
comprised of conservationists, 
environmentalists, pesticide appli¬ 
cators, Department of Food and 
Agriculture, farmers, Department 
of Health, Department of Environ¬ 
mental Quality Engineering and 
Department of Environmental Man¬ 
agement members and public mem¬ 
bers that develop public policy. The 
chairman of the Pesticide Board is 
the commissioner of the Department 
of Food and Agriculture, August 
“Gus” Schumacher. He has the 
responsibility to enforce the provi¬ 
sions of the Massachusetts Pesticide 
Control Act as well as regulations 
concerning pesticides which make 
our environment safer. Massa¬ 
chusetts Pesticide rules are all con¬ 
sistent with the Federal Insecticide, 
Fungicide, Rodenticide Agency 
(F.I.F.R.A.).

There are a couple thoughts, 
however, that I would like to pass 
on before everyone leaves town 
or reaches an unconscious state. 

First of all, the WHS Class of 
1988 should feel somewhat cha¬ 
grined at the response to the 
shenanigans at graduation. 
Okay, so some kids like to throw 
a beachball, and others prefer to 
throw toilet paper. And, some 
kids prefer to show bare leg as 
well as bare feet. 

Is this an important part of the 
graduation tradition? I think not, 
and I feel confident from Mr. 
Iaroceo’s letter to the Star last

And they paid 
another tribute at graduation 


" when they stood to honor Jer¬ 
maine as a diploma was awarded 
to him posthumously. 

His mother, Janie, was present 
to accept the diploma, and I’m 
sure the graduates’ display of 
respect and love for Jermaine 
was comforting to her. 

Secondly, I would like to ex¬ 
press my opinion on the value of 
writing anonymously. I did ex¬ 
press that quite sometime ago (in 
response to the flap over my 
comment on the WHS band), but 
the issue has come up again. I 
said a while ago, and I’ll say it 
again, that the reason for my 
anonymity is to have the freedom 
to comment on life in our town.

That is 
not the purpose at all. But the 
purpose is to comment on what 
goes on around us every day. 
Most of these comments are posi¬ 


tive; a few haven’t been positive, 
but they weren’t cruel either. 

I happen to believe that 
Katherine Krumme is the real 
winner on the soccer field, and 
that Corie Nichols has given so 
much of herself that she should 
be considered for sainthood. Yes, 
I still believe the band wan’t as 
good as it should have been, and 
that a certain real estate sign is 
in bad taste. But the garden 
clubs’ plantings are great, and 
the Town Day was the best ever. 

So, throughout the summer, I 
intend to think about town issues 
as well as issues of human inter¬ 
est. Some of them I will write 
about, and some I will merely put 
in my memory bank, I encourage 
all of you to think also — think 
about the high school graduation 
and about the issue of writing 
anonymously and about what a 
good life most of us have here. 

And with whatever you think 
about, keep your sense of humor. 
Throughout the summer as well 
as the next year, the purpose of 
this column will be to make you 
think and to add some zest to our 
life. So, perk up this summer — 
have fun and have good thoughts!

MBTA will keep 
Share-A-Ride 

Massachusetts Bay Transporta¬ 
tion Authority General Manager 
James F. O’Leary recently 
announced the approval of a $225,000 
contract with Share-A-Ride, Inc. for 
continued operation of The Ride, the 
authority’s lift-equipped van service 
for persons with special needs, in the 
communities which include 
Winchester. 

O’Leary said, “This contract pro¬ 
vides a 68 percent increase in ser¬ 
vice hours, and continues the author¬ 
ity’s aggressive program to increase 
transportation opportunities for 
individuals who cannot use other 
MBTA services.” 

Highlights of the new contract 
include, 1) an increase in number of 
service hours from 3,700 to 6,240, 2) 
extension of weekday service from 
10 p.m. to 11 p.m., 3) expansion of 
service to include all holidays, and 
4) continuation of the ability of pas¬ 
sengers to transfer between North¬ 
west area communities and the 15 
communities in the Ride’s Boston 
core service area. 

The new contract will increase the 
number of trips provided each year 
in the Northwest area from 10,000 to 
a projected 15,000. 

The MBTA has provided Ride ser¬ 
vices in the Boston area since 1977. 
The door-to-door service now oper¬ 
ates in 36 communities throughout 
the region. 

Service in the Northwest area 
began on May 12, 1986, when the 
MBTA contracted with Share-A- 
Ride, Inc. to provide service in eight 
communities. On Dec. 1, 1986, ser¬ 
vice was extended to Waltham, the 
ninth community in the service 
area. 

To use The Ride in the Northwest, 
qualified registered residents must 
request a trip 24-hours ahead of 
time, and must be a resident of one 
of the nine communities. One-way 
fare is $.75. Information on registra¬ 
tion for the Ride program is avail¬ 
able from the MBTA Office for Spe¬ 
cial Needs, 722-5123 (TDD 722-5415), 
or 1-800-533-MBTA.

Wells, Margies 
attend Denver 
LWV convention 

The more than 1,500 delegates to 
the League of Women Voters of the 
United States national convention, 
including president Pat Wells and 
former president Candace Margies 
of the LWV of Winchester, voted to 
include a “Campaign for a Safer 
World,” child care and housing, and 
tackling toxics as the organization’s 
national priorities for the next two 
years. 

The decision was made at the 
League’s 38th national convention 
held in Denver, Colorado from June 
11-15. 

The Campaign for a Safer World 
united the League’s concerns about 
arms control, the federal deficit and 
defense spending. Increasing the 
supply of affordable, quality child 
care and housing and preventing the 
contamination of ground and sur¬ 
face water and air by toxic, hazard¬ 
ous and radioactive pollutants are 
the goals of the remaining 
campaigns. 

Wells noted that rather than select 
new issues to study, the League has 
chosen as priorities, issues it has 
previously researched. “This 
reflects the Leaague’s growing 
emphasis on advocacy and action on 
our many existing positions,” said 
Wells. 

Rep. Patricia Schroeder (D- 
Colo.), a convention keynote speak¬ 
er, applauded the League’s dedica¬ 
tion to informing the American 
electorate. 

Other League convention speakers 
included Assistant Secretary of 
State for European and Canadian 
Affairs Rozanne L. Ridgway, a cen¬ 
tral player in the efforts to ratify the 
INF Treaty, and former Federal 
Reserve Chairman Paul Volcker, 


who currently chairs the National 
Commission on Public Service, a 
privately funded organization dedi¬ 
cated to rebuilding respect for publ¬ 
ic service careers. “Your purpose 
has been promoting better govern¬ 
ment,” noted Volcker. “That’s what 
we are all about, too.” 

“Reaching New Heights: The 
Power to Change” was the theme of 
the league’s biennial convention, 
which included a series of leadership 
development workshops and a pre¬ 
sentation by Nancy Austin, co¬ 
author of “A Passion for Excel¬ 
lence: The Leadership Difference.” 

The League’s current national 
president, Nancy M. Neuman of 
Lewisburg, Pa., was reelected to 
serve a second two-year term. The 
next convention of the League of 
Women Voters of the United States 
will be held in June 1990 in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C.

A Special Message From Your Water Officials 

You probably know that lead i.in be a threat to your health. How much ot a threat depends on how much lead 
nets into your body and how much your body retains. 

Source ol lead in the environment include old paint, contaminated soil, leaded gasoline and, to a lesser yet signili 
cant degree, drinking water. 

Knowing how lead gets into your tap water and what you can do to avoid it will minimize your risk. 

Ilarmtui levels ol lead in drinking water .ire almost never found at the water source. Whether you drink water that 
comes Irom a reservoir, lake, river, or well, the amount ol naturally occurring lead seldom poses a problem. But in 
bet wen the- source ot your water and your faucet is a series ol pipes and connections, inc luding the plumbing in your 
home and it is here* that you could lincl a problem. 

I li« age- ol your home will tell you a lot. Homes built belore 1940 may have lead pipes. Lead pipes in service connei 
lions and in plumbing were last used in the 1930s. So it your home is more than 50 years old, there's a good chance 
there are lead pipes within the building. II you aren't sure, have a plumber inspect it. 

Lead solder was also used to join pipes, until it was banned in Massachusetts in l98o. Soil water and acidic water 
arc- especially corrosive. The more corrosive the water, the more lead it can dissolve as it passes through the pines. 

Part ot the purpose of this notice is to inform you ol ihe potential adverse health effects of lead. This is being done 
even though your water may not be in violation ol the current standard. 

The Massachusetts Department of Environmental Quality Engineering, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
and others are concerned about lead in drinking water 'loo much lead in the human body can cause serious damage 
to Ihe brain, kidneys, nervous system, and red blood cells. The greatest risk, even with short-term exposure, is to voung 
children .mil pregnant women 

Lead levels in your drinking water are likely to be- highest: 

•It your home or water system has lead pipes or 

•It your home has copper pipes with lead solder, and 
it the home is less than live years old. or 
it you have soil, corrosive or acidic water, or 
it water sits in the pipes lor several hours. 

Some good news is that alter live years or -o lead Irom solder no longer poses a risk ol contamination to standing 
watei In now common copper pipes, not only is most lead solder dissolved out within about five years, but also a 
i. ■. 1 i, (a lime builds up inside the pipe and seals in some ol the lead in these mints the older the plumbing, the lower 
the probability of excessive lead Irom solder. So. as a general rule, original plumbing more than five years and less 
than 50 years old poses a lower risk 

It you have high-risk plumbing, whether or not you have had your water tested lor lead, you can make a lew simple 
changes in your habits at home to reduce lead-related risk to your health. 

Your best defense is to know about your plumbing system, to educate yourself about lead, $nd to practice the follow 
ing simple procedures to protect vour and your family's health: 

Draw drinking water in the morning 'including the water lor juices, coffee, and so on) only alter using water tor 
other things, such as a shower. 

II water has been sitting in your pipes lor six hours or more, use that water tor tilings other than drinking. 

Do not um hot lap watei lor cooking drinking and preparing baby formula or foods. 

Beware ol commercially available devices lor the home whose manufacturers claim they purity water. None ol the 
following, are elledive against lead. 

•C .iibon tillers -.and tillers c artridge lilte: While the se products do lilter out certain contaminants, they do not 
remove lead nor reduce corrosivity 

•Water softener iron removal systems and ion exchange units all soften water, and soil water usually increases

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Doctors warn seniors about summer risks

The Jenks Senior Center Health 
Committee sponsored a program 
about precautions to take under the 
hot sun and avoidance of conditons 
that cause heat stroke and allergic 
reactions. 

Dr. Marilyn Capek, a dermatology 
specialist in the areas of skin disease 
and surgery, and Dr. William Bar- 
one, a general practitioner, provided 
valuable advice in facing summer 
heat. 

Capek urged the audience to use 
sunscreens that provide excellent 
protection against exposure to the 
hot sun. She stated that there has 
been a 340 percent increase in mela¬ 
noma (skin cancer) during the past 
10 years. 

Between the hours of 9 a.m. and 3 
p.m. the greatest damage is done 
and a sunscreen should be applied 
often during those hours of the day. 
The sunblock should be applied 30 to 
40 minutes before exposure. 

Overexposure during the first 20 
years of life affects all later years in 
terms of developing skin cancer. 

The ozone layer around the earth 
protects against ultra\ iolet radia¬ 
tion. but scientists have uncovered a 
major worry in the form of a large 
tear in the ozone layer above the 
South Pole. 

Refrigerants, freon, idustrial car¬ 
bons and aerosol containers are on 
the increase and pose serious 
threats to general health. 

Capek advised wearing long 
sleeves and hats while out under the 
sun. If bumpy spots on the skin are 
observed or lesions appear, check 
with the family internist. Sun glas¬ 


ses with a rating of 80 protect the 
eyes from 90 to 95 percent of the 
ultraviolet rays. 

From April to October in New 
England, special caution should be 
exercised since some eye specialists 
believe that lack of protection may 
be one of the causes of cataracts in 
later years. 

Artificial tanning is not recom¬ 
mended since it penetrates the skin 
causing premature aging of the 
epidermis. 

The American Cancer Society’s 
booklet entitled, “Why You Should 
Know About Melanoma," states that 
skin cancers are most readily cured 
when discovered early and treated 
promptly. Every year about 450,000 
Americans are newly diagnosed, 
making skin cancer the most com¬ 
mon form of the disease. 

What is melanoma? 

It begins in the skin cells that 
produce the dark, protective pig¬ 
ment called melanin. 

When exposed to sunlight, the 
melanin in the skin increases to 
form a protective layer in the form 
of a suntan. Melanoma cells tend to 
be mixed shades of tan, brown and 
black. They spread to other parts of 
the body and become potentially 
lethal. 

By far the most important known 
risk factor is excessive exposure to 
the sun. Melanoma is less common 
among people with darker skin but 
no one is immune to the damaging 
effects of exposure to the sun. 

The risk is higher in places where 
there is year-round sunshine. The 


highest incidence in the United 
States is in Arizona. 

Melanoma 

prevention 

Use a 15 SPF (sun protection fac¬ 
tor) sunscreen. The number of the 
SPF refers to the length of time to 
remain in the sun before the pink 
color of a burn appears. 

It is wise to reapply a sunscreen 
after three hours of exposure. 

Barone addressed the subject of 
disorders due to excessve heat. Dia- 
lation of the eyelids, rapid heart¬ 
beat, excessive fatigue, dehydration 
and loss of salt from profuse sweat¬ 
ing must be recognized and treated. 

He emphasized that uncecessary 
exposure to heat, maintaining fluids, 
wearing loose clothing with white 
preferred, avoidance of alcohol and 
a light diet are preventive 
measures. 

Fainting and a weak pulse occur 
from heat stress. Lying flat, resting 
and drinking cooling liquids are 
recommended. Leg cramps and 
painful muscle spasms with twitcing 
indicate loss of salt. Massage mus¬ 
cles gently and get plenty of rest. 

Heat exhaustion is serious since it 
is a systemic problem due to pro¬ 
longed heat exposure, dehydration 
and low salt. This condition should 
be treated with cool water and salted 
fruit drinks with an IV if necessary. 

It can increase in intensity and 
become a heat stroke, which is a 
medical emergency accompanied 
by high fever. Strenuous physical 
exercise or excessive exposure to 


heat can cause the condition, which 
can be fatal if not treated immedi¬ 
ately. Use cold packs, wet sheets 
and hospitalization. 

In the elderly, especially with car¬ 
diac problems, hypertension and 
kidney disease, going into very cold 
water, swimming or dinking, can 
induce problems because of the sud¬ 
den change in body temperature 
that constricts the blood vessels. 

Watch, also, food intake during hot 
summer months. While traveling be 
careful of drinking water or eating 
leftovers such as egg salad, chicken 
and fish since, toxic reactions can 
occur. 

Salmonella poisoning, a common 
ailment, is serious and extremely 
exhausting. 

The lecturers provided valuable 
information about the hazards of 
ultraviolet radiation, using good 
judgement about what activities to 
pursue, what to eat or drink, and 
how specific problems should be 
treated when they occur.

Clarence 

Borggaard 

Clarence Borggaard is a man well- 
known in town for his role as senior 
citizen advocate. 

Borggaard, who is the town’s old¬ 
est town meeting member, believes 
strongly in senior citizen’s rights, 
“because I’m one of them.” 

Through his involvement with the 
Jenks Senior Center and town gov¬ 
ernment, Borggaard has provided 
senior citizens in town with a voice. 

“I want to do something for the 
seniors," he said. "The seniors are 
the forgotten element in this town." 

Borggaard was a member of the 
steering committee which first rec¬ 
ognized “the pressing need for a 
senior center in Winchester” for the 
town’s rapidly growing senior popu¬ 
lation, he said. The group was 
instrumental in planning and raising 
funds, (along with the generosity of 
James and Evelyn Jenks), for the 
privately-funded building which, 
said Borggaard, “has become a 
model for similar institutions 
throughout the state and region.” 

Borggaard is one of five trustees 
who hold the building in trust, has 
served on the council on aging and is 
active in many Jenks activities. 

Born on a farm in Worcester 
before the turn of the century, he 
said that “on the farm, all the kids 
had to work, and we were no excep¬ 


tion. So the eight years of grammar 
school was all the publicly financed 
education I ever had.” After that 
time, he was self-taught. 

During the Great Depression, he 
said he “had to pay for my own 
education, with many a hard-earned 
$10 and $20 bills.” Borggaard 
attended Suffolk University law 
school, graduating cum laude and as 
class orator in 1937. 

Although he passed the bar imme¬ 
diately after graduation, Borggaard 
chose a career in business, which he 
continued until his retirement at 
approximately age 60. 

He was at one time a director of 
the Massachusetts Trucking Associ¬ 
ation, and also of the New England 
Parkman’s Association. In addition, 
he dabbled in real estate and 
“everything else,” he said. 

In his free time, Borggaard enjoys 
tending to his garden, where he can 
be found, pitchfork or hoe in hand, 
tending to everything from broccoli 
and tomatoes to rhubarb and 
raspberries. 

“We usually put up 150 jars of the 
best raspberry jam in the world,” 
said Borggaard of himself and his 
wife Margaret. 

On education, Borggaard said, “I 
don’t equate learning with teaching. 
How I learn something? I stick my 
chin out,” he said. “And I start 
learning right away.” 

Learning is a matter of doing, he 
said. “If all you know when you get 
to be my age is what you’ve been 
taught, then you’ve been cheated.” 

He also advocates what he calls 
Borggaard’s Law. “Those who do 
things, they don’t always do them 
right, and those ‘who do them right,’ 
don’t always do them,” he claims. 

Though he and his wife have 
crossed the United States three 
times by different routes,(“we nev¬ 
er came back the same way”), and 
driven through nearly every other 
country conceiveable, Borggaard 
said his heart lies in Winchester. 
With New England’s four different 
seasons and a location halfway 
between the equator and the pole, 
“We do very well right here, to my 
way of thinking," he said.

Mark Herlihy 
wins steeplechase 
championship 

In the NCAA Division II Track and 
Field Championships held at Carle- 
ton College in Minnesota May 25-28, 
five different Tufts University ath¬ 
letes competed. One of them was 
Winchester native Mark Herlihy. By 
the end of the week, both Tufts 
University and Winchester could 
say. “Here is the home of a National 
Champion!” 

Herlihy competed in the 
3,000-meter steeplechase, a race 
that gave him his first taste of 
national competition three years ago 
as a freshman. He ran the race 
every year he was at Tufts, and 
every year he improved his finish. 

As a junior, he finished third, even 
though he led most of the race.

“We went out to win it, and 
not to get an excellent time. He led 
from start to finish, but he could 
have run even faster, I feel." Her- 
lihy’s closest competitor was Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin — LaCrosse’s 
Jim Batchelor, who was second in 
1987 (ahead of Herlihy, who was 
third), and second again in 1988 
(9:07.93). 

As a team, the Jumbo men 
claimed the 22nd best score in the 
meet, totalling 10 points (all scored 
by Herlihy, of course). There were a 
total of 99 different schools repre¬ 
sented at the meet.

Many of us in Winchester have had 
our attention, of late, drawn to the 
elegant little Black Horse Hose 
Wagon - first, at the centennial of the 
laying of Town H.nll cornerstone last 
June, and then rolling along ahead of 
members of the 350th Anniversary 
Committee in the EnKa Parade, and 
most recently sitting in front of Cen¬ 
tral Fire Station during Town Day. 

That we enjoy this unique touch¬ 
stone to Winchester’s past is due to 
the Auxiliary Fire Department, 
which restored it with great skill - 
and members of our regular 
Winchester Fire Department who, in 
their off-duty hours, man it without 
remuneration at many civic events. 

The story of the Black Horse Hose 
begins way back in 1874 when, just 
prior to the Winchester reservoirs 
going into service, the fire engineers 
recommended that the town purch¬ 
ase four hand-drawn hose wagons 
for certain sections of the town - 
sections not easily accessible to the 
Central Station and the Steam Pum¬ 
per “Mary Ann.” 

As we stated in the Winchester 
Town Report for 1874, “We shall 
have had enough from the Water 
Works to give the buildings of these 
distant localities, by using hose 
attached to hydrants, a good protec¬ 
tion from fire.” 

1874 was a year of great change for 
Winchester Fire Department, as a 
new engine house and stable was 
completed for it on Winchester 
Place - and the old one on Vine 
Street, where the Cooperative Bank 
stands today, was turned over to the 
selectmen and the new water com¬ 
missioners. The town lock-up was 
put in the basement. 

By 1875, Winchester had the four 
new hose wagons - Black Horse 2 
stationed at Symmes Corner, Excel-

sior 3 at the center, Rumford 4 at 
Main and Swanton Streets, and West 
Side 5 on Cambridge Street opposite 
D.W. Locke’s place. 

It was stated in the 1875 town 
report that these wagons were 
“light, elegant and very durable.’’ 

Alexander Symmes of Medford 
was contracted by the town to build 
the four hose wagons, exclusive of 
furnishing the lanterns, axes, etc. 
for $1,500. 

At the same time, F.P. Sanborn 
built four one-story houses sized 12 
feet by 15 feet, to house these wagons 
for $800 total. 

Sites for the hose houses donated 
by civic-minded owners until such 
time as the land might he needed for 
other purposes. 

With the advent of the new water 
system, the Winchester Town 
Report for 1875 carried a listing, six 
pages long, of the town hydrants 
including type, pipe size and pres¬ 
sure. Indeed, our town was entering 
a new and more technical era. 

By 1876, with much confusion 
generated in town by various alarms 
and whistles from factories in North 
Winchester and Woburn, the town 
voted to put a steam whistle atop 
Moseley’s Tannery (later Beggs and 
Cobb) on Swanton Street and further 
agreed to pay Moseley’s watchman 
$1 each time he blew the whistle for 
Winchester fire - a bribe, no doubt, 
to encourage greedy eyes to scan the 
town for any sign of fire. 

The throaty roar of the Beggs and 
Cobb whistle - an special abomina¬ 
tion of yoi'ng children in darkened 
bedrooms, continued to thunder over 
Winchester until the mid-’50s 

The four new hose companies 
were paid $5 per man per annum - 
and the steward of each company 
drew $25 salary. These were far 
from princely sums - even for 1876 - 
and the town report lamely attempts 


to commend the civic spirit of the 
town firemen, while lamenting the 
fact that the sums were not suffi¬ 
cient to replace clothing worn out; 
during the year. 

The next year, salaries had risen 
to $15 per annum - except for West 
Side 5, which became all volunteer, 
but did not have to respond to fires in 
other districts, and to top it all off, 
the fire engineers recommeded a 
town appropriation of $3,800 for 1878. 

Over the years, as equipment and 
the fire department became 
improved and more organized, the 
four little hose wagons fell into disre¬ 
pair and disuse. All were ultimately 
disposed of save for the Black Horse 
Hose, which was rescued and loving¬ 
ly restored by members of the Auxil¬ 
iary Fire Department.

Both Jane Martel and Mary Conley’s 
classes were introduced to a compu¬ 
ter software program called 
“Dazzle Draw.” 

With “Dazzle Draw” an a compu¬ 
ter input device called “Koala Pad”, 
the children were able to draw a 
picture on the computer screen. 
Once the children’s drawings were 
to their liking they printed them on 
an Imagewriter. 

The Imagewriter printer had a 
heat transfer ribbon, that prints out 
the picture on paper in an iron-on 
ink. Finally, the children took their 
print-out paper and ironed the pic¬ 
ture on a white T-shirt . 

The T-shirt project gave the child¬ 
ren a different perspective on the 
use of computers. They were able to 
be very creative and use their artis¬ 
tic talents and imaginations to pro¬ 
duce very unique designs. The child¬ 
ren often worked in small groups or 
pairs during the project. There was 
lots of sharing and helpful sugges¬ 
tions from the more experienced 
computer users. 

The T-shirts were finished this 
past week just in time for fashion¬ 
able summer wear.

Katey Lynch, daughter of Mary 
Ellen and Mike Lynch, Channel 5 
sportscaster. made it official — the 
new nursery at Winchester Hospital 
is open.

Read newspaper 
warnings about 
lead in water 

Not long ago you could turn on the 
tap at the kitchen sink and not think 
much about it. But today, thanks to 
scientific research and no thanks to 
a host of metal and chemical conta¬ 
minants, a growing number of peo¬ 
ple are concerned about the safety of 
their drinking water. 

Most of the time these concerns 
can be dispelled by the regular 
monitoring of public water supplies, 
using strict state and federal stan¬ 
dards for public health. But when 
contamination does force authorities 
to close a water supply, people 
everywhere might think twice when 
they hold a glass under a faucet. 

These fears, unfounded and not, 
recently have made business brisk 
for companies that sell a variety of 
water filtration systems for use in 
the home. You’ll see them pitched 
between reels on the late show and in 
the pages of Sunday supplements. 
Some of these devices can remove 
more types of contaminants than 
others, but only the most sophisti¬ 
cated are effective against one risk 
in particular: lead. 

Lead found in drinking water 
almost never comes from the source 
of the w ater. But between the source 
and the tap is a series of pipes and 
connections, including the plumbing

in homes. And it is there, in the 
home, where lead pipes and lead- 
based solder most often are found. 

For this reason, local, state, and 
federal agencies are carrying out 
efforts to help people learn more 
about the risk in leaded plumbing 
and how to reduce that risk. 

Newspaper notices placed by local 
water officials will be appearing in 
the next days and weeks across the 
state. These notices, whose publica¬ 
tion is required by the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency, discuss 
the health effects of lead and help 
homeowners determine whether 
thier plumbing contains lead. They 
show how' to flush and use tap water 
wisely to avoid lead, and remind 
consumers that most home water 
filters, as far as lead is concerned, 
don’t work. 

“Water suppliers throughout Mas¬ 
sachusetts are using newspapers to 
get some very important informa¬ 
tion to the people they serve, but the 
purpose is to empower citizens, not 
to unduly alarm them,” says Com¬ 
missioner Daniel S. Greenbaum of 
the state Department of Environ¬ 
mental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE), the Massachusetts agency 
working with municipal water offi¬ 
cials to get the message across. 

“The age of a home, for example, 
can tell a lot. Lead pipes were used 
in home plumbing only until the 
1980s. Lead solder used to join pipes 
was banned in Massachusetts in 
1986. But we know that lead solder, 
after about five years, no longer 
posses a risk. So, as a general rule, if 
your plumbing is more than five but 
fewer than 50 years old, there is 
much less risk.”

Even in homes where the plumb¬ 
ing does pose a problem, a change in 
habits can minimize that risk, adds 
Patricia L. Deese. director of 
DEQE’s Division of Water Supply. 
“Draw drinking water in the morn¬ 
ing only after using it for other 
things, such as a shower. Make sure 
the tap water you use for beverages 
runs as cold as it will get; this tells 
you you’re drawing water from out¬ 
side the home. And never use hot tap 
water for cooking, drinking, or pre¬ 
paring baby formula." 

“Your best defense is to educate 
yourself and your family about 
iead,’’ says Greenbaum. “and' to 
know the nature of the plumbing in 
your home. The main message is 
this: find out if the water in your 
home poses a risk, and if so, you can 
do some simple things to protect 
your family’s health.

The House. Beacon Hill Roll Call 
records local representatives’ votes 
on six roll calls from the week of 
June 12-16. 

Taxes (II 264) — House 75-68, gave 
final approval and sent to the Senate 
the bill linking the state tax code to 
the recent changes in the federal tax 
law and raising some $75 million. 
Supporters said the bill will raise 
needed revenues and argued the 
changes were long overdue to simp¬ 
lify things for taxpayers. Opponents 
said this is an outrageous tax hike 
which could be avoided if spending is 
cut. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted no. 

Convention Center (S 1512) — 
House 93-47, refused to discharge 
onto the House floor for debate a bill 
providing a $130 million bond pack¬ 
age to finance construction and 
rehabilitation of convention centers 
throughout the state. The package 
also includes the controversial pro¬ 
vision devoting a portion of the 
state’s hotel/motel tax to the opera¬ 
tion of the Convention Center 
Authority. Supporters of discharge 
said the package will help the state’s 
economy and argued the bill should 
be brought to the floor and debated 
on its merits. Opponents offered no 
arguments.

103-27, refused to suspend rules to 
allow introduction of an order creat¬ 
ing a special committee to investi¬ 
gate the spending practices of the 
Turnpike Authority, the Water 
Resources Authority and the Port 
Authority. Supporters said recent 
newspaper reports have produced 
charges of wasteful spending on lux¬ 
ury cars, lavish offices and expen¬ 
sive furniture. Opponents said it is 
likely the Post Audit Committee will 
be conducting an investigation.

A Nay vote is against the rule 
suspension).

Aversive Therapy (II 5797) — 
House 125-12, gave near final 
approval and sent to the Senate a bill 
outlawing certain kinds of “aversive 
therapy’’ for severely handicapped 
and autistic children. The therapy 
banned includes hitting, pinching 
and electric shock. Supporters, not¬ 
ing new progressive treatment is 
now available, said this bill will 
finally outlaw this archaic form of 
corporal punishment and child 
abuse. Opponents said “aversive 
therapy” may be necessary as a 
court recommended and carefully 
monitored last resort and noted it 
has been effective in cases where all 
else fails. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Representative Saltmarsh voted 
yes. 

Budget (II 5900) — House 85-53, 
refused to suspend rules to allow 
introduction of an order directing 
the House and Senate Ways and 
Means committees to convene a 
public hearing to discuss this year’s 
budget deficit and the fiscal 1989 
budget. Supporters said it is time to 
discuss and act on the $400 million 
deficit at a public hearing and 
claimed meetings by leaders behind 
closed doors is anti-democratic and 
discourages input from other legi¬ 
slators and citizens. Opponents 
offered no arguments.

CHINS (S 584) — House 78-61, gave 
initial approval to a bill prohibiting 
law enforcement officials from 
handcuffing any “Children in Need 
of Services” (CHINS) child unless 
the official or the court determines 
that the child’s manifest behavior 
requires those restraints. Suppor¬ 
ters said this will stop the routine 
handcuffing of these non-criminal 
kids who are usually runaways, but 
will still allow handcuffing if abso¬ 
lutely necessary. Opponents said the 
bill will put the lives of policemen in 
danger when picking up these kids 
who often resist and become violent. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it.

The Senate. Beacon Hill Roll Call 
records local senators’ votes on four 
roll calls from the week of June 
13-17. 

Extension — Senate 30-8, extended 
until July 1 the date for certain 
legislative committees to complete 
their work and report out bills. Sup¬ 
porters said some committees need 
more time to review many bills. 
Opponents said committees have 
had sufficient time and argued the 
legislative process should not be 
delayed. 

Senate rules require a four-fifths 
vote to extend the deadline until July 
1 unless the joint Committees on 
Rules vote to require only a majority 
vote. Senate President Billy Bulger 
said the Rules Committee issued a 
report dated May 18 reducing the 
requirement to a majority. Senator 
David Locke a member of the Rules 
Committee, said the committee has 


never met and never issued a report. 
He resigned in protest from the 
committee and said this procedure 
was a mockery of the rules. 

A Yea vote is for the extension to 
July 1. A Nay vote is against the 
extension. 

Senator Richard Kraus voted yes. 

Cigarette Tax (II 5702) — Senate 
24-9, gave final approval and sent to 
the Governor a bill imposing a 5 
percent sales tax on cigarettes. Sup¬ 
porters said the tax will help balance 
the budget, discourage smoking and 
pay the smoking-related costs of 
health care. Opponents said the bill 
was nothing more than a tax 
increase which could be avoided by 
cutting waste in the budget. 

A Na> 
vote is against it. 

Senator Kraus voted yes. 

New Braintree (S 1767) — Senate 
24-11, refused to discharge onto the 
Senate floor for a vote an order 
creating a special committee to 
investigate the selection of the town 
of New Braintree as the site for a 
500-bed medium security prison. 
Supporters said the prison will ruin 
this small community and claimed 
there are questions about the admi¬ 
nistration’s refusal to answer inquir¬ 
ies regarding the selection process. 
Opponents said the Senate has 
already acted on a measure calling 
for an ivestigation and noted the 
measure is now before the Human 
Services Committee which will soon 
hold a public hearing on the matter.

River Trips 

Exploring New England by water 


Ever since Huckleberry Finn took 
his trip down the Mississippi River 
on a raft, there has been some¬ 
thing magical and mysterious 
about a river excursion, whether 
alone or with others. 

If Huckleberry could emerge 
from the printed page and appear 
in out midst, he would probably 
have a fine time exploring all the 
waterways that the New England 
area has to offer. Even if he had to 
trade his raft for a canoe or a 
kayak, he would probably enjoy 
stopping at a sandy beach along 
the Sudbury River for some lunch 
and some exploring. Could there 
be a treasure buried under that 
gnarled tree? 

Are you feeling adventurous? 
Let's go on a river journey right 
now. highlighting as we go some 
of eastern New England's wonder¬ 
ful waterways and the opportuni¬ 
ties they provide for camping, 
relaxing, and exploring. Our first 
stop is close to home, on the 
Charles River. 


Around the turn of the century, 
canoeing the Norumbega section 
of the Charles River on weekends 
was a very popular activity. Bosto¬ 
nians would take the trolley to 
Riverside, picnic basket in tow, 
rent a canoe, paddle for hours, 
picnic, then dance to Count Basie 
and Duke Elljngtoq ?t the Totem 
Pole Lounge. Today, the Charles 
River Canoe and Kayak Center is 


keeping the fun of leisurely river 
exploration on the Charles alive 
through canoe, kayak, and one- 
person shell rentals at reasonable 
prices. Day and weekend over¬ 
night river trips are also offered 
through October. Advance reser¬ 
vations are required for these 
trips. 

The Center is open weekdays 
from 10 a.m. until dusk, and 
weekends from 9 a.m. until dusk 
from April 1 to Oct. 31. From its 
location at 2401 Commonwealth 
Ave. in Newton, the Center offers 
boaters three miles of river to 
explore in either direction, to 
either the Waltham Dam or the 
Wellesley Dam. 

Weekday canoe and kayak rent¬ 
als cost $5 for the first hour, and 
$4 for each additional hour, or a 
maximum of $17 per day. On 
weekends and holidays, rentals 
are $6 for the first hour, and $5 for 
each additional hour, or a maxi¬ 
mum of $21 per day. Shell rental 
is $10 for the first hour on week¬ 
days. and $8 for each additional 
hour; weekends and holidays, the 
cost is $12 for the first hour, and 
$10 foi each additional hour. The 
Center requires one lesson before 
a shell is rented. 

Proper identification is required 
for all rentals. Adults must show a 
driver’s license; students under 18 
must have written parental permis¬ 
sion. plus suitable identification. 

Lifejackets, which are provided, 
must be worn on the river at all 
times. Wearing sunglasses is sug¬ 
gested, and since persons should 
always be prepared to get wet, 
swimsuits, shorts, and sweatshirts 
are the most practical outfits to 
wear. There are no weight restric¬ 
tions on any canoe or kayak 
rentals. 

If you need lessons, the Center 
offers group or private lessons, 
and free use of a canoe or kayak to 
develop your skills. Classes in flat- 
water canoeing — water without 
rapids — costs $50 per person for 
four lessons. Instructions are 
offered July 5 or 6, Aug. 2 or 3, 
and Sept. 6 or 7 at 6 p.m. The 
course covers basic canoeing: effi¬ 
cient paddling technique, canoe 
design and material, and well- 
defined maneuvering.

Sept. 8 at 6 p.m. Four lessons cost 
$75 per person. The Center 
requires completion of the flatwa- 
ter series, or its equivalent, ?s a 
prerequisite. No person may take 
a Center-run whitewater trip with¬ 
out completing the whitewater 
course. 

Kayak lessons are open to any¬ 
one. A three-lesson package for 
$75 per person is offered at 6 p.m. 
on July 6, 7, 26, or 27, or Sept. 6 
or 7. Most kayaks hold one person. 
There is one, two-person kayak 
available. 

Private instruction for all vehi¬ 
cles is also available by appoint¬ 
ment. The cost is $30 per hour. 

Besides offering rentals, the 
Center sponsors day and weekend 
overnight excursions for canoe 
and kayak. Day trips cost $28 per 
person or $50 per canoe, and 
include guide, canoe transporta¬ 
tion, instruction, snacks, drinks, 
life vest, and paddles. Bring your 
own hearty lunch, and dress for 
the weather. Car pooling will be 
arranged. The overnight trips cost 
$120 per person and include 
everything except sleeping bag 
and eating utensils. ALL TRIPS 
DEPART FROM THE CENTER. 

A partial schedule for the rest of 
this season follows. More detailed 
information can be found in the 
Center's brochure. Advance reser¬ 
vations are required for all trips. ^ 

The Center offers take away 
canoe and kayak rentals, and sells 
a wide variety of fine canoes, kay¬ 
aks, and rowing rigs. For more 
information, call the Center at 
965-5110. 

The Center is located at the 
junction of Rte. 128 and the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Turnpike on Rte. 30 in 
Newton. For MBTA riders, the 
Center is accessible via the Green 
Line Riverside Line to Riverside 
Station. Their busiest day tends to 
be Sunday. All rentals are on a 
first-come, first served basis. 

Our next river excursions take 
us west of Boston, to the historic 
area around Concord. Here, our 
mode of river travel is canoe, 
which is available from the Con¬ 
cord Canoe Service. Located on 
Rte 62 in Concord on the Sudbury 
River, just upstream from the Con¬ 
cord and Assabet Rivers, the Cen¬ 
ter is open from April 1 through 
Nov. L Hours are' 10 a.rirL toTp.m. - v 
or> weekdays, end 9-a.nru to dusk.. 
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on weekends and holidays. 

This part of Massachusetts 
offers the river explorer approxi¬ 
mately 25 miles of canoeing 
through the Minuteman National 
Historical Park with a recon¬ 
structed North Bridge to paddle 
under, and the Great Meadows 
National Wildlife Refuge. The 
Refuge features wetlands and 
upland woodlands, and several 
hundred species of birds may be 
observed. 

Because the Sudbury River is 
very calm, it is easy to stop along 
its bank and have a picnic lunch. 
There are also lots of animals to 
see — ducks, frogs, birds, and 
other friendly critters around. 

The Center rents two, three, or 
four-person canoes. Fees are 
$5.40 per hour or $23 per day on 
weekdays, and $6.75 per hour or 
$28.25 per day on weekends and 
holidays. Group rates are available 
on request. Cushions and life jack¬ 
ets are provided. The Center also 
sells beverages and snacks; rest 
rooms are available.

To reach the Concord Canoe 
Center, take Rte. 2 west to Rte. 62. 
Turn right onto Rte. 62 east and 
drive one-half mile. The Center is 
on your left. Weekend afternoons 
between noon and 3 p.m. can be 
very busy times. To avoid waiting 
for a canoe, an 11 a.m arrival is 
suggested. For more information, 
call 1-371-2465. For a taped mes¬ 
sage, call 1-369-0700. 

Let’s change direction and head 
up to the North Shore area of 
Massachusetts. The first stop is the 
Ipswich River. Since 1983, the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
has sponsored boat rides through 
its Ipswich River Wildlife Sanctu¬ 
ary and the Great Wenham 
Swamps. 

These river excursions take two 
forms. Every other Saturday from 
April through June, and from mid- 
September to mid-October, the 
Society sponsors River Ecology 
Boat Trips. For a fee of $35 for 
Society members and $45 for non¬ 
members, visitors travel eight 
miles down the Ipswich River, 
learning as they ride about the 
function of a river, the formation 
of islands and swamps, and the 
plant and animal communities 
that co-exist. Limited to 20 people, 
the trip departs from the Sanctu¬ 
ary at 7 a.m. and returns at 1 p.m. 
The fee includes breakfast and 
commentary by two guides. As of 
press time, space was still avail¬ 
able on the June 29 trip. 

How about a night cruise? The 
Society also offers a evening 
cruise on a full-moon night. These 
trips cover the same territory, but 
offer a different perspective. Two 
guides also accompany the tour, 
which costs $15 for members, and 
$20 for non-members. A light 
snack is included, and the trip 
departs from the. SanqtUary ; at. 


dusk. Space is limited to 20 
people. 

The September and October 
schedules will be finalized next 
month, but keep in mind that 
spaces fill up quickly. To make 
advance reservations, call 
1-887-9264 between 9 a.m. and 
noon, Tuesday through Friday. 

To reach the Sanctuary, take 
Rte. 128 north to Rte. 1 in Tops- 
field. Turn right onto Rte. 97. 
Continue for approximately one- 
half mile, and turn left. The Sanc¬ 
tuary is one mile down that road 
off Perkins Row. 

The Lowell National Historic 
Park was established 10 years ago 
to commemorate the unique lega¬ 
cy of this city as the most impor¬ 
tant planned industrial city in 
America. A visit to the Park offers 
much to the traveler, including 
two free excursions on the Merri¬ 
mack River. 

Let’s start with the Sunset 
Cruise, which departs from Market 
Mills Courtyard. Offered every 
Thursday and Friday evening at 6 
p.m. through Aug. 25, this ride 
last 1.5 hours, taking visitors down 
the Pawtucket Canel to and 
through Guard Locks (NOTE: the 
correct terminology is "locking 
through"), and then upstream on 
the Merrimack River to see the 
Pawtucket Falls. A relaxed activi¬ 
ty, this cruise offers evening views 
of Lowell’s many mills. 

The Park also sponsors the "Riv¬ 
er Excursion." Scheduled every 
Wednesday, Saturday, and Sunday 
at 6 p.m. and 7 p.m. through Aug. 
31, this trip takes guests on the 
Merrimack River to Tyngs Island 
and back. This trip departs from 
the Belle Garde Boat House on 
Pawtucket Blvd., across from the 
Speare House Restaurant. Ask for 
^tpij^tj di/?ctjo,ns when you 


make reservations. 

Both cruises are limited to 32 
persons, and advance reservations 
are required. Call 1-459-1000. 
Comfortable clothing, shoes, and 
a jacket or sweater are suggested. 
The boat is an open motor launch, 
and no food or beverages are 
permitted. 

For the most part, we’ve stayed 
within the confines of Massa¬ 
chusetts for our first river excur¬ 
sions, but now it’s time to head 
north to New Hampshire and 
Maine, where canoeing and white- 
water rafting provide a different 
type of river excursion. 

Saco Bound in Center Conway, 
NH, offers flatwater canoes and 
kayaks for $22 per day, camping 
facilities, and guided day trips. 
Insurance is available for $1, and 
the staff will pick up your canoe at 
a pre-determined spot for $9. 

Like the Sudbury River in Con¬ 
cord, the Saco River features calm 
waters, making it ideal for family 
trips. From its origin high in the 
White Mountains, the Saco River 
meanders through the valleys, 
forest, and farmlands of the Mt. 
Washington Valley, Canoe camp¬ 
ing is a favorite activity as there 
are several well-maintained camp¬ 
grounds within easy paddling dis¬ 
tances, and sandy beaches all 
along the way. As you travel the 
river, you see spectacular vistas of 
the White Mountains, and lots of 
wildlife. More than 60,000 people 
traveled the Saco River last year, 
yet it remains unspoiled through 
the efforts of the Saco River Recre¬ 
ational Council. 

There are two options here. 
Let’s start with the unguided trips. 
A full-day excursion covers 11 
miles to Saco Bound’s 30-acre 
campsite, Saco Bound Landing.

Drinking water is important 
for health in summer heat 


The time of the year that every 
Mew Englander longs for during 
those cold, dark winter months 
has finally arrived. Those long, hot 
days of summer are here and they 
don't last forever. Summer is a 
time for outdoor activities. Sum¬ 
mer weather makes running, 
cycling, swimming, hiking, golf 
and tennis so much more enjoy¬ 
able that many confirmed couch 
potatoes begin exercising. So. 
Ahether you are a seasoned ath¬ 
lete or a oeginniog exerciser be 
auare that the summer heat and 
humiditv can spoil all your fun. 


More than 75% of the energy 
expended while exercising is con¬ 
verted to heat. The heat generated 
in exercising muscles can raise 
your body temperature to critical 
lew Is in a relatively short amount 
of ime. Your body gets rid of this 
e' cess heat by sweating. As the 
s vc-at evaporates off your skin, the 
blood which is circulating near the 
surface is cooled. This mechanism 
ol heat transfer via the blood and 
the continuous evaporation of 
sweit is what prevents your body 
fror becoming overheated. 

A. you continue to sweat your 
bod. s water content continues to 
drop A few hours of exercise in 
the heat can result in dehydration. 


When you are dehydrated, your 
body must work even harder to 
cool itself. As dehydration prog¬ 
resses, sweat production slows 
down in an effort to preserve 
water. The result of a slowdown in 
sweat production is an increase in 
body temperature and conse¬ 
quently heat stress or heat injury. 

The complications of heat stress 
due to dehydration range from 
mild to life threatening. The most 
mild symptoms of heat stress are 
increased thirst, fatigue and 
muscle cramps. 

A more severe consequence of 
dehydration is heat exhaustion. 
The symptoms associated with 
heat exhaustion are weak, rapid 
pulse, headache, dizziness and 
general weakness. Sweat produc¬ 
tion may be reduced although 
body temperature is not elevated 
to dangerous levels. A person 
experiencing these symptoms 
should stop exercising, drink plen¬ 
ty of water and find a cool spot to 
relax. 

The most severe consequence 
of dehydration is heat stroke. Heat 
stroke is characterized by hot, dry 
skin as sweat production has usu¬ 
ally ceased and excessively high 
body temperature! 106 F and high¬ 
er). Heat stroke is a medical 
emergency. While waiting for 
medical treatment one must take 
steps to lower body temperature.

These include immersion in cold 
water, placement of ice packs on 
the body or alcohol. 

In order to prevent heat stress 
injuries from occurring you must 
replace the water lost during exer¬ 
cise while you are exercising. If 
you must, try to balance the water 
you lose by sweating by continual¬ 
ly ingesting water during and after 
exercise. This is easier said than 
done because most people only 
drink water when they are thirsty. 
Strenuous exercise can curb your 
thirst mechanism and drinking 
water when thirsty only replaces 
about 60% of the fluid lost 
through sweating. Because of this 
you need to have a schedule of 
fluid replacement regardless of 
your feelings of thirst. 

A good rule of thumb is to drink 
about 8 oz. of water every 10-15 
minutes. In order to make sure you 
are adequately rehydrated after 
you are finished exercising. Most 
of the "weight" you lose during a 
given exercise session is due to 
water loss. You should drink 
enough water to replace the 
"weight" loss, you should drink 
16-20 oz. of water. 

In order to fully enjoy exercising 
in the summer heat remember to 
drink plenty of water. Also, stop 
exercising if you begin to notice 
any symptoms of heat injury such 
as cramps, nausea, decreased 
sweating and headache. Another 
point to remember is that a typical 
exercise routine performed in cool 
weather can be extremely difficult 
if performed on the first hot day of 
the season. Reduce the intensity 
a: id time of your sessions and give 
yourself time to adjust to the hot 
weather. Have fun and stay 
healthy.

Cut back sodium intake 


Are we born with a preference for salt or is it an acquired taste? 


Our desire for salt seems to be 
something we develop as we grow 
up. rather than a trait we are born 
with. Salted baby food started 
many of us off on the salt habit 
before we realized what was hap¬ 
pening. Because this taste is 
learned, many people can cut back 
on salt consumption and find that 
food is still tasty. 

One suggestion for limiting 
sodium intake is to cut back gra¬ 
dually on the amount ol salt used 
in cooking and at the dinner table. 
Your taste buds will adapt better to 
several moderate changes than to 
one drastic change. As the 
threshold for the perception of 
saltiness goes down, many 
patients on a sodium-moderated 
diet actually say that food once 
enjoyed now tastes so salty they 
no longer eat it. 

If you decide to cut back on salt, 
remember these tips: 

• Don't automatically salt food. 
Taste it first and if you must add 
salt, try one shake instead of two. 

• If a recipe calls for several 
processed foods such as cured 
meat, cheese, or canned veget¬ 
ables. you likely will not need to 
add any salt. 

• Vegetable oil has no sodium 
and vinegar has very little, so an 
oil and vinegar dressing will be 
much better for you than other 
dressings. 


• Lemon juice is low in sodium 
and can add extra zest to foods. 

• In restaurants, ask to have 
your food served without added 
salt so you can add only as much 
as you want. And if you must ordei 
a food with a sauce, ask for it on 
the side so you can control the 
amount. 

• If the sodium content isn t 
listed on the food label, you can 
write to the company for this 
information. 

One spice company recom 
mends this Insead of Salt season 
ing: Combine equal amounts of 
ground pepper, sweet basil, papri 
ka and onion powder; and two 
parts garlic powder. This mixture 
contains less than one-half milli 
gram of sodium per teaspoon. 

As you cut back on sodium, 
remember that the protein, vita 
min and mineral contents, as well 
as the number of calories, are 
important in any diet.

Bound before 10 a.m. Groups of 
four persons or less may camp at 
the Landing for a fee of $5 per 
person per night. Facilities include 
picnic tables, fire rings, toilets, 
and there is evening supervision. 
Advance camping reservations are 
required. 

A shorter trip covers seven 
miles and takes approximately 
four hours. The destination is Saco 
Bounds landing above Swan’s 
Falls. People with less time to 
spare can take a two-hour, three- 
mile ride to Weston's Bridge. 

If you want a longer journey, 
take Saco Bound to Lovewell 
Pond. A leisurely ride, this trip 
takes about five hours of canoeing 
per day. and covers 23 miles. 
Camp at Saco Bound Landing or a 
sandy beach along the way. For 
the three- or four-day explorer, 
there is a 43-mile, flatwater canoe¬ 
ing expedition from Saco Bound 
to Hiram. Maine. 

Each group renting canoes 
receives a complete and detailed 
river briefing. Experienced staff 
describe the river in detail, cover¬ 
ing points of interest, take-out 
locations, and rules and regula¬ 
tions. A river map is supplied with 
each rental canoe. 


Follow the rules 

The land along the Saco River is 
all privately owned. While some 
owners have posted "No Trespass¬ 
ing ' signs because of past abuses, 
most owners will allow campers if 
the following rules are kept in 
mind: 

— Carry out all trash. 

— Obtain a fire permit, and 
build fires only on the sand 
beaches. 

— Use dead and down wood 
only.

State grants 
housing board 
$1.14 million

The Winchester Housing Authority 
was recently awarded $1.14 million 
by the Executive Office of Commun¬ 
ities and Development (EOCD) for 
the construction of 12 new units of 
affordable housing. 

According to Housing Authority 
member R. Bradford Bailey, the 
grant is “a step in the right direc¬ 
tion” for Winchester. 

‘‘Most significantly, it’s a sign of 
recognition by the state of Winches¬ 
ter’s good faith effort” to construct 
affordable housing, he said. 

Bailey said the housing authority 
applied to the Executive Office for 
Cooperative Development (EOCD) 
for a grant last winter. The request 
for $7,500 was made in order to 


obtain a consultant to examine hous¬ 
ing possibilities in Winchester. 

EOCD approved the request, and 
allocated the additional $1.14 million 
for the construction of 12 units of 
affordable housing, said Bailey. 

The charge to the housing authori¬ 
ty now is to target 12 potential sites 
for family housing. Once the areas 
are found, they must be approved by 
the EOCD, said Bailey. Finally, the 
town must approve construction of 
the units on those sites. 

Bailey said the housing authority 
will seek scattered sites, ‘‘not only to 
conform with the character of 
Winchester, but so no particular 
area bears the brunt.” Affordable 
housing ‘‘should be shared equitably 
throughout the community,” he 
added. 


Selectmen defer 
housing decision 


Excess funds slated for full-scale 
capital water improvement plan

Excess funds earmarked for 
water projects will not be spent on 
problem areas in town but will be set 
aside for capital projects. 

The Selectmen approved by a 4-0 
vote a proposal from Town Manager 
W. Chadwick Maurer to maintain 
funds for a large-scale capital pro¬ 
ject Monday night. Selectman Frank 


Sopper was absent. 

Approximately $213,000 became 
available to the town when funding 
for a proposed water main running 
from Symmes Corner to Town Hall 
did not receive approval from the 
Department of Environmental Qual¬ 
ity Engineering (DEQE). With the 
rejection of the project by DEQE, 
funds set aside in the fiscal 1988 
budget for that project are now 
available for alternate water pro¬ 


jects in town. 

Maurer noted that he met with 
officials from the consulting firm of 
Weston and Sampson as well as 
water and sewer department and 
department of public works and 
staff. Maurer said the group agreed 
funds should be set aside to finance a 
large-scale capital plan to be pre¬ 
sented to fall Town Meeting. 

‘‘In solving the town’s water prob¬ 
lems, the feeling was we should put 


together a much more comprehen¬ 
sive program,” said Maurer. 

Selectman Steve Powers voiced 
concern that the funds would ‘‘sit 
around when we have water 
problems.” 

However, Maurer said that water 
projects previously planned for this 
summer will be completed. These 
include projects on Sylvester

Selectmen opted to let Town Meet¬ 
ing decide Winchester’s fate as a 
housing partnership community. 

At last week’s selectmen’s meet¬ 
ing, the housing partnerhsip board 
(HPB) sought approval from the 
selectmen for such designation. 

Selectmen last week voted to post¬ 
pone the decision one week until 
more information became available. 
However, Monday night, the board 
said the question should be left for 
Town Meeting to debate and decide. 

By becoming a housing communi¬ 
ty, Winchester’s HPB would be affil¬ 
iated with the Massachusetts Hous¬ 
ing Partnership (MHP), allowing 
Winchester to take advantage of 
state programs. 


Winchester man pleads not 
guilty to exam scam charges 


A Winchester man pleaded not 
guilty in U.S. District Court to two 
counts of conspiracy to commit mail 
fraud and two counts of perjury. 

The indictment against Metropoli¬ 
tan District Commission (MDC) 
Police Lt. Richard A. Nazzaro of 
Highland Avenue was handed down 
from a federal grand jury June 20, 
followed by his arraignment before 
U.S. Magistrate Lawrence Cohen 
June 22. 


The four counts stemmed from 
charges that Nazzaro paid $3,000 to 
Gerald Clemente, former MDC cap¬ 
tain and exam-scam ringleader, for 
an advance copy of a 1979 police 
promotion exam. 

Clemente pleaded guilty in 1986 to 
racketeering charges resulting from 
the theft and subsequent illegal dis¬ 
tribution of civil service entrance 
and promotional exams. 

The charges against Nazzaro stem 
from his alleged collusion with 


Clemente to obtain advance copies 
of the 1979 exam for promotion to 
sergeant and the 1983 exam for 
promotion to lieutenant. 

Nazzaro, an 18-year veteran of the 
MDC police department, could face 
up to five years in prison and a 
$250,000 fine on each of the four 
counts. Bail was set at $25,000 with 
no sureties, and travel limited to 
Massachusetts as well as any out¬ 
standing duties to the U.S. Army 
Reserve. 


Schools keep plans alive 

Board seeks open dialogue with selectmen

School committee members are 
still very concerned about capital 
projects not funded during Spring 
Town Meeting. 

School Committee Chairman Alice 
McCarter told selectmen Monday 
night the committee would like to 
maintain dialogue with the board to 


address potential capital projects at 
Ambrose School, Lincoln School and 
Skillings Field at the high school. 

The Ambrose project would adjust 
traffic patterns; the Lincoln School 
plan would create a safer play¬ 
ground environment. The school 
committee also sought improve¬ 
ments high school tennis courts as 
well as to Skillings Field, where 
settling of the field and the 
emergence of glass from the original 
ash landfill are potential hazards to 
students. 

‘‘There are clearly some safety 
issues at Lincoln School (and) 
Ambrose School that need to be 
addressed,” McCarter said. 

‘‘We are very, very concerned 
about the tennis courts” at the high 
school, she added. McCarter noted 
that the project has been delayed for 
two years now. The Skillings Field 
project ‘‘will have to stand on its 
own” at a later date, McCarter said. 

“The teaching of tennis is an integ¬ 
ral part of physical education at the 
high school,” she said. She sug¬ 
gested doing some in-house work 
through the department of public 
works. 

However, when asked to comment 
on the issue, Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer said there may 
not be any leeway in the DPW 
budget to take on such projects. He 


noted that of all budgets cut during 
Town Meeting, DPW took the deep¬ 
est slice. 

While he said he understood con¬ 
cerns about the areas, Maurer 
pointed out that the decision of Town 
Meeting not to fund the projects has 
to be accepted. 

“I know that’s not what the chair¬ 
man of the school committee wants 
to hear me say, but I think that’s the 
reality,” said Maurer. ‘‘I don’t think 
there’s a rabbit in the hat. The hat’s 
empty.” 

‘‘I’m not coming here thinking 
there’s a magic wand or a rabbit in 
the hat,” said McCarter. “But if I 
don’t come and offer to have a 
dialogue, it will die.” 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt sug¬ 
gested that school committee mem¬ 
bers “go back to the drawing board. 

“I think we should take a look at 
the scope of the projects and see 
whether they can be reconstituted,” 
said Schmitt. He agreed that dia¬ 
logue should continue between the 
two groups. 

McCarter said the committee 
would outline specific areas it feels 
must be addressed, possibly with the 
help of in-house resources to develop 
a plan. 

“That’s exactly why I’m here. I 
don’t want it to drop through the 
cracks,” she said.

Anne Walker supped 
with princes, paupers

Whispering in a coffee shop on 
Mount Vernon Street, Anne Walk¬ 
er folds her hands and squints, 
leaning back as she delves deep 
into the conglomeration of story¬ 
book events that constitute her 
past. 

On the outside, she appears to 
be simply an energetic, well- 
spoken woman caught in late 
middle age. It is not her external 
features, however, that distin¬ 
guish this woman; it is what lies 
within her. 

In discussing some of her 
accomplishments over the years, 
it becomes clear how she has 
affected many different people 
all over the world. She is forth¬ 


right and outspoken. 

Walker was once an active 
reporter who traveled worldwide 
and met with international 
leaders. 

The events she covered span 
more than three decades of his¬ 
tory. They include wars, disas¬ 
ters, political intrigue and the 
plight of the homeless. 

In her youth, Walker aspired to 
be a doctor, and after graduating 
from the University of New 
Hampshire prerned program, she 
applied to Harvard Medical 
School. Although she had the cre¬ 
dentials necessary for admission 
to the program, she says she was 
rejected on the grounds that Har¬ 
vard did not accept women at 
that time.

School gives

One proposition was posed to the

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County charter stirs objections 

Opponents see counties as redundant and irrelevant

Middlesex County officials are 
making attempts to strengthen 
county government. However, con¬ 
cerned citizens are troubled by prop¬ 
osed changes to the county charter. 

A draft charter prepared by a 
County Commission, formed as a 
result of a 1986 ballot referendum, 
ultimately seeks to change the face 
of county government. At present, 
the bill is being considered in the 
House of Representatives by the 
Joint Committee on Counties. 

However, a group of citizens, the 
County Charter Concerned Citizens, 
has raised a number of objections to 
the proposal, and is working to 
defeat the bill. The group’s main 
concern stems from the amount of 
authority vested in the county mana¬ 
ger, as well as a severe reduction in 
fiscal responsibilities of the advisory 
board. 

Executive and legislative changes 

The main changes from the pre¬ 
sent charter come under executive 
and legislative responsibilities. 
Whereas at present 54 locally 
elected Middlesex County Advisory 
Board (MCAB) members are 
responsible for legislative duties, 
the new charter proposes to divide 
the county into nine districts, with 
one representative elected in each. 
The group of nine would form the 
county council, which would then be 
responsible for carrying out legisla¬ 
tive responsibilities. 


One county manager, appointed 
by the county council, is proposed to 
perform executive functions cur¬ 
rently carried out by three elected 
commissioners. 

In addition, the two registers of 
deeds as well as the county treasur¬ 
er and county clerk would be 
appointed by the manager under the 
proposed charter. 

William Eckland, chairman of the 
citizens group, said the group is 
concerned that the county manager, 
who would run the county much like 
a town manager operates a town, 
would be appointed for an indefinite 
term. 

Manager’s authority feared 

“The only way to disenfranchise 
him is if the elected county council 
decides to let him go,” said Eckland. 
“He would have a lifetime job.” 

Eckland also raised objections 
that the advisory board, presently 
made up of representatives from 
each community in the county, will 
no longer have control over county 
spending. Although the MCAB would 
make budgetary recommendations 
to the council for each community, 
such recommendations could be 
overriden by the council by a two- 
thirds vote. 

Patronage could also be a prob¬ 
lem, said Eckland. With so many 
appointed positions, Eckland 
pointed out there is potential for 
paybacks through appointment. 

“As far as Middlesex County gov¬ 
ernment, there’s really no reason for 
its existence,” he said. “It’s just 


another layer of bureaucracy.” 

No reason for its existence 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt, who 
also serves as Winchester’s MCAB 
representative, agrees with Eck¬ 
land. Schmitt favors the abolish¬ 
ment of county government. 

Schmitt said he is concerned that a 
two-thirds vote could override an 
MCAB budget. 

“I just think it’s very dangerous to 
give the counties fiscal autonomy,” 
added Schmitt. He noted that at 
present, Winchester’s portion of the 
county budget represents per¬ 
cent of the total budget. The figure is 
directly proportional to population, 
he said. 

Representative Sherman “Whip” 
Saltmarsh also expressed a desire to 
abolish county governments. Salt- 
marsh said functions now performed 
by the county could easily be taken 
on by the state government. 

“Any viable or important func¬ 
tions should be transferred over to 
the state,” said Saltmarsh. County 
government “is one layer we can 
eliminate,” he added. 

Middlesex County spokesman 
Paul Meaney said the charter com¬ 
mission has worked for approxi¬ 
mately 18 months to develop the 
proposal. Public hearings were held 
throughout the county over this per¬ 
iod of time as well, he noted. 

Meaney is a member of the county 
commission, and has worked for the 
county for 12 years. He said when he 


sought the position on the commis¬ 
sion, he believed “the county needed 
a change in its image and goals.” 

Middle-of-the-road charter? 

While Meaney acknowledged 
some groups have problems with the 
charter, he said it “gives a feeling 
that we didn’t favor one area over 
another. (The committee) tried to 
create the best charter, which is the 
foundation of government,” said 
Meaney. “I think it’s a middle-of- 
the-road type of compromise.” 

According to Meaney, the budget 
for the county has historically 
received funding from each com¬ 
munity as well as from revenues 
generated by the registry of deeds 
and through the rental of 
courthouses. 

In determining the budget, howev¬ 
er, Meaney said “the advisory board 
will only have control over monies 
generated by the assessments. The 
remaining amount will be under the 
control of the manager and the 
council.” 

One of the components of the prop¬ 
osal is increased use of inter-city 
programs. Meaney said by working 
together, towns can purchase equip¬ 
ment or set up programs. 

However, Eckland said communi¬ 
ties have worked together for years, 
and cited regional school systems as 
an example. 

The state could easily take county 
functions, such as county hospitals, 
under its umbrella, he said.

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dinator of the parade, said that while 
there are as yet few Stoneham resi¬ 
dents on board the Cronan band 
wagon, an effort will be made to 
“bring more Stoneham people into 
the campaign.”

Niewenhous expressed confidence 
that the representative’s seat would 
be taken by a Democrat this time 
around, and endorsed Cronan for the 
job. 

Debate delayed 

In other campaign developments, 


a debate scheduled June 29 lor the 
three Democratic candidates, Cro¬ 
nan, Paul Casey and Jack Looney, 
was canceled. The cancelation was 
called by Casey, who had an exam at 
Boston University that conflicted 
with the timing of the showdown. 

Casey says he has offered four 
alternative dates in July and denies 
he is avoiding a verbal 
confrontation. 

“I want that debate,” he said at 
his campaign headquarters in 
Winchester. “I’m not trying to duck 
anything.” 

Cronan, meanwhile, is taking 
things one step at a time. “My 
primary focus is on winning the 
primary,” he said. “Then I’ll worry 
about the next one.” 

Cronan called the Republican can¬ 
didate, William O'Leary, “a neigh¬ 
bor and a fine fellow.”

A Special Message From Your Water Officials 

You probably know that lead can be a threat to your health. How much ot a threat depends on now much lead ) 
>>ets into your body and how much your body retains. 

Sources of lead in the environment include old paint, contaminated soil, leaded gasoline and. to a lesser yet signili 
cant degree, drinking water. 

Knowing how lead gets into your tap water and what you can do to avoid it will minimize your risk. 

Harmful levels ot lead in drinking water are almost never found at the water source. Whether you drink water that 
comes troni a reservoir, lake, river, or well, the amount of naturally occurring lead seldom poses ,i problem. Ihit in 
betwen the source of your water and your faucet is a series ot pipes and connections, including the plumbing m ynur*‘v 
home, and it is here that you could find a problem. 

The age ol your home will tell you a lot. Homes built before 1940 may have lead pipes. Lead pipes in service connec 
lions and in plumbing were last used in the 1930s. So il your home is more than 50 years old, there's a good chance 
there are lead pipes within the building. If you aren't sure, have a plumber inspect it. 

Lead solder was also used to join pipes, until it was banned in Massachusetts in |98 p. Soil water and acidic walet 
are especially corrosive. The moie corrosive the water, the more lead it can dissolve as it passes through the pines. 

Part of the purpose ol this notice is to inform you of the potential adverse health effects ol lead. This is being done 
even though your water may not be in violation of the current standard. 

The Massachusetts Department of Environmental Quality Engineering, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
and others are concerned about lead in drinking water. Too much lead in the human body can ■ ause serious damage 
to the brain, kidneys, nervous system, and red blood cells. The greatest risk, even with short-term exposure, is to young 
children and pregnant women. 

Lead levels in your drinking water are likely to be highest: 

•If your home or water system has lead pipes, or 

•II your home has copper pipes with lead solder, and 

— if the home is less than live years old, or 

— if you have sofl, corrosive or acidic water, or 

— il water sits in the pipes lor several hours. 

Some good news is that tiller five years or so lead from solder no longer poses a risk ol contamination to standing * 
water. In now common copper pipes, not only is most lead solder dissolved out within about live years, but also a • 
coating of lime builds up inside the pipe and seals in some ol the lead in these joints the older the plumbing the lower • 
Ihe probability ol excessive lead from solder. So, as a general rule, original plumbing more than live years and less ; 
than 50 years old poses a lower risk. 

II you have high-risk plumbing, whether or not you have had your water tested tor lead you can make a lew simple . 
changes in your habits at home to reduce lead-related risk to your health. 

Your best defense is to know about your plumbing system, to educate yourself about lead, and to practice the follow- * 
ing simple procedures to protect your and your family's health: 

Draw drinking water in the morning (including the water lor juices, cottee. and so on) onlv alter using water lor ’ 
other things, such as a shower. 

Il water has been sitting in your pipes tor six hours or more, use that water lor things other than drinking 

Do not use hot tap water lor cooking, drinking and preparing baby formula or loods. 

beware ol commercially available devices lor the home whose manuLuturers claim they purilv water. None ol the • 
following are elfective against lead. 

•Carbon lilteis, sand tillers, cartridge filters: While these products do lilter out certain contaminants they do not 
remove lead nor reduce corrosivity. • 

•Water solteners, iron removal systems, and ion exchange units all soften water, and soil water usually increase** , 
corrosion. 

Certain highly technical treatment processes can be used to reduce lead, but because ol their sophistication the 
Massachusetts Department ot Environmental Quality Engineering recommends their use only with the services ol state 
certified drinking water facility operator. 

I he drinking water delivered to your home's service connection by the M’WS) Town ol Winchester consistently meets 
existing and proposed El’A standards lor lead and the (PWS) Winchester Water Department has been treating water • 
delivered to consumers to control corrosivity since 1 Pt» 1.

Albano sponsors 
bill to conserve 
water resources 

Sen. Salvatore Albano recently 
announced that he is sponsoring new 
legislation to further conserve water 
usage. 

Albano represents Medford and 
Somerville, which are part of the 
MWRA (Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority) area. 

Said Albano, “As our water rates 
continue to rise to pay for the clean¬ 
up of Boston Harbor, we must 
search for innovative ways to cut 
down on our use of water in order to 
keep the bills as low as possible. 

“This act will forbid the sale, in 
Massachusetts, of toilets using more 
than 1.6 gallons per flush. It will also 
require all toilets sold in the Com¬ 
monwealth to be clearly marked 
with a label indicating the amount of 
water they use and their average 
cost per year.”

Some of 
her quilts mirror kaleidoscopes; 
other attempt to develop a contem¬ 
porary idiom for the traditional art 
of quilting. Some of the pieces 
appear highly technical, others 
more poetic.

Senior After Care 


helps elders recover 


By LEONOR RICH 

The Senior After Care program 
(SAC), a pilot project of the Council 
on Aging, has been designed for 
Winchester residents 60 years or 
older. Elders discharged from hospi¬ 
tals, day surgery, out-patient clinics 
or those receiving ongoing treat¬ 
ments are eligible for SAC 
assistance. 

The Senior After Care Coordina¬ 
tor, June Hall, is a professional 
geronotologist who works together 
with seniors, family, and communi¬ 
ty agencies to bridge the needs of 
seniors after discharge from hospi¬ 
tals and during convalescence and 
aftercare. Seniors alone at home or 
with frail elderly relatives are eligi¬ 
ble as are seniors isolated from 
community resources. Those with 
multiple chronic conditions requir¬ 
ing coordination of services and 
those needing temporary assistance 
in managing their home affairs pro¬ 
fit from this program. Seniors in 
need of encouragement to make use 
of local supportive services avail¬ 
able at the Jenks Senior Center such 
as the Keep Well Clinic, transporta¬ 
tion, Health Benefits Counseling, 
Nutrition programs and others are 
aided by the SAC coordinator. 

There is no charge for the services 
of the SAC coordinator. The prog¬ 
ram was funded through grants to 
the Winchester Council on Aging by 
the Massachusetts Executive Office 
of Elder Affairs and a Title III grant 
from Minuteman Home Care Corpo¬ 
ration. A demonstrated need for con¬ 
tinuity of the services is now covered 
in the Council on Aging annual 
budget. 

Referrals are accepted from 
seniors, relatives, friends, or com¬ 
munity agencies to visit the homes 
of those Winchester seniors who 
have been discharged from hospitals 
to be home alone or with frail 
relatives. 

Arrangements for services can be 
made by calling the Jenks Senior 
Center (721-7136), attention of June 
Hall. 


The media cautions 
the elderly about 

Salmonella poisoning 

A digest of an article in the Lahey 
Clinic Newsletter, “To Your 
Health,” Fall, 1987, is especially 
pertinent during the heat of the sum¬ 
mer. While the most highly publi¬ 
cized outbreaks of food poisoning 
have usually been traced to tainted 
hamburg or milk, poultry products 
are far more likely to be contami¬ 
nated with salmonella bacteria. It is 


disturbing to discover that food poi¬ 
soning is on the rise. According to 
the Center for Disease Control, 
reported cases of food poisoning 
have more than doubled between 
1976-1987. 

The long-standing use of antibio¬ 
tics in livestock feed has been 
blamed for the emergence of new 
strains of salmonella that are resis¬ 
tant to treatment with antibiotics. 
There is also mounting evidence that 
people who have been taking antibio¬ 
tics are particularly vulnerable to 
these anti-resistant strains of 
salmonella. 


What is Salmonella 

and how is it spread? 

Daniel Salmon, a neurobiologist 
working for the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture isolated the bacteria in 
1885, hence the name “salmonella.” 
Salmonella live in water and soil as 
well as in the intestinal track of 
animals and humans. Although it 
can be transmitted from one 
infected person to another, the vast 
majority of people get salmonella 
after eating contaminated food or 
drinking unclean water. Typhoid 
fever, - a severe form of salmonella 
poisoning, has been almost elimi¬ 
nated in this country. Non-typhoidal 
salmonella bacteria are still found in 
almost every species of animal in 
the United States. 

Livestock usually pick up the bac¬ 
teria from the soil, their feed, or 
from other animals. Once ingested 
the bacteria live in their intestines 
and when slaughtered, find their 
way into food products. Poultry 
(chicken, turkey, and duck), eggs, 
and raw milk are the primary sour¬ 
ces of human infection. Most out¬ 
breaks occur in warm weather from 
July through November. 


Symptoms 

Within 8 to 48 hours of eating 
contaminated food, symptoms begin 
to appear. Diarrhea and often 
nausea occur during the first few 
hours along with fever for at least 
two days thereafter. 


Prevention 

Salmonella cannot survive 
through cooking. The USDA recom¬ 
mends that red meat be cooked until 
the internal temperature reaches 
160 to 170 degrees, while poultry 
should reach 180 to 185 degrees. 

Never eat raw meat or even slight¬ 
ly pink chicken, turkey, or pork. 
Hands, cutting boards, utensils and 
surfaces should be washed frequent¬ 
ly with hot, soapy water while pre¬ 
paring raw meat. While care in 
handling and cooking food is the best 
defense against salmonellosis, good 
personal hygiene is also extremely 
important to avoid passing the dis¬ 
ease from persor. to person. Since 
the elderly and children are more 
susceptible to the disease, the 
utmost care should be exercised to 
prevent this extremely uncomfort¬ 
able weakening disease.

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


No big surprise 

If you’re dealing in death, what’s a little graft, corruption and 
bribery thrown in? 

That anybody should be surprised to discover that the arms 
procurement system is completely out of control is in itself 
surprising. 

Think about the kind of decision young people at the start of 
their careers make when they say, “I think I’ll go into the arms 
business.” 

“There’s a good future in it,” they must muse. “The money is 
good. And there are a bunch of fine folks in that trade. I can’t 
think of anything I’d rather do with my life.” Once they have 
crossed over the line, why stop there? People who make things 
that kill other people can easily rationalize stealing as well. 

In the antiseptic atmosphere of today’s weapons world, hardly 
anyone, except those at the other end of the device, thinks about 
the meaning of the manufacture of arms. 

Korea may have been the first war in which certain soldiers, 
the pilots of the U.S. Air Force, were completely divorced from 
the consequences of their acts. Only the grunts below got to feel 
the war. 

But the “Masters of War,” as Bob Dylan called them, have 
always lived gentlemanly lives behind the lines. The recent “60 
Minutes” vignette on the Beretta family showed how nice and 
well-bred people who deal in death can be. 

About a year ago, Fred Kaplan, a staff reporter for the Boston 
Globe and expert in Pentagon matters, addressed a group of New 
England businessmen worried about how much the military 
budget costs the country. 

The businessmen were a mixed bag of hawks and doves, but all 
agreed that the United States would be less secure if it went 
bankrupt financing the Pentagon beyond the point where the next 
marginal missile made any military difference. At the time 
Caspar Weinberger was still in office, and there was no end yet in 
sight to the upwardly spiraling cost of the military. 

Kaplan spoke with no notes, and appeared to know his subject 
end-to-end. He told the audience that the spectacular disclosures 
of the $600 toilet seats and $400 hammers had actually harmed 
the cause of those who would restrain the dollars-for-death 
sweepstakes. 

Most media people had difficulty understanding the complexi¬ 
ties of military procurement and seized on the clear images of 
expensive household items as illustrative of the wild manner in 
which money was being spent. 

But, Kaplan said, this distracted from the billions of dollars 
quietly being siphoned out of the system by unscrupulous 
operators. One $600 toilet seat is pretty bad, but what about a $5 
billion program intended to construct a system that its builders 
know will never be put in place? 

Kaplan himself studied the flow of military decision-making at 
MIT. His thesis, which was published as a book, traced the 
formation of current military policy through a series of ideas 
promulgated by “experts” at various stages of the development 
of war technology. 

Concepts such as “mutual deterrence” that we take for 
granted as rock-hard truths once competed with other philoso¬ 
phies for a place in the sun. But after a particular viewpoint 
prevailed in the military establishment, billions of dollars were 
spent to give substance to the thought. 

The very spending of such vast sums hammered the gossamer 
theories into immutable reality. 

When the businessmen asked Kaplan what they could do to 
reduce the waste of money, he had no concrete advice. There was 
a sense of helplessness in the room. No one felt capable of 
stopping the massive money machine that soaks up dollars and 
spits out death. 

But now the FBI has ripped open the cozy world where the 
revolving door is just one manifestation of the corruption of the 
system. 

We accuse the Soviets of having a wasteful, planned economy, 
one that uses resources in a highly inefficient manner. When he 
spoke at Winchester High School, Soviet journalist Felix Goryu¬ 
nov pointed out that the U.S., too, has a wasteful, planned sector: 
the military. 

The stink of the military procurement system is not just a 
matter of “a few rotten apples,” as Weinberger has said. Nor is it 
a matter of the particular system, the paper shuffle that has 
evolved to handle the weapons trade in the U.S. 

The evil is inherent in the nature of the system itself. When you 
lay a pile of money on the table in front of a bunch of gangsters, 
don’t expect any to be there when you get back. 

Those people who design guidance systems, consult to defense 
contractors, push pencils in the Pentagon, operate milling 
machines in missile factories, sit waiting in silos, why didn’t they 
choose to become special education teachers, medical techni¬ 
cians or drug rehab workers? 

What is it in the character of someone that leads them to choose 
to lend a hand to the forces of death? Money is certainly part of 
the answer. Some sort of misguided patriotism, perhaps? 

But I would rather trust my money with someone who helps 
people, nots hurts them.

Bill to eliminate 
toxic chemicals 
needs support 

TO THE EDITOR: 

By now, we are all familiar with 
the toxic pollution of our air, water, 
and land. We all realize that hazard¬ 
ous waste is one of the most critical 
environmental, health, and econom¬ 
ic issues facing every community in 


this state and nation, including 
Winchester. Drinking water supplies 
have become contaminated, and the 
public health of communities has 
been damaged. We have begun to 
make a dent in controlling toxic 
pollution. But we have not gone far 
enough. 

It is now time for another next 
step. We must prevent hazardous 
waste production in the first place. 
Reducing the use of toxic chemicals 
wherever possible is the common- 
sense solution, and the Toxic Use 
Reduction Bill (currently H. 5653 in 
the State Legislature) is an impor¬ 
tant piece of legislation which would 
begin reducing toxics use in the 
Commonwealth. 

This bill would require toxics 
reporting for each stage of the man- 
ufaturing process, phase-out the 
most dangerous chemicals, and 
establish reasonable timetables for 
toxics reports, phase-outs and use 
reduction plans. The bill would also 
provide for citizen and worker 
involvement in monitoring the use of 
toxics and grant the state the power 
to establish industry performance 
standards for achieving reduction. 

The bill, sponsored by MASS- 
PIRG, is supported by a majority of 
the state legislators this year, 
including Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 


and Sen. Richard Kraus of Winches¬ 
ter. The bill is expected to be before 
the House for a vote before their 
summer recess, so I urge all 
Winchester residents to contact Rep. 
Saltmarsh and stress the urgency of 
this issue. His supportive vote is 
very important for a safer future.

H. Ross Perot’s proposed postal study could become the Trojan Horse of privatization

A few months ago, H. Ross Perot 
sold his large computer business. 
And like a growing number of top 
executives lacking their mega¬ 
corporate moorings, he then started 
a consulting company. That com¬ 
pany, in turn, recently signed a 
small, but potentially large, con¬ 
tract with the United States Postal 
Service (USPS). 

For $500,000 Perot and his consul¬ 
tant cohorts propose to save USPS $1 
billion. For the cynics among us who 
subscribe to any one of several 
bromides — e.g. there’s no free 
lunch, or if something seems to be 
too good to be true, it usually is — we 
know there’s a hitch. 

To quiet us, they put the hitch 
right there in the contract. Only 
after providing USPS with his “Effi¬ 


ciency Study,’’ will Perot really 
begin to benefit, financially, because 
he will get a percentage of the sav¬ 
ings from the suggested efficiency 
measures. Also, I believe he will do 
the job. He will produce a report 
within the allotted 90 days; saving at 
least a billion or so — on paper. After 
all, that’s just a little less than 3 
percent of USPS $36 billion annual 
budget. It’s a miniscule amount to 
save in an organization that isn’t 
very complex. 

What USPS does is not tantamount 
to brain surgery. You mail a letter 
or package, it gets sorted — some¬ 
how, and then delivered — some¬ 
time. Thus, it’s relatively easy to 
produce efficiency measures: elimi¬ 
nate a few steps (no more hand 
stamping); decrease a few services 
(close some facilities an afternoon 
per week); and fire a few workers 
(those who wash the trucks should

go first). This will reduce next 
year’s budget by tens of millions or 
maybe more. 

The techniques of reduction are 
not complicated; even if new tech¬ 
nology of high speed sorting and 
processing is a factor. No matter 
how it is analyzed, USPS is a “line” 
operation: one task follows another 
without major decisions. This makes 
it one of the least complex organiza¬ 
tional forms. 

Given the nature of USPS, Perot’s 
sublime entrepreneurial skills, and 
the contract’s built-in incentives, he 
will probably save us even more in 
the short run. It’s not Perot’s con¬ 
tract that is problematic, it is the 
context in which it is occurring. 

This is an election year. This is a 
time in which we are thinking about 
war and peace and the state of our 
economy: Are the Soviets serious 
about reducing the risks of a nuclear 
war? Will inflation increase? How 
high will interest rates go? What can 
be done about drugs? 

When you put Perot, and his pid¬ 


dling $500,000 contract in that con¬ 
stellation of concerns, it can barely 
be seen. But there is more to consid¬ 
er than its immediate relative glow. 
There is a group of Administration 
officials in the White House, Office 
of Management and Budget, Con¬ 
gress and even a few at the USPS 
who seem to believe it is a perfect 
time to make a small but significant 
move toward privatizing our nation¬ 
al mail service. 

Privatizing means selling USPS to 
the private sector. USPS’s bureauc¬ 
racy is too cumbersome they claim 
and thus too costly. The only way to 
reduce USPS’s costs is to sell it, and 
let the free-market forces take over. 
The new USPS would compete with 
United Parcel Service and Federal 
Express among a host of others. And 
why not? 

Why not let the market place 
decide who should be the largest 
mail service in the US? Why not get 
rid of some of those 800,000 Postal 
employees? They are the largest 
civilian workforce in the world. Why 


not close some of the 40,000 facili¬ 
ties? What’s sacred about third- 
class bulk mail? What’s special 
about uniform first-class mail ser¬ 
vice? Maybe not much, but consider 
a few comparative facts. 

On an average Sunday, we deposit 
about 20 million pieces of mail in 
those blue boxes. This adds up to 
about 1.4 billion per year — just for 
Sunday’s mailings. USPS handled 
over 150 billion pieces of mail in 1987. 
Meanwhile, back at Federal 
Express and United Parcel Service 
their numbers were a'little less stag¬ 
gering: UPS did 2.4 billion pack¬ 
ages; and 178 million were “Fed 
Xed.” 

Should we turn to these miniscule 
enterprises for help? Should we sell 
them the 40,000 facilities? Should we 
pay them to learn to manage the 
work force to handle billions of pack¬ 
ages and letters? That’s what the 
proponents of privatization want. 
However, they know they can’t 
accomplish it in one maneuver. 
Thus, the plan is to give Perot a 


small contract. He’ll do the job well 
and those privatization naysayers. • 
will have to deal with very impress-* 
ive “savings” data. Then comes _ 
stage two of the plan. 

We might be able to save millions 
in the short run; but what about the 
next two hundred years? Do we want 
a Postal Service that’s politically 
accountable? Do we want uniform 
first-class delivery? If so, we should ! 
watch out for those bearing gifts, i 
More often than not such gifts bring ; 
attendant downstream problems. 

What happens if we discover that J 
on one can deliver mail cheaper or • 
better than USPS? How are we going ! 
to buy back our multi-generational ; 
investment? 

Admire the plucky Perot; but be ■ 
aware: He is the Trojan Horse. He is ! 
the “gift” from those who have 
retreated to the sea. We are left an ; 
edifice of minimal proportions but !

Recycling needs its 


own entrepreneurs

Recycling has been underway in 
this country for more than 20 years 
but the efforts have been few, scat¬ 
tered and limited. 

About 5 percent of waste materials 
nationally are now recycled, but 
there is evidence that as much as 90 
percent of waste can ultimately be 
reused. 

Materials can be recycled in three 
ways. Paper, glass and metal, 
examples of the first, are changed 
physically or chemically or both in 
order to make them reusable as 
paper, glass or metal. Others, such 
as wine bottles, furniture and clo¬ 
thing are immediately reusable, and 
repair gives new life to many items. 

It is important that as you consid¬ 
er recycling you look at your waste 
items in terms of the use others can 
give them, rather than think of them 
as throwaway material to be 
burned. 

Take tires, for example. They can 
be recycled in at least two ways: by 
retreading for continued use on vehi¬ 
cles or, as a Minnesota firm is doing, 
by reprocessing into floor mats. 

Firms which will accept used tires 
are listed in the Boston yellow 
pages, but in the absence of an 
existing method of distribution, resi¬ 
dents must deliver them to these 
firms or persuade others to enter a 
collective delivery operation. 

Automotive parts are a fruitful 
area for reuse and recycling, but 
little is done with them now. 

Entrepreneurs are needed to deve¬ 
lop markets and find new uses for 
the products. Firms to process these 
products or to sell them need to be 
established in the state and the state 
should encourage outside firms to 
locate here. 

In the case oi one product, oil, the 
state requires that any store or gar¬ 
age selling oil in sufficient quanti¬ 
ties, and most of them do, must 
accept and dispose of the used pro¬ 
duct. It is stored in underground 
tanks and collected by firms that 
drain and clean the tanks and sell 
the oil for new usage.

Whether this effort can be carried 
out at central locations, instead of 
burdening the sellers, depends on 
the costs involved vs. the income 
derived from recycling. In any case 
oil burned in an incinerator is lost 
forever.

Nesbit biography 
traces flowering 
of writer for kids 

Edith Nesbit (1858-1924) is consid¬ 
ered by some to be the first modern 
writer for children. Her books, 
which include The Railway Child¬ 
ren, Five Children and It, and The 
Pheonix and the Carpet, are among 
the first adventure stories written 
for children. 

Nesbit introduced such innovative 
elements as magic and time travel 
into the otherwise real world of the 
children in her stories and this 
blending of fantasy with her under¬ 
standing of sibling relationships and 
day-to-day family life has appealed 
to generations of young readers. 

Nesbit is now the subject of a new 
biography, A Woman of Passion: 


The Life of E. Nesbit 1858-1924, by 
Oxford University tutor Julia 
Briggs. 

Nesbit did not begin to write for 
children until she was 40, although 
she had supported her large family 
for a number of years by churning 
out magazine stories. Her writing 
and her involvement in the Fabian 
Society brought her into contact with 
some of the leading literary figures 
of her time and she counted among 
her friends George Bernard Shaw, 
H.G. Wells, E.M. Forster, Rudyard 
Kipling and Noel Coward. 

An early biography of Nesbit by 
Doris Langley Moore, although well 
researched, is reticent on some of 
the unconventional aspects of Nes- 
bits private life. Julia Briggs is able 
to expand the protrayal with 
documentation about Nesbit’s 
affairs with George Bernard Shaw 
and others, and her scandalous mar¬ 
riage arrangement. 

A Woman of Passion: The Life of 
E. Nesbit is available in the new 
book section of Winchester Public 
Library and can be reserved for you 
by a librarian.

Marion Hatch 

Marion Hatch believes senior 
citizens living at the Westley 
Street housing complex deserve a 
voice In the administration. 

Hatch was instrumental In the 
development of the newly-formed 
Westley Street Tenant’s Associa¬ 
tion, accepted by the Housing 
Authority in May. The association 
came about because, said Hatch, 
"I was unhappy about the way 
things were going and felt nobody 
was getting anywhere.” 

All tenant’s are members of the 
association by virtue of their resi¬ 
dency in the complex. Through 
the association, Hatch said they 
will be able to voice concerns to 
the housing authority. 

Hatch has been active in many 
aspects of Winchester. Born and 
brought up in town, she was a 
graduate and valedictorian of the 
Winchester High School class of 
1930. 

Since her younger days, Hatch 
said the character of the town has 
changed. Once a republican, pro- 
testant, white town, she noted that 
Winchester now enjoys a more 
diversified population, ‘although 
I'm still a republican,” she said 
smiling. 

An employee of the school 
department for 28 years, Hatch 
said attitudes in town have also 
changed. 

"In those days, we looked up to 


the town fathers," she said. "There 
was no squabbling." In addition, 
people "practically got down on 
their hands and knees" in the face 
of town officials, such as school 
committee members. 

Hatch herself was involved in 
the administration of the school 
system. Although after high 
school she worked for Atlantic 
National Bank In Boston until it 
crashed In 1932, she moved to 
work in Winchester, where she 
spent her first ten years of employ¬ 
ment here at McCall Junior High 
School. 

Later, she took on the position 
of secretary to4he superintendent. 
Her responsibilities included over¬ 
seeing the work of 13 other 
women. "I loved it," she said. "I 
enjoyed the kids and the 
teachers." 

In her free time, Hatch enjoys 
collecting buttons. She began her 
collection after visiting her sister’s 
friend, who had many items in her 
home covered with buttons. "I was 
enthralled,” she said. Approxi¬ 
mately 12 years ago, Hatch 
formed her own button club, and 
members meet every month to 
share their ideas and collections. 

Hatch is also a very strong advo¬ 
cate for animals. Working with the 
Massachusetts Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals 
(MSPCA), she testified before a 
state congressional committee In 
favor of allowing senior citizens to 
have pets in senior housing com¬ 
plexes, though there would be 
some restrictions. 

Partly as a result of her testi¬ 
mony, the congressional commit¬ 
tee unanimously voted to recom¬ 
mend favorable action on the bill 
to the house and senate. 

"Everyone stood up and 
cheered," recalled Hatch. 

Her philosophy in relation to her 
pet stays with her today in striving 
for what she believes in. 

"Just stand up on your hind legs 
and fight," she said.

Recreation offers active summer

Despite changes which will take 
place in the Winchester Recreation 
and Community Services Depart¬ 
ment staff, summer activities seem 
to be running smooth and sound. 

According to acting Adolescent 
Youth Coordinator Jack Monteith, 
these changes are coming at a good 
time because most of the programs 
are already established, and the new 
director and coordinator won’t be 
joining the staff at a confusing stage. 

There are some definite changes 
in the recreation department this 
summer. One difference is the sale 
of passes to the Packer Tennis 
Courts, which will be sold now by the 
Youth Center, and not by the Town 
Clerk as in the past. Those inter¬ 
ested in buying a pass to the Packer 
courts may stop by the Youth Center 
on either Tuesday or Wednesday 
night. 

Another significant change is the 
reduction in staff and hours at Leo¬ 
nard Beach. According to Monteith, 
the town had “voted it out of the 
budget all together, but a group of 
parents came to Town Meeting and 
asked that it be kept open at the 
minimum it would cost to run it.” 

As a result, Leonard Pond will 
only be open Tuesday through Sun¬ 
day each week from 10a.m. to6 p.m. 
In addition, the staff of 13 lifeguards 
has been reduced to eight. Passes 
for Leonard Beach are also avail¬ 
able at the Youth Center. 

The recreation department has no 
shortage of activities this summer. 
For those who have completed the 
sixth grade and up, the Youth Center 
gameroom (6 to 10 p.m.) will be open 
on Thursday nights along with the 
McCall Junior High gymnasium 
(8:30 to 10 p.m.), where students can 
enjoy everything from pool to a 
relaxing game of floor hockey. 

There are also camping trips, 
white-water rafting in Canada, hikes 


and a summer weight-training prog¬ 
ram. There is also a two-week train¬ 
ing program to prep any willing 
participants for a sailing/cycling 
adventure on Cape Cod and 
Martha’s Vinyard. 

Meanwhile, on the less outdoorsy 
side, there are day trips, cruises 
around the Cape and college campus 
tours to Holy Cross, U N.H., Merri¬ 
mack, Tufts and UMass-Amherst. 

There are trips to concerts at 
Great Woods for Def Leppard, 
George Michael and Aerosmith. 

For more information on any of 
these and any other activities, drop 
by the recreation department for 
brochures or call them at 721-7125, or 
call the Youth Center at 721-7129. 

For the elementary school popula¬ 
tion of Winchester, the recreation 


department offers three day camps: 
Camp Sunshine for 4- and 5-years- 
olds, Camp Superfriends for kinder¬ 
garten to second-grader, and Mini 
Camp (ages 9-12). 

These three camps offer a variety 
of programs and are almost filled 
up. For more information contact 
the Youth Center or Recreation and 
Community Services Department.

After two years on the other side of 
the Iron Curtain she realizes there 
are not as many machines as she 
had hoped, but she is happy, 
nonetheless. “Americans,” she 
says, “are the friendliest people I’ve 
ever met.” 

After her arrival, Rydlova’s 
immediate concern was tennis. 
“When I came here I started looking 
for tennis courts. Sometimes I would 
ride the trains and just look for 
courts.” She stumbled onto a club in 
Newton, and the head pro, Maureen 
Nolan, decided to take Rydlova 
under her wing for a year. “She 
helped me so much in America, 
says Petra of her mentor. 

There was, naturally, a period of 
adjustment. “I thought that every¬ 
thing was going to be the same as it 
was in Czechoslovakia and I would 
just keep playing tennis but I really 
missed my friends.” 

Learning the languauge was 
another hurdle that Rydlova had to 
overcome. “I could only say ‘my 
name is Petra' and count to ten," 
she says of her familiarity with 
English when she arrived. “I read a 
lot, especially children’s books — I 
had to look up all the words.” 


Might become diplomat 

Able to “read and understand” 
Russian and Latin, and speak Ger¬ 
man, English and Czechoslovakian 
she exclaims, “I love languages I 
think they’re so important. If I don’t 
turn pro, I want to be a diplomat. 

Despite her interest in books and 
linguistics, when it comes to home¬ 
work, she echoes the sentiments of 
many American teenagers. “I hate 
studying. I’ve never studied my 
whole life. I don’t like taking tests, 
but it’s fun talking to my friends in 
the halls.” 

During the summer months, Ryd¬ 
lova devotes the majority of her 
time to tennis, playing at least two 
tournaments a week. She has also 
procured her first job at The News 
Shop, and unlike tennis, “it’s work, 
she says, “so I can’t really say I love 
it.” 

Winchester’s newest tennis ace, 
however, may not be around for too 
long. She recently applied for full 
scholarships to pro tennis schools in 
Florida and Texas. She admits that 
if accepted she would miss the team 
and coach Roseann Innes, who she 
describes as “the greatest”, but she 
insists, “I love tennis and I want to 
go for number one."

It is hardly suprising that Petra 
hopes to follow in the footsteps of her 
great countrywoman, Martina Nav¬ 
ratilova. “Martina is my idol — she 
plays awesome tennis,” she gushes. 

Secure in her calling, she express¬ 
es no regrets over sacrificing the 
free time of a “normal teenager” 
and admits that “last year I gave up 
all my time to play tennis.”

She admits that she knew very 
little about American life prior to 
her immigration. “I didn’t know that 
America was supposed to be this 
great thing. I just heard that they 
had all these machines to do work 
for people.”

Still eager to further her educa¬ 
tion. she enrolled in a number of 
courses at the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology, where she stud¬ 
ied biosciences. 

As her career goals began to 
change, she began taking media 
classes at Boston University. These 
classes allowed her to learn the 
skills necessary to articulate and 
communicate her ideas about health 
care and science. 

Walker’s concern for health issues 
has been at the core of her drive as a 
journalist. Through her writing and 
involvement with the media, she has 
sought to influence the direction or 
these issues. 

As a journalist, she attempted to 
be thorough in researching her top¬ 
ics. Such perseverance gained her 
the sobriquet, “bird dog.” she says. 

Walker worked on a public infor¬ 
mation and education film entitled 
“Life Is For Living” for the Envir¬ 
onmental Protection Agency. 

Another work included “DOA - 
Drugged On Arrival.” a study of 
illicit drug taking by expectant 
mothers. The film was shown at the 
American Psychiatric Association 
in Washington. D.C. 

Below are a few of the examples of 
her years of adventures as a free¬ 
lancer and writer for the Associated 
Press. 

In her travels, she ventured to 
Vietnam and Korea, covering the 
conflicts more for her own personal 


experience tnan tor a particular 
publication. 

In discussing Vietnam. Walker 
said that “it was a major blunder 
that, under our present leadership, 
can be repeated.” She likened cur¬ 
rent U S. policies in Central Ameri¬ 
ca to the Vietnam situation two 
decades ago. 

Walker was present in Dealy Pla¬ 
za and witnessed John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination in 1963. 

She has met with Mahatma Gand¬ 
hi and is more than formally 
acquainted with a number of former 
Presidents. 

Walker is the third cousin of 
George Walker Bush, but neverthe¬ 
less holds back nothing in voicing 
her disdain for the candidate’s aris¬ 
tocratic behavior. 

She speculates that neither candi¬ 
date will be effective in fulfilling the 
responsibilities of the position. 

Walker’s most publicized accom¬ 
plishment was the restoration of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor to her 
great aunt. Dr. Mary Walker, in 
1977. 

A heroic and brilliant doctor who 
risked her life on the battlefields of 
the civil war, Dr. Mary, as she was 
called, was commended by Presi¬ 
dent Abraham Lincoln for her 
efforts. 

Lincoln was assassinated before 
he awarded Walker the medal, so his 
successor presented it to her shortly 
after the war. 

In 1917, however. Walker’s medal, 
along with more than 900 others, was 


revoked on the grounds of insuffi¬ 
cient documentation or evidence 
that she had acted in a way deserv¬ 
ing of the nation's highest medal for 
valor. 

Shortly thereafter, in 1919, Dr. 
Mary passed away. 

In the mid 1970s. Anne Walker's 
ongoing fight to restore the medal 
intensified. 

During President Gerald Ford’s 
term in 1976, Walker said she “took 
on the Congress and won.” She 
called the insufficient evidence 
simply a cover-up of the real reasons 
for revocation: Mary was a woman. 

Walker argued that if sufficient 
evidence could be presented, 
through records of the war and 
documentation, the award should be 
restored. 

Ford restored the medal. 

In the last decade, Walker’s focus 
has shifted toward the homeless. 

According to her. the issues of 
politics and health care are insepar¬ 
able. She says that government offi¬ 
cials are the ones who make the final 
decisions that either solve or prolong 
the health care and science dilem¬ 
mas of our age. 

Walker says care for the homeless 
is the largest and most significant 
problem in society today. 

Walker “jumped in with both feet” 
when she seriously became con¬ 
cerned with the homeless epidemic 
in this country. 

For two years during the late 1970s 
Walker wandered from Florida up 
the coast to New Hampshire, getting 


first-hand experience ol what it was 
like to be homeless and what type of 
people are without living quarters. 

The differences she found as she 
made her journey were only in cli¬ 
mate, she said. From city to city, the 
majority of the people were working 
and simply unable to find a place to 
live, she said. As far as Walker is 
concerned, if a person works they 
should have a home. 

Walker has donated much of her 
time, money and energy in her 
attempt to establish centers for the 
homeless and programs that would 
give children temporary places to 
stay. 

Though she is doing everything in 
her power to help the homeless, she 
said that only the leaders of this 
country can take the necessary steps 
in trying to get the situation under 
control. 

Walker noted the political leaders 
must first acknowledge the preva¬ 
lence of the homeless in society. 
“The first step in diagnosis is to 
look.” she said. 

A by-product of this situation 
involves the many children who can¬ 
not attend school because they have 
no home address. Many live their 
lives in degrading shelters in the 
Boston area. Walker is working to 
help them find a better way of life. 

Based on her past accomplish¬ 
ments and her present drive and 
concern, one almost expects to see 
Walker succeed in combating the 
problem and inducing change.

Local firm buys, sells petroleum energy information

Activities involving “oil futures” 
and “trading commodities" evoke 
images of high finance. Wall Street 
and foreign countries. 

Who would think that these activi¬ 
ties go on right here in Winchester? 

There is a business located on 
Mount Vernon Street in Winchester 
Center that not only deals with the 
oil futures market, but is a widely 
regarded expert service providing 
information to some of the biggest 
oil companies in the world. 

Robert Boslego, president of 
Boslego Corporation, started out 
modestly enough. 

In 1975 he received his bachelor of 
arts degree in economics from Har¬ 


vard and then journeyed out to the 
West Coast to study for his M.B.A. at 
Stanford University. 

After receiving his degree he 
returned to the Boston area and 
consulted to oil companies, eventu¬ 
ally establishing his own partner¬ 
ship in which he traded in the oil 
futures market. In the partnership 
he says he got a 60 percent return on 
all he invested. 

With this success under his belt, 
Boslego saw a larger business 
opportunity in providing instant, 
electronically distributed analysis to 
oil companies and traders. 

It was with this idea that Boslego 
founded the company in 1980. He has 
been in Winchester now for eight 
years with his wife, Jane Robbins, 
and their 2-year-old son, Jordan. 


Having already established him¬ 
self as a reliable source of informa¬ 
tion and consulting, he did not have a 
difficult time acquiring clients. 

Boslego’s reputation continued to 
grow and he attracted more and 
more clients. At the present time he 
has most of the major oil companies 
as clients, offering services that 
range in price from several hundred 
dollars to $10,000 a month. 

The Boslego Corporation provides 
a consulting service available only 
to corporate customers. The com¬ 
pany sells electronically distributed 
information on the oil futures 
market. 

Trading in the futures market 
involves buying or selling a con¬ 
tract. A contract is a commitment to 
deliver or receive a quantity and

quality of a given commodity (in this 
case oil). A trader can buy or sell a 
contract for a day, less than a day, a 
month or a year, depending on when 
the commodity is scheduled to 
arrive. 

Using a computer-oriented analys¬ 
is, Boslego provides information on 
the likelihood that the price of the 
commodity will go up or down and 
what strategy to take for gain (spe¬ 
culating) or to reduce risks 
(hedging). 

There is a demand for this infor¬ 
mation from companies because it 
allows them to plan their petroleum- 
related activities. 

Boslego gets his information on 
futures from a variety of different 
sources. 

He must constantly study the 
supply and demand figures for oil in 
the U.S. and Europe. This data, 
which he receives from the Ameri¬ 
can Petroleum Institute and other 
sources, is analyzed by Boslego and 
his coworkers. In addition, he must 
have an understanding of how world 
events affect oil shipments and 
prices. This includes relations 
among OPEC nations. 

The frequency with which the 
information is transmitted and the 
mode of reception by the client vary. 

One method is to send the informa¬ 
tion to a central computer, then up to 
a satellite. The data is then sent 


back down and can be received by 
the client, who must lease a small 
receiving satellite dish. 

A second mode of transmission is 
to send the information through an

FM frequency on a radio. In this 
case the client is provided with an 
FM antenna and a character genera¬ 
tor (signal decoder).

viorally disabled population, 
observed Isserow. 

The fruits of her labors on sabbati¬ 
cal will be used to organize work¬ 
shops thath will tap her knowledge 
of the subject and enhance the teach¬ 
ing and learning capacities of both 
regular and special education teach¬ 
ers and students. 

Director of Mathematics John 
Waite presented the committee a 
mathematics action plan. The plan 
describes a realignment of the

Mitsakos stressed that with a 
meaningful transition period, this 
move could be enacted successfully. 

“The building (McCall Junior 
High School) is currently under¬ 
utilized,’’ said Milsakos. A more 
efficient use of the faculty would 
also be a positive off-shoot of the 
plan, along with the elimination of 
the increasing space problems at the 
elementary schools. 

“Many communities that abut 
Winchester have already gone to a 
three-year junior high school. We 
would not be breaking any new 
ground with this,’’ said Mitsakos.

In addition, Deering said he has 
received numerous phone calls from 
Town Meeting members who are 
concerned that the selectmen would 
make the decision. 

As a result of what he termed “a 
lack of information’’ available as 
well as potential objections he has 
heard voiced by Town Meeting 
members, Deering said he favored 
sending the issue to Town Meeting in 
the fall. 

“I don’t feel comfortable voting 
for it, but I don’t feel comfortable in 
not voting for it,” he said. Deering 
pointed out that no towns he has 
questioned have had enough experi¬ 
ence to know the pitfalls of MHP 
affiliation. 

Deering allowed a few Town Meet¬ 
ing members to speak on the subject 
Monday night. 

“I am against any affiliation with 
the state,” Town Meeting Member 
Lorraine Verrecchia said. “I think 
Winchester is more than capable of 
deciding for (itself) what kind of 
housing it needs.” 

Verrecchia pointed out that con¬ 
sultants provided by the MHP are 
employed by the state. “There is 
input from the state even if they tell 
you there is not,” she said. 

The original proposal presented to 
Town Meeting last fall indicated the 
committee would be formed to study 
and make recommendations, noted 
Verrecchia. In reviewing videotapes 
of last falls sessions, she said she 
saw it was clear the intention was

not to become involved with the 
state. 

“I urge that this issue go to Town 
Meeting where it belongs,” she said. 

Selectman Steve Powers agreed. 
At last week’s meeting, Powers said 
the decision should be made by the 
body that created the board, namely 
Town Meeting, which he re¬ 
emphasized Monday night. 

Powers said a selectmen’s meet¬ 
ing was “the improper place” to 
address the issue. “I would like to 
see it debated at fall Town Meeting. 
That’s where it belongs,” said 
Powers. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt, who 
is also chairman of the HPB, dis¬ 
agreed. Schmitt said he found it

Avenue, Rock Avenue, Shepard 
Court, Hemingway Street, Upland 
Road and Farrow Street. 

Chairman Robert Deering empha¬ 
sized Maurer’s point. “We don’t 
want anyone under the impression 
that nothing will be done from now 
until fall. This plan we’re developing 
is not the only thing the water 
department is faced with,” said 
Deering. 

The capital plan will be funded 
through a bond issue, bonded on 
water rates, not tax rates, Maurer 
noted. A comprehensive program 
would be cost effective, and all areas 
of the community could be made 
aware of how the plan would affect 
them, he added. 

In a memo to selectmen, Maurer 
said presenting an itemized plan to 
Town Meeting would allow the group 
to decide “to either fund the entire 
project or portions of it, as it desires, 
but the funding would be based upon 
the priorities established after 
review of the entire system.’’ 

Department of Public Works 
Director Dom Serratore said in 
reviewing priorities, consultants 
advised the town to perform flow 
tests as well as filtration studies. In 
this way, “we’ll get the most for our 
money,” noted Serratore. 

Selectman Judith Muggia said she 
was concerned about how residents’ 
water rates will be affected by capi¬ 
tal projects. She noted that Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resource Authority 
(MWRA) charges have already 
caused an increase in Winchester’s 
water rates. 

“There is obviously a lot of con¬ 
cern for the water rates,” she said. 
Muggia suggested developing 
“some kind of cushion” for people 
who cannot afford increasing rates.

A 19th-Century 
Fourth Of 
July Feast 


Today, when we think of a 
Fourth of July menu, foods like hot 
dogs, hamburgers, and fried 
chicken come to mind, along with 
potato salad, potato chips, 
watermelon, lemonade, soda, and 
ice cream. 

For our early 19th-century 
ancestors, the typical Fourth of July 
fare would have been very different. 
According to the historians at Old 
Sturbridge Village, their typical 
meal on that day would have con¬ 
sisted of roast veal, cold poached 
salmon with “A Most Delicious 
Salad Sauce," seasonal fresh 
vegetables, and lemon pudding. 

Several of the recipes, courtesy 
of Old Sturbridge Village, are given 
below: 


LEMON PUDDING 

Juice and grated rind of 2 
lemons 

3 A cup white sugar 
4 cups milk 
2 tbl. bread crumbs 
1 tbl. melted butter 
6 eggs 

'/2 recipe for Puff Pastry for 
Filled Turnovers 


Prepare recipe for Puff Pastry. 
Mix milk, bread crumbs, and 
melted butter. Beat eggs until 
foamy and add to mixture, stirring

until blended. Pour into a pie plate 
or a 2-quart baking dish that has 
been lined with the pastry. Bake in 
a 350 degree oven for 1 hour or un¬ 
til set. Cool before serving. 

PUFF PASTRY FOR 
FILLED TURNOVERS 

2 cups butter 

3'/ 2 cups whole wheat flour, 
measured after sifting 

'/2 cup cold water 

Blend 2 A cup butter and 2 cups 
flour. Add V 2 cup cold water, stirr¬ 
ing gradually. Roll out on a floured 
board. Dot with half the remaining 
butter, sprinkle with V* cup of re¬ 
maining flour, dusting some on roll¬ 
ing pin, and roll up like a jelly roll. 
Roll this out and repeat to use up 
the flour and butter. 



A MOST DELICIOUS 
SALAD SAUCE 

4 hard-boiled egg yolks 

1 tsp. salt 

6 tbl. vegetable oil 

2 tbl. prepared mustard 

1 tsp. anchovy sauce, optional 
Va cup cream or whole milk 
6 tsp. vinegar 


Force the egg yolks through a 
strainer or grater. Add salt and 
mustard, mix well. Add oil, I tables¬ 
poon at a time, blending between 
each addition.

CELEBRATING 
THE DAY 

Although we celebrate Ameri¬ 
ca's birthday on July 4. the date 
that Congress adoped the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence, the docu¬ 
ment didn't have its first signing un¬ 
til Aug. 2, 1776 when most of the- 
56 men were present. The last per¬ 
son to sign was Thomas McKean of 
Delaware who had left to join 
George Washington and did not 
realize until 1781 that his name 
wasn’t on the document. At that 
time, he was given special 
authorization to affix his name. 

The names of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence were 
kept secret for nearly a year 
because there was a $2,500 reward 
offered by England to learn their 
names. Signing was considered 
high treason, punishable by death. 


After Congress voted in favor of 
independence, John Adams sug¬ 
gested that July 4 “be forever 
solemnized with pomp and parade, 
with shows, games, sports, guns, 
bells, bonfires, and illustrations, 
from one end of this continent to 
the other, from this day forward." 
Suprisingly, July 4 didn't become 
a legal public holiday until 1941. 

One way that we celebrate the 
day is by flying the American flag. 
Do you remember what the colors 
stand for? Fred stands for hardiness 
and courage. White is the symbol 
of purity and innocence. Blue is the 
color of vigilance, perseverance, 
and justice.

What’s Ud at the Movies 


Bull Durham captures the spirit of baseball 


Baseball and movies go 
together about as well as division 
pennants and the Seattle Mariners. 

Many have tried. From The Lou 
Gehrig Story to It Happens Every 
Spring to Bang the Drum Slowly to 
The Natural, directors have tried 
to capture some of the spirit of 
basball and win big at the box 
office. Some of these films had 
their moments but when you get 
right down to it. most had all of the 
excitement of a televised pro golf 
match. 

The problem is. these movies 
never found the right mix of base¬ 
ball and film. You can't make a 
film completely about the sport 
becaue that's just like videotaping 
the Game of the Week. And you 
can't just use the game as a prop, 
because then it isn't a baseball 
movie. Baseball is a great game 
because it has a rhythm all its own. 
and movies have never been able 
to get into that rhythm. 

Until now. Bull Durham may not 
be the best movie about baseball, 
but it is certainly the best baseball 
movie. Just like the game, some¬ 
times the movie is funny. Some¬ 
times it's serious. But it's always 


entertaining. 

The movie is more a romantic 
comedy than anything else, set 
against a baseball backdrop. You 
don't have to love sports to under¬ 
stand what's going on. The film 
explains everything for you. right 
from the beginning. Annie Savoy 
(Susan Sarandon) does a voice¬ 
over as the movie starts, explain¬ 
ing how baseball is the one relig¬ 
ion in the world that means 
something. The camera slowly 
pans over the baseball shrine she 
has set up in her apartment as she 
explains her devotion to the game. 

That devotion includes every 
year choosing one player from the 
local minor league team, the Dur¬ 
ham Bulls, whom she will shower 
with her particular brand of affec¬ 
tion. Of course, she has standards. 
She "never sleeps with a man 
hitting under .250, unless he’s gof 
lots of RBIs or is a good glove man 
up the middle." 

This season looks like it's going 
to be something a little bit diffe¬ 
rent. though. Annie has more 
prospects than usual to choose 
from. The first choice is a promis¬ 
ing bonus-baby pitcher named 


Ebby Calvin LaLoosh (Tim Rob¬ 
bins). Even in the Durham Bulls, a 
team about as far from the big 
leagues as you can get and still 
pitch overhand. LaLoosh could be 
major league material. Problem is, 
the only thing hotter than his 
fastball is his temperment. Like 
his coach says, he has “a million 
dollar arm and a five-cent head." 

Annie’s second possibility is 
Crash Davis, played by Kevin Cost¬ 
ner. He’s a career minor-leaguer 
who spent three weeks one sum¬ 
mer in the bigs before being sent 
back down. He’s as cool as 
LaLoosh is hot, and the Bulls have 
hired him to help the kid mature a 
little bit. Such a babysitting chore 
would be enough to make most 
guys give up pro ball and start 
selling used cars. What we’ve got 
here is a sort of baseball menage- 
a-trois. You know, like Tinker and 
Evers to Chance. Only you should 
see these three turn a double play. 

Annie is sleeping with Ebby, but 
secretly wanting Crash. Crash is 
coaching Ebby and secretly want¬ 
ing Annie. Both Crash and Annie 
figure they are in change of watch¬ 
ing over the young rookie, and tug 


at him to get at each other. 

This sounds serious. It isn’t. Like 
sitting in the bleachers at Wrigley 
Field, the actural goings on in the 
field don't matter so much as the 
good feeling you get from the 
proceedings. Bull Durham moves 
along slowly, like a good ball 
game, getting plenty of laughs out 
of its characters rather than forc¬ 
ing plot twist. As the Durham Bulls 
spend the summer struggling for a 
winning record, you get hooked by 
the charm of the people. 

Slowly but surely, Ebby learns 
to control his pitches and his life. 
Crash and Annie begin to realize 
they’re reaching the end of their 
baeball lives, and can stop living 
through the rookie. But what 
makes the movie work so well is 
that these thoughtful revelations 
are handled with humor. The 
moments are funny and very 
human. 

Whether it’s the scene where 
Costner and his teammates sneak 
into the ballpark and flood the 
field so they can slide around in 
the mud, or the scene where all the 
players gather on the mound dur¬ 
ing a game to discuss their person¬ 


al problems. Bull Durham has a 
good natured amiability most 
movies don’t posess. Just like 
baseball has a lazy charm football 
lacks. 

The other beautiful thing about 
Bull Durham is that, whereas other 
sports movies seem intent on 
ending with The Big Game where 
The Home Team pulls off The 
Surprising Win, this film veers 
further from baseball as it goes 
along. In the end, you don’t even 
care how the Durham Bulls do. 
Costner doesn’t hit a bases-loaded 
homer. The film is concerned with 
the spirit of the sport, not the 
statistics. 

Give a lot of credit to Ron 
Shelton, the writer and director 
who creted Bull Durham. Shelton 
spent a few years in the Baltimore 
Orioles farm system, so you can 
rest assured the actual baseball 
scenes are acurate. More impor¬ 
tantly, Shelton has an ear for dia¬ 
logue that makes every character 
in the film sound like a real person 
Instead of somebody in a movie.

Three show paper works 


The use of paper as a medium 
and as a statement in its own right 
has become so prevalent and 
explored with such enthusiasm 
and experimentation by artists in 
the past decade or so that curators 
may well find it a challenge to 
organize an exhibit that excludes 
paper. 

The real challenge, of course, is 
for the artist not to limit the use of 
paper as a medium, but to reach 
the point at which exploration of 
its wealth of visual and tactile 
qualities merge with a statement 
of some substance. In the case of 
the three artists exhibiting works 
on paper at Sudbury's Julia Saul 
Gallery, the approach determines 
and becomes the statement in the 
works of Kay Rosenberg and Yvon¬ 
ne Shukovsky, while it becomes 
more a carrier or conveyor of the 
statement in the work of Nancy 
Day. 

Rosenberg's works at first 
appear to resemble small wall- 
hung quilts with overall patterns 
emphasizing a repeat-variation 
motif. Adjoining squares of about 
one-inch are the constant, with 
changes in color and surface 
imprint throughout. Angular 
shapes sometimes enter from the 
edges of a piece, still made up of 
the little squares, but changing in 
color and value from the ground 
upon which they rest. 

A closer look reveals that the 
squares are formed by woven pap¬ 
er. and the works are actually 
more like flattened baskets than 
quilts. The closer inspection also 


engages the viewer in the visual 
interplay of color, subtle in its 
layering and prismatic in its varied 
hues, contributing to an overall 
color field, and in some cases, 
light. 

Space, too, is closely linked to 
approach, technique and medium 
in Rosenberg’s work. The weaving 
in and out of her painted roofing 
paper strips becomes, in effect, 
the spatial statement; as such, the 
abstract works remain decorative, 
with sophisticated use of color and 
play on handling of edge — both 
actual and painted — its main 
strengths. 

Shukovsky does not take the 
risks with color that Rosenberg 
does, emphasizing instead value 
interplay and the textural effects 
of handmade paper as having the 
major roles in her pieces. 

These works are primarily 
decorative, too. Space is arbitrary, 
without reference to either the 
flatness of the picture plane or the 
allusion to three dimensionality. 

Yet in many — indeed, in the 
best — of Shukovsky’s works, a 
sense of the landscape is projected 
through the artist's attention and 
sensitivity to the combination and 
overlap of shape, and the alterna- 
ton of value. Kuroi Yami I is espe¬ 
cially effective as a landscape: a 
big. ragged-edged black mountain 
rests with assured grandeur on the 
elegant horizon of pale ink-washed 
wavy paper strips, all collaged on a 
white rectangle of air made touch¬ 
able by myriad shiny threads 
embedded in the soft handmade 
paper. 


Putting things together is cru¬ 
cial to the work of Day. Exper¬ 
imentation and whimsy are never 
taken too far before being tem¬ 
pered with restraint and economy 
of form, keeping the medium in 
sync with the visual statement, 
rather than in control of it. 

A quietly piquant charm charac¬ 
terizes a work such as Winged 
Tips, in which three wobbly pink- 
and-yellow-nosed creatures curve 
their ways across the white light of 
two stacked handmade paper 
rectangles. The creatures’ oblong 
"bodies’’ flutter under wrinkled 
beige skirts, trailed by wiggly, leg¬ 
like appendages that resemble the 
twine in several of Day’s works. It's 
not easy to remember whether the 
’legs" actually are twine, or 
whether they are the pastel-drawn 
lines that Day so successfully 
incorporates into her combination 
of mediums. What matters is that 
the entire piece, from the funky, 
unassuming creatures, to the pale 
pink aura around the white rectan¬ 
gles, to the flanking birch-bark- 
textured columns, exudes a 
delight wrought from thoughtful 
design and material combiantion 
that is at once spare and quite 
complete. 

The exhibition featuring the 
three artists' work remains on view 
through July 1. Julia Saul Gallery 
is located in Mill Village on Route 
20 (359 Boston Post Rd.), and is 
open 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Tuesday 
through Saturday, until 8 p.m
